That comment is intéresting, in view 
of thé constahtly repeated statérnénts of 
the German press that the allied armies 
on thé line of thé German advance are 
thoroughly beaten afd that the reserves 
also have ‘been thrawn back. Despite 
that,.it Would appear there are still very 
good réasons for caution. 

Richard Gaedke, critic of the Vor- 
wirts, thinks thé present offensive has 
been underaken “ for higher aime than 
the mere gain of s6 tnany kilometers.”

MYHeuteddae Leslie Kirk, pilot, and 
Lieutenagt William Richards, ob- 
server, had their airplane brought 
down y German fire while on 
an aerial raid against a German city. 
They left their machine some ten 
miles back in ‘boche territory, and 
made their: way to the French and 
American lines. That is the official 
way of recording what I believe to be 
one of the most remarkable exploits of 
this-war. Lieutenants Kirk and Rich- 
ards belong -to one of the British air 
units which have been proving to the 
boche, ‘since he has made aerial raids 
common, that London and Paris are 
not the only cities to suffer. 

It ‘was, 10:30 o'clock on a bright 
moonlight night when three machines 
set out to drop hombs on a certain 
German city. The big planes took 
the ‘airs and turned toward their 
objectives. The alarm had been given, 
and as they moved in on the city a 
barrage fire caught them. Twa kept 
on, but a ‘piece of “ Archie” got 
Kirk’s engine, and from an. altitude of 
4,500 meters he. had to come down 
quickly. He stuck the nose of the mt 
chine into the ground; smashing i 
and throwing Richards out. Mean- 
while they had dropped their bombs. 
Kirk leaped from the machine, re- 
suscitated “the. unconscious Richards, 
and they started south. 


‘Heard, Own abturett: 

It was. then about 11 o'clock... The 
two Englishmen frequently heard the 
voices of boches, but dodged them:and 
kept on walking until it began to get 
light, at 8:30 A. M. Then they hid in 
a thicket. “As day came ‘on they: saw 
a ‘refuge right in the midst of a“nest 
of German guns. Sentries several 
times passed almost close enough to 
touch them: The two had-only half a 
cake of chocolate between them for 
food that day. They lay in the bushes 
until that night. In the meanwhile 
Kirk and Richards’s companions had 
given them up as lost and so reported 
them. The hands of comrades had 
tenderly packed their kits to be sent 
back to England. 

That night their -comrades had 
staged a show ever the same German 
city to avenge them. A big - unit 
started-out- about 10 o’clock: . Lying 
in their refuge, .Kirk and Richards 
heard their comrades fly north when 
the German guns all about. them 
began to send up a barrage to try to 
halt the raiders. Then the two 
thought it was a good time to move. 
Carefully guarding their path, they 
Anade their way through part of the 
third German line, then through part 
of the second. Crawling out, they 
leaped through the first German line 
where it happened to be lightly held 
and found themselves up’ against 
barbéd- wire defenses. These were too 
high. to crawl over without exposing 
themselves to a great deal of” fire. 
They tried to get under, only to ‘find 
the wire of a rabbit-proof kind which 
they couldn’t crawl through. Fearing 
all the time .they would strike a 
charged wire, they’ set about to pull 


up the stakes one by one and burrow |. 


beneath the wire. After an’ enormous 
amount of physical labor they suc- 
ceeded in getting beyond the -wire, 
when they were discovered and firing 
started. 
In Rain of Bullets. 

“Then,” as Kirk told me his story 
today, “ we lay down, and the bullets 
began to fall around us., ‘They hit 
by my feet and my head and, believe 
me, between’my toes. We moved a 
bit, and the firing got worse. I saw 
one boche, ten yards away, banging 
at me, and I started yelling ‘ Kame- 
rad.’ When the dirty boches would 
pay no attention at all, we thought 
Wwe would gO away from there. It 
wasn’t healthy, I say.”

DESTROYS | GERMAN PLANE. 


American Pilot Wins Fight in Air 
Near St. Mihiel. 


WITH THE AMERICAN ARM IN 
FRANCE, June 1, (Associated Press. )— 
Another German airplane was. brought 
down this morning by an American 
pilot in an air battle, crashing near 
St. -Mihiel,. in the sector northwest of 
Toul, according to unofficial informa- 
tion. 

This duel was one of a- series of aerial 
combats that occurred this morning. 

The enemy machine brought down 
began falling after the American had 
poured a stream of bullets into it. . 

Another reconnoissance plane flew 
over the German trenches at a height 
of 200 meters for observation purposes.

WASHINGTON, June i1.—Members of 
the Senate Affairs Committee 
who participated in. the weekly war 
council at the War rtment today 
came ‘away with the impression that the 
War Staff.regards the situation on™ the 
Aisné and Marne battlefronts. as  ex- 
tremely serious, if not critical. While 
the belief was expressed that .the Ger- 
mans would be blocked in their effort to 
split. the British: and French ‘mies, 
jwar experts at the council felt that the 
Germans had created a crisis that was 
desperately: menacing. 

To put it briefly and bluntly, the War 
Staff feels that the German “advance 
has gone beyond the expectation of ‘the 
allied commanders, and that the time is 
near at. hand: when the long-talked-of 
reserves 6f General Foch must be 
brought into play to stem the German 
tide. — 

Senators who went to the conference 
were not discouraged over what they 
heard, but all of them felt that the sit- 
uation soon must resolve itself into the 
final. clash between the Prussian and 
allied forces, and that“the success of 
the Allies must depend on the extent of 
their reserves. As against the prepon- 
derant force that the Germans have been 
hurling into the struggle. 


Rapid Advance a Surprise. 


Frank surprise Was expressed by ex- 
perts at the council over the rapid ad- 
vance made by the Germans over a ter- 
rain that was regarded as at least 
slightly favoring the French and Brit- 
ish. forces. The grouhd over which-the 
Ge ns have pushed in the last drive 
has been referred to as rolling country, 
giving the allied forces many points of 
vantage. From these they have been 
driyen by the relentless fury of the 
German attack. 

The War Staff experts account for the 
advance of the Germans over this char- 
acter of ground by their use of new gas 
shells which have been hurled back of 
the allied lines, causing the French and 
British to, withdraw or be suffocated; 
the bearing: down of fresh German re- 
serves, and ‘the bringing up of over- 
whelming forces of artillery. The use 
of the new gat shells was put forth as 
one of the chief factors in the rapid 
dash of the Germans. The allied forces, 
it was pointed out, prebably found it 
impossible to «stand against this as- 
sault, combined with the terrific artil- 
lery ‘onslaught. 

But that the Germans could keep up 
the pace beypnd thé Marne was regarded 
by the experts as extremely doubtful. 
‘They might cross the famous river, it 
was conceded, and push on still further. 
It was considered inconceivable, how- 
ever,. that General. Foch ‘would not 


fight and stem the onrushing Prussians.

Still Expect a Drive to the West. 


The theory was advanced at the coun-

STOKES DEFENDS HIS WIFE. 


Insist She Is Not, and Never Has 
Been, Opposed to the War. 


Mrs. Stokes is not and never has been 
opposed to the active prosecution of the 
war by the United States, so J. G. 
Phelps Stokes asserted last night when 
he heard that his wife had been 
sentenced to ten years in prison. Mr. 
Stokes, dressed: in the uniform of a 
First Sergeant of the 9th Coast Artil- 
lery, N. Y. G., at his home, 88 Grove 
Street, said that steps would be taken 
to appeal the case to the higher courts. 

“I feel justified in saying that I know 
Mrs. Stokes better than ahy one else 
dan know her,’”’. he said, ‘and that her 

motives were grossly misunderstood at 
her trial. Mrs. Stokes is not and never 
has been opposed to active participation 
in the war by the American Govern- 
ment, On the contrary, she has con- 
stantly held that the war must, be 
pushed by the allied forces until the au- 
tocratic powers of Central Europe are 
overcome and until the foundations of 
democracy ‘are effectually secure. 

‘I am personally entirely certain had 
the jury understood, as I understand, 
her motives they would not have con- 
victed her of the offense charged. 

“If the Judge had known her as I 
do, and understood her purposes as I do, 
he would not have felt that justice re- 
pares such a sentence as he imposed: 

am sure.that 90 per cent. of the 
trouble resulted from misunderstanding, 
and not to exceed 10 per cent. of it was 
due to a hasty impulse, which. Mrs. 
Stokes immediately arytred after it 
occurred.’

WANT NO GERMAN IN JERSEY 


State Board Urges Local Schools to 
Eradicate Every Trace. 


TRENTON, N. °-J., June 1.—A most 
sweeping recommendation for the ex- 
clusion of everything German from the 
public schools of New Jersey was adopt- 
ed. unanimously today ‘by. the. State 
Board of Education here. The text of 
the resolution follows: 

‘“‘The State Board of Eduéation rec- 
ommends to the Boards of. Education 
throughout the State .that <they rigidly 
exclude from the schools under . their 
administration any teaching of any. kind, 
or any téxtbook, magazine, néwspaper, 
or publication in any em ege at -in 
any way, either directly ndirectly, 
tends to establish German propaganda 
or exalts German. Kaiserism or kultur 
or existing German aims or ideals.”’ 

The recommendation was presented by 
Dr. John C. Van Dyke of Rutgetfs Col- 
lege, a.member of thé, Advisory Commit- 
tee of the State board. 

The personal clash between Colonel D. 
Stuart Craven, membér from Salem 
County, and John P,. Murray of Jersey 
City, which took place at the May. meet- 
ing, was patched up. Colonel. Craven 
apologized to Mr. Murray. His apology 
was accepted. 


JOHN REED HELD. 


Put Under $8,000 Ball in Philadel- 
phia for Inciting to Riot. 


PHILADELPHIA, June 1.—Charged 
with inciting to riot and making sedi- 
tious speeches, John Reed, who de- 
scribes himself‘as the unofficial Bolshe- 
vik Consul, to New York, was held in 
$5,000 bail here today. Reed was ar- 
rested late last night while speaking at 
a street. corner after the police had pre- 
vented a meeting ina hall. 

Bail was first fixed at $1,500, but As-

‘“* Reed defied the police; disorder and 
riot resulted. He made seditious re- 
marks,’

MONEY NOT ‘A REAL FACTOR 


What Does Count, He Asserts, Ie the 
, Amount of Labor and Sacri- 
fice Needed ta Win. 


By R T. HADLEY. 
The money cost of anything is the 
amount, of dollars and cents which we 
pay for it; the real cost is the amount 
ef labor and sacrifice which we undergo 
in order to win it. In the ordinary op- 


with monéy costs. In studying large 
questions of national policy we must fix 
our eyes on real costs. 

This is particularly true in the case 
of a great war like the one in which we 
are now engaged. It ig not fought with 
dollars and cents; it is fought with labor 
and. with the products of labor—with 
men and munitions, with railroads and 
ships, with coal and iron and_ wheat. 
Whatever amount of these things is used 
for war<purposes represents so much 
subtraction from the available income 
of the nation. The total amount thus 
subtracted represents the real cost of 
the war. 

The eadiest way to get a rough meas- 
ure of this coat is to express it in terms 
of labor.. Of the- 100,000,000 neople In 
the United States 40,000,000, more or 
less, may be classed as workers. The 
aggregate product of the brains and 
hands of these people is the nation's 
grosg antiueal income. The greater. part 
of this product—represented by food, 
fuel, and service of every kind—is used 
up in the course of the year.. A much 
smaller amount is invested, either in 
pérmanent means of enjoyment, rete 
houses, or in properties which, increase 
the future production of the community, 
like factories. But whether consumed 
or invested, the results of this labor are 
employed in time of peace to contribute 
to the national enjoyment and well- 


Labor fer War. Purposes. 

In time of war the case is different. 
A great deal of the nation's labor must 
be utilized to-increase our fighting effi- 
ciency rather than our national enjéoy- 
ment. We are at‘present employing five 
very ‘large groups of laborers for war 
purposes: . 

1. Those who are withdrawn from in- 


dustry: in order to be used for war 


service abroad. 

2. Those who are engaged in manu- 
facturing’ arms, munitions, and other 
means of warfare. 

8. Those who are engaged in produc- 
ing food and supplies for our allies— 
supplies which they cannot under exist- 
ing circumstances produce for them- 
aelves in adequate amount. 

4. Those who are building and running 
the ships needed to support our army 
and our allies and are producing the 
coal necessary for their operation. 

5, Those who are engaged in putting 
one ‘railroads into condition to do proper

BACK BUDGET SYSTEM. 


New York Membere of Congress to 
Insist on This Reform. 


Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, June 1.—Members. of 
Congress from New York have decided 
to support the several movements to 
create a budget system and a. system 
of auditing and checking expénditures. 
The first plan was suggested by ex- 
Representativé John J, Fitzgerald of 
Brooklyn, and the audit plan is advo- 
cated by. Representative Walter M. Ma- 
gee of Syracuse: 

Discussing the activity of the New 

York delegation which has appointed a 
committee to confer with Waeeatteer 
from other States, Representative Luther 
W. Mott of Oswego Bald today: 
. “ Since the outbreak of the war, Con- 
gress has met every demand of the vari- 
ous departments for money and the re- 
sult has been appropriations to an ex- 
tent never provided for by any legisla- 
tive body in the world, No other legisla- 
tive body has the same system or rather 
lack of systern in regard to public :ex- 
penditures, and it is a noteworthy fact 
that even in peace times our expendi- 
tures began to grow by leaps and bounds 
when we abandoned our old system of 
having one ¢gommittee prepare all ap- 
propriation bills. 

‘Former Congressman Fitzgerald’s 
plan is virtually a return to the old sys- 
tem and to the one which so far as I 
know is in use in every country. The 
enormdgus sums being appropriated must 
be safeguarded, and it is a duty which 
Congress should aa shirk to see that 
these expenditures are Bae economi- 
cally and properly made.

Experts looked over his bent form and 
set to work. They massaged his back, 
and even’ “‘ baked ”’ it under an electric 
heater. They compelled him to undergo 
éxercises until he winced at the pain of 
muscles and tendons which had been 
useless for years. The crooked spine 
became supple. With a supreme effort 
he. could straighten his back while in 
bed, but when’he sat up or walked he 
slouched in the same old stoop-shoul- 
dered posture. 

“It’s no use. I «an’t do it!” he 
pleated when @ physical director told. 
him to straighten up and go through the 
exercises, and apparently he could not.: 
But the experts of this new department 
had still another card ‘to play. They 
began to teach him self-confidence, and 
in a week had proved to his own satis- 
faction -that he could straighten those 
shoulders. 

He is now fit, not for a camp job, 
but for a first line unit. The ortho- 
pedic experts actually inverted the 
hump on his back and made it bulge 
out ‘his chest. He carries his head 
eréct, his shoulders thrown back, and 
he now: walks with a confident, easy 
stride, for they have strengthened the 
arches of his féet and have given him 
special shoes to correct any threaten- 
ing, defects. 

arvelous as has been the phystcal 
change, it is surpassed by his improved 
mental condition. He was inclined. to 
be dull, listless, and careless. 
straightening of his body seems to have 
given him a higher, brighter outlook 
on life, and there is snap even in his 
onversation. The’ doctors: have made 
a better citizen as well as a good 
soldier. 


“Puts a Man On His Feet.” 


The story of this young farmer is 
one of many cases in which. wonderful 
results have been obtained in this new 
branch of the army hospital service. 
Like many of the other projects planned 
for the new armies of the United 
States, Camp Dix has been made the 
experimental centre for this science, 
which aims to ‘‘ put a man on his feet 
again.’’ The orthopedic treatment. does 
not confine itself merely to correction 
of foot defects; it applies to joints in 
any part~ of the--bo ody. A rheumatic 
knéé, a stiff’ shoulder; a dislodged ver- 
tebra, all come under the ministrations 
of this sciencé; so broad ié the field 
covered, that Lieut. Col. W. Cole 

is, commandant of the base hos- 
pital, has allotted five wards for 
patients of the orthopedic department, 
and already they are filled. 

The work of the new department is 
under the. personal direction of Captain 
Rolland Meisenbach of Buffalo, and the 
manner in which he has made the lame 
walk and pérformed other seeming mira- 
cles has convinced War Department of- 
ficials that this new science can be madé 
one of the most important factors in the 
general scheme of rehabilitation of nu- 
man bodies. r. Meisénbach’s chief 
assistant is Lieutenant M. A. Blumer 
of Pittsburehk 

Experts havé estimated that as many 
as 95 per cent. of negroes and 49 per 
cent, of whites called in the draft have 
ag defects of one kind or another, and 

a ree number become acute under the 
stress. of continued marchin A year 
ago the ‘ flat-footed ‘' recru t was re- 
jected.

treatment which he received free here. 


Build Up “ Broken ” Arches. 


So-called broken arches are built up 
by massage, various prescribed exer- 
cises, development of self-confidence, 
and, last but not least, the equipment 
of thé patient with shoes specially- built 
to ovércome the defects from which he 
is suffering. A special cobbler’s shop 
has been opened in the main ward. 
Former cobblers among the patients sent 
to the hospital are now doing the work, 
and intidentally are-learning a branch 
of their trade which will enable them to 
demand big wages When they return to 
civil service. 

Captain Meisénbach and his assistants 
render another important service to the 
army in that they can quickly spot the 
man who may be “ stalli in Veg? hope 
of getting out of the service. ew of 
the tests they have devised will. quickly 
make the faker convict himself. At the 
same time they discover many instances 
of real -débility in cases that have 
arouséd thé suspicion, of. officers.

ge WANT OPERATORS PUT BACK 


S| shiies ‘Compbatued That 800 Were 
Discharged Because They Had 
Joined Labor Organizations. 


Following an executive session at the 
+Hotel Belmont, the National War Labor 
Board yesterday arrived at a decision 
on thé dispute between the Commercial 
Telegraphers Union of America and the 
Western Union Telegraph Company over 
the discharge of some 800 employes of 
the’ company ‘because they insisted ‘upon 
becoming members of the union. The 
decision will:not be made, known until 
today, when a comprehensive statement 
will be issued by the joint Chairmen of 
the board, William Howard Taft and 
Frank P, ‘Walsh. 

Those officials of the union who ap- 
peared before the board, including S. 
J. -Konenkampf, the President, ex- 
pressed. their confidence that the Na- 
tional.War Labor Board had sustained 
the proclamation of President Wilson 
of April 8, in which he specifically laid 
down the ruling, agreed upon by Capi- 
tal and labor, that there should be no 
strikes and no lockouts during -the 
war; that there should be ro interfer- 
ence by employers with the right. of 
workers’ to organize into unions, and 
that employers should not discharge 
workers for membership in unions or 
for legitimate union activities. | 

It was upon this final proposition that 
the telegraph operators based their 
grievances against the Western Union 
Telegraph Company. They charged 


with having discharged 800 operators be- 
cause of their membership in the Com- 
mercial Telegraphers’ Union.

~ New York experienced its first day of 
Summer weather when the temperature 
reached 90 degrees and established the 
second warmest June 1 in the history of 
the Weather Bureau. To add to the dis- 
comfort, for several hours early in the 
day a humidity reeord’6f 100: per tent.

FOSDICK PUSHES SURVEY. 


Studies Co-ordination of Non-Mili- 
tary Work at the Front. 


PARIS, June 1.—Raymond: B: Fosdick, 
Chairman of the American War Depart- 
ment Committee on Training Camp 
Activities, has returned to Paris after a 
tour of a week on the American-front, 
where he made a detailed survey of the 
work and relationships of the non-mili- 
tary organizations. engaged in furnish- 
ing recreation and home comforts to 
the American expeditionary forces. 

The survey.is being made for Secre- 
tary of War Baker under the direction 
of General Pershing, and has as its 
“object the co-ordination of ndn-mili- 
tary activities «among the American 
troops’ on both sides of the Atlantic 
and the formulation of a see by which 
the organizations officially recognized 
for sérvice with the American expedi- 
tionary forces in France and England 
can be brought more closely together. 
At the same time Mr. Fosdick will de-

Previous to his departure for the front 
Mr. Fosdick ,had a long. conference with 
General Pershing regarding. the object 
of his visit. General Pershing declared 
at that time that military exigencies re- 
quired that all. non-military work be 
centralized. He expressed a desire for 
the establishment of effective ma- 
chinery by which the non-military. or- 
ganizations can be ‘co-ordinated to pre- 
vent any duplication of effort and also 
to reduce, sd far as possible, the non- 
combatant personnel of the army. 

Mr. Fosdick will go to Great Britain 
to study naval training camp activities 
before returning to the United. States.

AUSTRIAN IS ARRESTED 


Enemy Alien Found Inside the | << 


Warehouse at St. Louis After 
Blaze Is Discovered. 


. ST. LOUIS, June 1.—Warehouse No. 
23 of the United States Arsenal which, 
in‘ all its buildings, houses more than 
$6,000,000 worth of army equipment, 
caught fire late tonight, and at mid- 
night appeared to be a total loss with 
all its contents. Firemen devoted their 
attention to saving adjacent buildings. 

As soon as the blaze started Colonel 
Clark, in. charge. of the arsenal, threw 
a guard. of..soldiers around the en- 
closure and. excluded all. persons not 
actively engaged in combating the 
fire, 

The police have takenvin custody. an 
Austrian, an enemy alien, who was 
found without hat and coat within the 
stockade shortly after the fire was dis- 
covered. They have refused to divulge 


his name. He is said to live in the 
immediate vicinity of the arsenal. 
The blaze spread to Warehouse No. 
24, which was also destroyed. The loss 
is estimated at more than $8,000,000. 
Officers of the Guarteester 2 De- 
partment‘ said that more than 15,000,000 
yards of khaki cloth for army uattaeene 
ad been destroyed, in addition. to 
15,000 soldiers’ service-Hats.

FINB WOMEN EFFICIENT 
FOR DUTIES IN BANKS 


The Northwestern National of 
Minneapolis Gives Result of 


Wide Investigation. 


The Northwestern National Bank of 
Minneapolis has made an investigation 
regarding the-employment of women in 
banks, and finds that reports from six- 
ty-five city institutions indicate that 
women are gen ee! working on the 
same salary b as men,; although 
there are a few iaeipeteein 

The usual method’of hiring men is to 
take them in as messengers or. office 
boys, and start them on a difficult up- } 
ward path in the direction of the cash- 
fership. The new class of women em- 
Pployes are placed at once on routine 


wage. The Northwestern Bank, in its 
monthly review, says there is no rea- 
son why the women should not also be 
made to plod their way ‘‘cashierward.’’ 
The bank says: \ 

““At the present early period of the 
feminine incursion women are found to 
be successful at remittance, statement 
and machine work (the ‘operation of 
adding machines, addressographs, state- 
ment ‘machines and typewriters) and

THE - RUSSO-GERMAN ECONOMIC 
COMBINATION. 

Germany’s policy of ‘‘ peaceful pen- 
etration ” set the world by the ears 
in times of peace, Therefore there 
can be no doubt of the sort of eco- 
nomic offensive which would result 
from the conquest of Russian: com- 
merce by Germany. There are too 
many precedents to leave anything 
to be filled in except the details, The 
treaty of Frankfort of 1871 imposed 
upon France, in the guise of favored 
nation’ clauses, economic bondage 
which chiefly concerned transatlantic 
trade. But a Russo-German trade 
compact imposed at Germany’s will 
alone would seriously prejudice our 
trade, present,.and future. 

We: know something of the invin- 
oible superiority of integrated or self- 
contained and self-sufficient indus- 
tries over others which are dependent 
upon markets for their supplies, and 
must deduct several profits paid to 
ethers before they can calculate upon 
any profits BS themselves. An in- 
dustry which produces complete 
manufactures from the ore cumulates 
profits at each stage of manufacture. 
Another industry which buys its ma- 
terials loses thes® profits, and may 
even. be unable to secure materials at 
times. of greatest need. A Russo- 
German economic combination would 
integrate the two nations’ resources 
in a manner impossible to overcome. 
Germany is incomparable in organ- 
ization and rivals all in the applica- 
tion of science to industry. Germany 
is so weak agriculturally that her 
customs policy has been agrarian 
protectionism. In Russia Germany 
would find food for. her population, 
and materials for German. factories 
in. inexhaustible supply, tropical 
products alone excepted. Otherwise, 
a Russo-German combination would 
be self-contained and self-sufficient 
beyond any -hope of starvation by 
enemy blockade, and would ; be a 
competitor who could not be con- 
quered in peace. 

Russia—or what once was Russia— 


jJneeds no warning against economic 


relations which would mean the sale 
of her exports cheaply, and dear 
prices for her imports, the trade both 
ways being “tied” in the manner 
of what our laws consider unfair 
competition. Before the world war 
broke out there were antagonistic ex- 
changes between the tariff bar- 
gainers of the two countries which 
were little short of hostile in tone. 
Those who regard this war ag polit- 
ical in form, but economic in sub- 
stance, also think that Germany's 
commercial relations with - Russia 
were one of her motives in deciding 
the time of the greater offensive, 
Russia produces almost all metals, 
cotton, coal, wood, lumber, and was 
beginning to use machinery scien- 
tifically. Other nations were taking 
notice of Russia’s industrial revival, 
and Germany saw her greatest prize 
drifting away from her control unless 
it was secured @ manner not-pos- 
sible with peaceful and fair com- 
‘merce. Germany's Junkers wanted 
to check the competition of Russia's 
cheap grain, and also -put pressure 
upon Russia for the imports of Ger- 
man manufactures, Germany's retal 

| latory procedure, against Russia re- 
sulted in two years in’ the reduction 
of Russia's exports of grain to .Ger- 

many from 54 per cent. of

The present situation is that .the 

war ended all treaty relations be- 
tween Germany end ‘Russia. Russia 
fof a time maintained the rates im- 
posed by Germany for benefits to 
trade between Russia and all coun- 
tries entitled to favored nation treat- 
ment, But in 1915 Russia abolished 
these rates and substituted a greatly 
increased tariff for fiscal réasons. 
Russia’s economic outlook is beyond 
prophecy, Russia will fot produce 
manufactures under the Bolshevist 
decree that profits must be limited 
to 6 per cent., that reinvestment 
-of surplus shall be compulsory, and 
that the direction must be by a com- 
mittee of workers in the manner 
which dispersed the ariny. There 
never was such a devil’s broth as 
Germany and the Bolsheviki between 
them have brewed for what once was 
Russia.

THE END OF A RAILWAY DYNASTY 
The election of Witit1am K. Van- 
DERBILT, Jr., as President of the New 
York Central Railroad is at once the 
end of a railway dynasty and the be- 
ginning of a new railway era, There 
have been three 'Wiuiutdus in the 
Vanderbilt line, and it is no dispar- 
agement of any of them to say that 
none were the equal of the old ‘‘ Com- 
modore,” Corngiius,. who founded 
both the family and the railway, His 
times and conditions called for initia- 
tive, enterprise, boldness, adventure, 
which some condemn as speculation. 
He fought through troubled times, 
and went-his way leaving a work 
which grew after him. 
. The New York Centra! Raljroad | is 
a greater institution ‘than in his 
times, although his Hine are not 
greater men than he, but never again 
is it likely that the 125 companies 
now affiliated with the system will 
grow faster than the country. The 
cure of enterprise by the regulation 
of rates and profits, and prosecution, 
has been so complete that we shall 
be fortunate indeed if hereafter the 
railways grow up to the country, in- 
stead of leading the growth of the 
country “by opening new térritory. 
That method of pioneering made 
great profits for the men who suc- 
ceeded in it, and ruined others who 
failed. The fortunes of the railway 
pioneers and upbuilders are some- 
times called tainted money, but, 
‘whether tainted or not, {t is sure.that 
the money made by them is small 
compared with the benefits to others. 
The work to which the third 
WILuAaM is now summoned is neither 
railway pioneering nor even railway 
operation, The directing mind is now 
in Washington, and the President of 
the 125 corporations has little to do 
but follow orders, if it breaks owners. 
The railways of the United States 
are not heyeafter to be run to make 
money for individuals, but to pro- 
duce the greatest amount of service 
for least cost. Speculation and growth 
are subordinated to efficiency and 
economy. It is necessary, under the 
conditions, and it will be good for the 
country, but it will not be nourishing 
to the railways, 

This is not ratiocinetiop, based on 
what is to be expected if the Director 
General relies upon an Interstate 
Commerce Commission comprising a 
majority of lawyers,.a majority of 
State Railway Commissioners, two 
professors, and a former railway con- 
ductor and labor leader. From its 
building in Washington, upon the 
stationery of the Director General, 
come communications issued as by 
authority. One of them refuses to 
allow expenses of railway member- 
ship in Boards of Trade, although the 
trifling cost was incurred under a 
repudiated contract. ‘Such member- 
ships are not social matters. They 
are, or were, of greatest assistance 
Lin the building up of the rajlways in 
the old, bad era. Another of these com- 
munications declares that coloniza- 
tion work and industrial work by the

A GERMAN CORPUS CHRISTI DAY. 

Through the Vatican, Cardinal vow. 
HARTMANN asked the British Govern- 
ment that there should be no air 
attacks on Cologne last Thursday, 
the Feast of Corpus Christi. The 
British Government granted the re- 
quest. . Neither on Cologne nor on 
any other of the Rhine towns did ‘the 
Allies make any attack that day. 
They respected the commemoration 
of the Blessed Sacrament. The pro- 
cessions of the pious that great, 
ancient Catholic Cologne, ‘the city 
“which many chapels and churches 
“has,” might have marched in peace. 
According to the Geneva Tribune; the 
German military and civil authorities 
—not that the latter count—reading 
into the minds of the Allies German 
treachery, asked Cardinal von Harrt- 
MANN to forbid the processions. They 
would not be safe. The Cardinal 
forbade them. Aside from this Ger- 
man judgment, an expressive self- 
judgment, of the good faith ‘and 
honor of the Allies, “the military 
masters’? must have sought to im- 
press upon the Catholics of Cologne 
the unpardonable enormity of air 
raids of reprisal. The Germans gloat 
so: ferociously over the slaughters 
they inflict, bellow so vociferously 
when they have to take a little of 
their own medicine! 

In Paris there was a strange mis- 
understanding. . Because of the Brit- 
ish promise as to Cologne, the Pa- 
risians seem to have assumed that 
there was an implied German prom- 
ise as to Paris, What is any German 
promise worth? How could the Ger. 
mans, who used their long-range sav- 
age toy with such effect against a 
Paris church on Good Friday, fail to 

Corpus Christi Day by a. sim- 
ilar achievement of Kultur? They 
celebrated the Passion of our Lord: 
by long-distance murder of women 
and children at mass. They could 
nof ‘and they @ftd not refrain from 
treating the Holy Eucharist with the 
same savagery. By a happiness of 
marksmanship they succeeded in ex- 
ploding their long-range shell on the 
high altar of a beloved and renowned 
Paris church, From the air they 
slew people in the Paris suburbs, It 
was an echt Deutsch celebration of 
Corpus Christi Day. 

A Paris dispatch in yesterday’s 
Times depicts a serious misapprehen- 
sion. on’ the part of the Parisians: 

There is bitterness toward the Pope 

for his interventi in behalf of 

Cologne without stipulating also that 

the Germans cease their attacks on 

the Holy Day. 

‘If Cardinal AmetTre could have 
brought. himself to apply, through the 
Vatican; for a German promise to 
respect Paris on Corpus Christi Day, 
BENEDIcT XIV. would have submitted 
the application, but with what hope 
that the stipulation, if made, would 
be kept? His Holiness has had bit- 
ter experience of German promises. 
These savages. who insult Cunrst, 
who turn the most sacred ceremonies 
of the Church at the most. solemn 
moment of the Christian year into a 
feast of murder, much they care for 
the Vicar of Curier. If they make 
promises, it is but to break them. 
Even if the Pope had asked for ana 
received the promise which the Pa- 
risians are said to have expected, 
what would it have amounted to?

To the Editor of The New York Times: 

I have read with pleasure the article 
in your Sunday issue from the pen of 
Charles Johnston. His valuable extracts 
conclusively prove to us that the Sinn 
Fein Party were hand in hand with the 
Germans in their desire to Pr orer 
tho British Empire.

(1) When the Sinn Feiners took pos- 
session of most of the principal public 
buildings in Dublin they fired from the 
windows.on many unarmed policemen, 
they fired. on wounded soldiers home 
from France, end on innocent’ civilians 
walking in the streets. 

(2) When ambulance workers and Red 
Cross nurses went to aid the wounded 
and dying they were deliberately fired 
on by the Sinn Feiners. In the official 
findings of the commission this is ad- 
mitted, having been stated on oath and 
publicly sworn to. 

(8) Terrible conflagrations broke out 
all over Dublin, ravaging life and prop- 
erty. These fires were due partly to 
shelifire and partly to incendiary acts. 
When the fire brigade turned out to 
save thia life and property they Were 

on from all sides and had to retire. 

(4) The Chief of the Dublin Fire Bri- 
gade, a man noted for his strict and im- 
partial veracity, says, alluding to the ap- 
palling fires: 

‘We were making. excellent progress 
toward stopping the fires on both sides of 
Abbey Street when the bullets began to 
fly among us.. We were being deliberately 
fired at. .I had two men up on fire 
escapes and bullets struck their ladders. 
Our engines were shot. at from the direc- 
tions of Westmoreland Street and Aston 
Quay. + Bullets hit the engines, going . 
through the mud guards and through the 
‘tires. I instantly called the men off to take 
cover. I abandoned the engines and hose

A correspondent desires to’ know why 
German prisoners in thia country are 
permitted to spend their ‘time in self- 
improvement, or, -if disposed to work, 
time hanging, presumably, heavy on 
their hands, are paid by. the United 
States. Also why they, are housed in 
hotels, having the equipm it of a fine 
resort house, with extensive, and beau-* 
tiful grounds, and provided with ex- 
cellent food, prepared’ by chefs, with 
golf, tennis, croquet, and a big poet of 
hot water for recreation, 

These facts furnish a staytling con- 
trast to the régime provided for British 
and American prisoners in Germany.

The popularity of the 
game-on municipal courts appears to be 
at its topmost level throughout the Mid- 
dle West. In St, Louis, for instance, 
more than 20,000 permits have been is- 
sued for the mu 1 courts, and the 
same proportion of interest is bein 
shown in other cities. W. A. Campbell, 
who is to have juriadiction over the mu- 
nicipal tennis plans, will undertake ‘to 


see that the city authorities everywhere’

WAR WORK OF MUSEUM. 


Natural History Efforts Turned 
Along Lines of Nation’s Need. 


The annual report of the American 
Museum’ of Natural History, Seventy- 
seventh Street and Central Park West, 





' refers to its efforts along educational 


lines in the way of lectures in public 
schools, loan collections, and addresses 
to the adult blind, accompanied by 
specimens on relief globes. 

Since the entry of the United States 
into the war the museum has offered 
its services to the Government—which 
have been accepted—in the way of ex- 
pert advice and scientific research.

On this basis, according to. the Pom- 
erene bill, are to be reckoned all legal 
maximum rents for.real estate in the 
District of Columbia after Oct. 1, 1918. 
- Growing uneasiness on the part of 
many tenants in connection with their 
mounting rent bills reached a climax 
in New York when Alderman Robert L. 
Moran introduced a resolution in the 
Board of Aldermen calling upon each 
member to conduct an independent in- 
vestigation in his own district and to 
report back upon the feasibility of an 
official investigation by the entire board. 
Text“ of the Resolution. 

The Moran rFesolution reads as follows: 

Whereas, statements and complaints 
are being made to the effect that the 
rents of apartments and flats in this 
city are being unduly. increased with # 
resultirfg hardship in many cases to an 
already overburdened. citizenship, 

Therefore, be it Resolved, That the 
Board of Aldermen hereby. requests 
every member of this body to inquire 
into these conditions, in his respective 
district, and ‘also calls upon the citizens 
in the city to communicate any informa- 
tion they may have concerning rent 
profiteering to the Aldermen ‘of ‘their 
district, to the end that this board may 
be in a position to determine the neces- 
sity of an official investigation by the 
Beard of Aldermen into this important 
subject. 


Owners Would Welcome InVestigation. 

This resolution was referred to the 
Committee.on Rules, which, at its meet- 
ing several days ago, decided to await 
the outcome of these independent in- 
quiries before making any feport or 
recommendation to the Board of Alder- 
men.

Make .Known Increased. Operating Costs. ra 


Board of New York at a meeting held 
last Tuesday, and it was, decided to 
notify the Board of Aldermen that if a 
committee should be appointed to in- 
vestigate rent conditions the Real Estate 
Board of New York would be glad to 
co-operate to the fullest extent. 

In .relation to this matter the follow- 
‘Ing statement was issued by Richard 
oO. Chittick, Executive Secretary of the 
‘hoard: 

“ The Real Estate Board of New York 
its co-operation to, the 
Board of Aldermen-had a very definite 
object in view. Rents have increased in 
the last few months, In some cases the 
increase is slight. In many it repre- 
sents only a return to the rates, obtain- 
able st an earlier period. In ‘sotne 
eases the increasé has been consfder- 
able. There may, of course, be in- 
dividual cases where the increase has 
been too great. 

‘*But well-informed ‘persons do not 
believe that rent profiteering exists to 
any appreciable extent. It is well 
known that the operating expenses of 
buildings—just as in other lines of enter- 
prises—have increased greatly. Recent 
singe roi applying to office build- 
ngs and apartment houses, have shown 
that while gross incomes have increased 
the increase in operating expenses has 
left a margin of profit about what it 
was before the rents were raised. 

‘““What the Real Estate Board of 
New York wishes to make sure .of 
is. that any investigation should be 
thorough and impartial, so that the re- 
rculting report may be based on actual 
facts. If there is any extensive rent 
profiteering the Real Estate Board of 
New York is as anxious as any one 
else tO bring it to light. If there is 


not, the impression already created in| 


the public mind that there is, should 


be removed.’’. ‘ 


Inquiry Would Have Educatienal 

wlue. 

— We are in favor of an investigation 
of. rent increases,” said W. H. Dolson 
of the F. R. Wood, W. H. Dolson Com- 
pany, ‘‘ because it would have a great 
educational value in convincing tenants 
that property owners have been asking 
them to share the newly-acquired bur- 
dens, and not to béar them. 

‘‘It ts not necessary for me to out- 
line the advances in cost of every item 
that enters into the operation and main- 
tenance of buildings: I need cite only 
our experience with the monthly coal 
bill” of one apartment house, which 
averaged $900 a. month a year or two 
ago, and which averaged during Jan- 
vary, February, March, and April of 
this year, $2,000 a month. 

‘The majority of tenants are meet- 
ing the’ sittation {n an’ adrhirable spirit. 
It is gratifying to cite the action of 
one of our tenants on West End Ave- 
nue, holding an apartment under a 
five-year term with an unexpired period 
of three years, which protected him 
from any possible tncrease in rent: 
This tenant went to the landlord, ex- 
pressed’ to him his knowledge of the: 
added costs of operation and voluntarily 
agreed to an increase in rent, declaring 
that he felt it to. be his duty to share 
proportionately in these new financial 
burdens.”’ 


‘strikes, &c. 





Robert E. Simon, President of the 


‘Henry Morgenthau Company, said: 


‘* Considerable has been written lately 
regarding the.so-called profiteering .on 
the part of landlords. The statements 
have been largely influenced by gath- 
erings of tenants and threatened rent 
A careful investigation of 
the actual conditions would readily sat- 
isfy any fair-minded person that: the 
rental situation’ is in better condition, 
as far as the tenant is concerned, than 
almost any other phase of his cost of 
living. The increase in ‘rents has not 
been in proportion to-the increase of 
commodities or the general cost of liv- 
ing. 

“Prior to the war rents were ab- 
normally low; properties were not an 
investment, in fact, a large percentage 
were ‘running at a loss. Since then all 
of the items entering into the main- 
tenance and management of real prop- 
erty have increased. 

‘In the present frame of mind of the 
public, the majority. are not concerned 
with the increase of rent in the high- 
class apartments on Park Avenue, Fifth 
Avenue, Riverside Drive, &c, An in- 
vestigation of the increase of the cheap- 
er classes of apartments, including the 
cheaper type of five-story, non-elevator 
apartments in upper Manhattan and the 
Bronx, shows an increase of less than 
15 per cent. during. the last four years. 


Present Realty Situation. 


“These facts and figures prove con- 
clusively that there is no. such thing as 
profiteering, except perhaps in isolated 
cases. The laws of supply and demand, 
and the effect of general inflation, are 
naturally felt in rents, the same as in 
anything else, only that it happens to be 
that the percentage has not been as 
great as it should be in real estate. - 

‘‘ For the first time in years real es- 
tate has been put on a basis where it 
shows a proper return on the price at 
which it can be purchased. This by no 
means, however, means an adequate re- 
turn on what it would cost to reproduce 
under present conditions. While the 
prices of Wall Street securities of all 
kings, commodities, building materials, 
&c:, have soared always during the last 
few years, real estate has not yet felt 
the effect in the selling price of the gen- 
éral inflation. It is safe to prophesy 
that while rents have gone up as above 
stated, everything points to the fact that 
they will go still higher, and owners of 
real estate need fear no threat on the 
part of tenants of legislative investiga- 
tion, in fact, rather should welcome it, 
so as to stop once and for all this hue 
and cry on the part of the ‘uninformed. 
If a thorough and honest investigation 
were made of actual conditions, it would 
be proved, beyond any question of 
doubt, that while there has been an in- 
crease in prices, there has been no prof- 
iteering on the part of the majority of 
landlords.”’ 


Increases Do Not Meet Extra mae: 


‘‘In relation to the matter of ‘rent 
profiteering ’ which has been charged 
against property owners, we know of 
absolutely no. case of thjs kind,"’ said J. 
Clarence Davies. 

‘“While rents have been raised, 
houses in our charge have been in- 
creased from 5 to 10 per cent., which 





will: not init dhe extra~ charges. for lax 
bor of all kinds in making repairs and 
improvements to-the property. 

‘The Government. pays painters $7 a 
day, consequently the eupply of painters 
for private work is smiall ard the prices 
proportionately high. Lead and oll have 
increased 100. per cent. in.'prive. . Wail 
paper prices have increased. 

‘The cost’ of metals and lead pipes 
used in plumbing work has incréased 
‘tremendously, as has_the cost of labor 
for this work. Labor hag increased in 
ruhning a building and coal for steam 
heat .and hot water from $5.85 to $9.30 
per ton, and during the past Winter 
often higher than this. The price of 
‘glass has increased, and, in fact, every 
material: and class of labor used in 


keeping. up property has advanced ape 


tremendous amount.”’ 
Increase in Operating Costs, 


‘* An action to regulate rentals in New 
York City would be welcomed by many 
owners providing it were done inja fair 
and impartial “mariner,” declared 
Charles W. Smith, of Nehring. Broth- 
ers, Washington Heights brokers. 

“To begin with, there is not an item 
of expense attached to the upkeep of 
property that is not at least from 10 to, 
100 per cent. higher than in normal 
times. The prevailing rate of interest 
on first mortgages today is 544 per cent., 
and in ‘almost every instance of a re- 
newal of a mortgage where the rates 
were formerly 4% and 5 per cent., they are 
now 5%% per cent., and in some instances 
6 per cent.,-which makes a material dif- 
ference to the owner. This rate has 
been adopted. by almost every institu- 
tion, and private: individuals lending 
money on New: York City bond ‘and 
mortgage. —. 

‘‘ The land taxes have increased 16 2-3 
per cent. this year, 
owners mention this as a reason to in- 
crease their rents, it is but a small 
part of the actua} increased expenses. 
Tho cost of. coal has increased from $2 
to $3 a ton. Janitors and superintend- 
ents aré demanding increases ‘ranging 
from 10 to 80 per cent. Hall boys, tele- 
phone operators, assistant janitors, and 
every employe of an apartment house 
averages at least 25 to 40 per’ cent. 
higher in. wages, and it is very hard to 
keep them at that. Supplies of all kinds 
have almost doubled in cost, as house- 
keepers should know, when they con- 
sider what they have to pay for sup- 
pli¢s and compare them with the old 
prices. Materials for the various me- 
chanics, such as painters, plumbers, &c., 
have increased “from 10 to 200 per cent. 
on account of ,the scarcity. 

“In consideration of the greater 
earning capacity or business men, It is 
but just that’ they Bhduld meet thir 
landlord on afi equitable basis in shar- 
ing his expenses in order that he should 
have at least as good an income from 
his property now as in normal times. 


Owners Secking to Offset Advancing 
Costs. . 


“The majority of owners are ‘not 
profiteering by conditions brought on by 
the war. They are merely trying to 
offset, the increased .cogt and hold on 
to thelr property as an inyestment, and 
not as a burden. 


and while -many, 


. ‘Tenants do not take into considera- 
tion that when the mortgages expire-it 
costs considerable money to have it 
renewed, and.in the majority of cases 
reductions are being called for. It is 
not safe for owners of real estate to 
‘rely entirely upon the income of their 
properties~ for, their. living income, as 
they should apply as much of the saving 
as possible to & ‘sinking fund to meét 
any: emergency -Which may arise. It 
would be far better for property owners 
to have the‘old rents, the old prices of 
upkeep, and full houses than the present 
high rents, high expenses, and less in- 
come, than be accused of taking advan- 
tage of war conditions. The- only réal 
advantage an owner has now over for- 
mer times is thet there is a good dé- 
mand for apartments, and if he keeps 
his—rents within reason he need not 
have @ Vacancy. 

“The real condition, as explained, jus- 
tifies a landlord in seeing that his 
property is made to carry itself, as 
there is no reason why New York City 
improved property should be run at @ 
loss. Surely an owner is not getting 
any. more than is due him if he réteives 
a riormal return on his investment.” - 


Relationship Bétween Rentals and 
Income. 


The Record and Guide substantiates 
the testimony of these real estate 
brokers by figures showing the income 
and expenses of typical apartment 
houses of the best class on the east and 
west sides of this city. The statemerits 
Gisclose the fact that while rentals have 
advanced, the net incomes have de- 
clined. 

Recently the same publication gave 
the statistics for a number.of office 
buildings ‘in the financial district, 
which showed that while the gross 
rentals of these buildings increased 5.32 
per cent, for the. éleven months ended 
March 31, 1918, over the same period 
in 1917, the net. incomes’ had declined 
328 per cent., due to the large“increase 
in operating expenses and taxes, 

The present showing as to apartment 
houses shows that, while rentals have 
gone up about 7 per cent. in two years, 
the increase.in office rents-wag only 4% 
per cent., both figures being average 
ones. Net incomes of office buildings 
declined 3.88 per cent., but apartment 
houses on the west side show a net loss 
of 17.4 per.cent., and on the east side 
of 6.8 per cent. In making the returns 
the large increase in taxes for the pres- 
ent year was not taken into account. 
The managements of the east side 
apartments included in.their statement 
figures to show what the increase in 
this item would mean.for this year. 

On. these apartments the aggregate 
taxes for last year were, $173,565, while 
for this year ‘fhe amount that will have 
to be paid will be $201,780, an increase 
of $28,215,.or 16.2 per cent. Payments 
for ¢oal for the five months from Oct. 1 
last year to Feb. 28, 1917, aggregated 
$12,276, while for the same period. end- 
ed Feb. 28 last they were $21,024. . The 
payrolls also increased from $36,903 to 
$44,079 during the two. five-month 
periods

The rental which 
can” be obtained is trever determined by 
mere cost of prodtction or ‘cost of 
operation. It is fixed. by all the ele- 
ments, of ‘market “value, which include 
the desirability or convenience of loca- 
tion, the quality of upkeep and the 
supply of possible tenants for each par- 
ticular place offered for rent. These 
conditions vary from season to season, 
investments being more profitable at 
one ‘time ‘than at another. Just as a 
merchant has tos average his fat and 
lean. years’ in order: to ‘ascertain his 
profits; .so the real «state investor has 
to strike his averages. The point we 
would’ make -here is that any plan to 
fix rents. will. be most difficult:.of 
execution, for it is well known ‘that in 
a large pvvtinn, Fond cases the rents 
obtained previous “to recent increases 
have been so low as’ to he unprofitable. 
In ghort, although thé low rents give a 
temporary benefit to renters. that<bene- 
fit must have been paid for in the long

“It appears that the present: remedy 
is neither easy to find hor easy to apply. 
There ‘can pe-no objectionsto a Govern- 
ment experiment in Housing if such-a 
measure is for thé general welfare: 
However, if the remdy is.greater than 
the real emergency, we must not over- 
look the disadvantages of public com- 


veloping a housing program at the ex- 
pense of taxpayers for -the benefit of 
politicians and their friends,or generally 
to. favor’ any. policy which will make 
smaller the natural increase in private 
construction.

CHANGES IN HUDSON STREET 


Grocery District Being Transformed 
Into Wholesale Shoe Centre. 


The recent sale of the two old build- 
ings. at the southeast corner of Hudson 


Realty Corporation directs attention to 
the marked change in character which 


vicinity are undergoing. | 

The neighborhood, as the trend of 
sales in the recent past has shown, is. 
changing from a wholesale grocery dis- 
trict to one which is now divided be- 
tween grocery and wholesale shoe in- 
terests, with the grocery people grad- 
ually going elsewhere for their ware- 
housing quarters, but retaining their 
offices and showrooms in the modern 
office buildings near by. 

The plot purchased by the Markham 
Realty Corporation contains over 4,000 
square feet. It is a very ancient. hold- 
ing of more than” ordinary interest. 

Originally both pieces occupied by the 
two old buildings belonged to Thomas 
Harvey. Mr. Harvey in 1810 sold the 
corner piece, and in 1836 it was pur- 
chased by Dr. James L. Lyon. It has 
been held by his heirs ever since that 
time. 

The inside piece was conveyé@t by 
Thomas HarVey in 1850 to his daughter, 
Mary Harvey, and has.been. held by 
her and her heirs ever. since. One of 
the heirs, however, willed a quarter fn- 
terest to the Domestic and Foreign 
Missionary Society of the Episcopal 
Church. 

The change in the rature of the dis- 
trict from one occupied almost entirely 
by grocery concerns began with the 
coming of: the shoe house of ‘Morse, 
Rogers & Co. 

This. firm took the ten-story building 
at.the southwest corner of Hudson and 
Duane Streets and, owing to the ex- 
pansion of their business. has since pur- 

chased ‘the adjoining property on the 
Reade Street corner. Other shoé houses 
have followed. Recently the building 
formerly occupied by ustin, Nichols 
& Co. has been remodeled for the use 
of Endicott, Johnson Co., another 
leading = concern. 

There is a large @emand for space in 
both the loft buildings and office build- 
ings in the local oe There are but few 
of the latter in Hudson Street between 
Chambers and Frankiin, and the de- 
mand is greater than the supply. Ren- 
tals are increasing, and almost as much 
per’ square foot as in the financial dis- 
trict. 

The character of Hudson Street draws 
the best type of tenants in ‘the whole- 
sale fuod and produce lines, as it is the 
best shipping street for vehicular traf- 
fic and is in close proxjmity to all the 
important shipping -points along the 
North River. 

The new transit facilities of the Sev- 
enth’ Avenue extension soon to be in 
operation will add greatly to its accessi- 
bility.

The contemplated improvement pro- 
vides for the development of. the prop- 


erty owned by the Point Breeze Ferry 


& Improvement Company and by the 
Currie estate, located immediately 
south of .the Pennsylvania Freight 
Terminal at Greenville. . 


The property involved totals about 
162 acres, and has a long frontage on 
the Pennsylvania deep-water channel, 
and on the National Docks Railroad, 
which connects with all.the great trunk 
ines in Hudson County. 

Walter H. Condict, a member of the 
Syndicate, discussing the proposition 
yesterday, said: 


‘This improvement is in line with an 
editorial printed in Tum NEw  YorRK 
Times on March 9 headed ‘ Necessity 
for Terminal Facilities,’ and which 
said: ‘Practically the whole water- 
front of this port is closely held and in 
use. These properiies (the wharves of 
the German lines in Hoboken) afford 
about the only present opportunity for 
large new developments of the shipping 
industry.. We shall need these; docks 
after the. war immediately, and for 
some months, for the debarkation of 
our troops returning with their equip- 
ment from France. After that they 
will be required for the service of. our 
commerce. We are building merchant 
ships;.and we shall continue to build 
them In great numbers to an enormous 
tonnage aggregate. These ships will. be 
put to the use of peaceful commerce 
when the war is over. Our ships will 
sail the seas in numbers far greater 
even than before the civil war, when it 
used to be said that the American Flag 
was seen in every port of: the world.

TORRENS LAW SECURITY 





By JAMES A.-DONEGAN, 
Register of New Yerk County. 

The Torrens law, so called, is now in 
actual operation and the Register’s 
Office in this county is fully equipped 
and ready for the transaction of business 
authorized by the new amendment. Pro- 
ceedings under it have already started 
and the necessary notices have been 
filed. It.is my opinion that it. would 
be to the great advantage of all. persons 
owning, purchasing, or selling real estate 
to become acquainted with this salutary 
law so that the fullest advantage may 
be reaped through the simple and inex- 
pensive means of obtaining an indefeas- 
ible title to property. In this way an 
escape is possible from future vexatious, 
expensive, and lengthly litigation. 

Summarized, the’ advantages of :the 
‘law may be set forth as follows: 

Actual insurance and indefeasibility of 
title. . 

Simplicity of procedure. 

Economy of time and money. 

Increased availibility of real estate as 
a quick asset. 

From the Ship Registry,. which origi- 
nated in the. English merchants’ shipping 
law about/the middle of the last cen- 
tury,. has sprung the present Torréns 
system of land title registration. This 
system was first introduced in a more or 
less crude form in this State in- 19098. It 
has been improved many times. 

This system accompltshes the one re- 
sult that title guarantee companies can- 
not accomplish. Titles registered under 
this. system vest an indefeasible fee in 
the owner of property, and the State, in 
order to prevent an injustice; insures 
him against loss which may threaten 
from a dormant title or claim. The law 
is merely an instrument to determine 
once and for all time who the owner is, 
and to protect him and ali who may 
claim under him from litigation. 

One of the salient features of the new 
law is that a title may be registered not 
only at a comparatively small cost but 
in.a comparatively. short time by a 
simple p uré. Briefly, the holder of 
real estate: who seeks to have his title 
registered petitions the Supreme Court 
for such registration. The court refers 
the proceeding to an official known as 
an “ Official .

whose duty it is to fully investigate. all 
facts concerning the title to the land in 
question. He has the power to summon 
witnesses and administer oatha to thefn 
and to take affidavits. 

Upon the completion of his investiga- 
tion he reports to the court, and there- 
upon all those who. are found to have: 


an interest in er.upon the“land in ques- 
lion are summoned to appear at a time 
stated, when_ their rights are deter- 
mined. The determination is duly pro- 
claimed and an order *made by the Su-’ 
preme Cont “which, when recorded, has 
the same effect as a judgment, and is 
binding upon the world. ‘Thus it is ob- 
vious_that land can be bought and sold 
with “safety, the seller havtg no oc- 
edsion io fear: that he may at some 
subsequent time he called upon to make 

good his covenants of ownership, and 
ire buyer having no occasion“to fear 
that his possession may be disturbed 
by some person then unknown who 
may arise to cast doubt upon his right, 

Another important. advantage of this 
new law an economic one. Hereto- 
fore, the cost of obtaining so-called 
title insurance in New York City to 
the extent of $1,000 was $67 on an 
original: issue; under the presént law 
the cost is $33. For a reissue the title 
insurance companies charge for 
insurence to the extent of $1,000, and 
an increased rate for larger amounts; 
whereas under the new law the cost is 
but $3, regardless of the amount. ~ 

Pe has frequently happened. that owing 

o the peculiar “State of a title or the 
difficulty in obtaining satisfactory proof 
of ownership a sale or exchange of a 
specific parvel of real estate could not 
be made, 

A cautious investor would insist upon 
obtaining ax insurable title. But as the 
title companies operated upon the prin- 
ciple of ‘‘ playing safe,"’ it often became 
impossible to secure from) them any, in- 
surance whatsoever or only at increased 
rates. In other words, it was optional 
ies to assume or 
reject a risk. Such a ation is en- 
tirely obviated by the ns system. 
Under the law a title must be re; mares 
at the reauest of the petitioner, and the 
rights of all. persons faving an interest 
in the property or any lien thereon must 
be. determined and certifi provided 
the proper procedure be fol owed. 

The law is mandatory, and it rests not 
tn. the discretion of.‘even a Supreme 
Court Justice to. refuse . registration 
when the facts are proved; yet it ges 
not require the owner of propert 
cause it to be registe It ° man test 

rey 
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City and operated for fifty years by an 
operating company; which stands ready 
to. take over the completed property 
under a fifty-year lease. 

* The proposers will accept from Jer- 
sey City bonds in payment, both for the 
real estate and for the construction 
work.

the faithful performance by them of 
their. contract. 

“Under these proposals, if dccepted 
by the city, Jersey City will become the 
owner of what will probably be the most 
completely equipped and absolutely “up- 
“to-date terminal: in the world. The rail 
and water facilities available at this 
point make this ‘a most logical place for 
a development of this. sort. 

“ The result of the plan of operation 
will be that while Jersey City will not 
come into control of the property until 
the expiration of the fifty-year term, 
the rental paid during that time will 
pay for the property ‘in full, both prin- 
cipal and interest, and in addition will 
pay the city a large annual income. 

“The net result of the entérprise will 
be that Sersey. City will, at the end of 
fifty years, own the property free and 
clear of all encumbrances, without cost, 
but in the meantime the city must loan 
its ‘credit to the enterprise by .issuing 
its bonds, In this, hqwever, it is pro- 
tected by the securities to be furnished 
it by. the contractofs and by the operat- 
ing company.’ 

The proposal is made under the. law 
which was passed last year covering a 
development of this sort. location, 
plans,. and contract must all be. sub- 
mitted to and approved by. the State 
Board of Commerce and, Navigation. 
It isyalso proposed ‘to connect the new 
terminal with Manhattan by a ferry. 
This ferry, in co-operation with the pro- 
posed. ferry to operate betweg Port 
Newark . Terminal and . Fifty-fourth 
Street, Bayonne, will provide an almost 
all-water route direct from Port Newark |' 
Terminal to, Manhattan, without going 
through. the Kills.

The law which forbids the serving of. 


HUguor. to ‘soldiers in public places, .and 
{ta*sale in any circumstances, isstrictly 
enforced. .‘ Bootlegging ”’ is being com- 
_ bated by the’ military police, the, civil 

police, and the agerits of the Depart- 
. mentof Justice. But there is no. ruling 
under ‘which ‘drinking in’ private houses 
can.be controlled, and the army is faced 
by ‘a: somewhat baffling state of af- 


tairs, “not only in -@ mistaken. sense ‘of | 


hospitality, ‘but in. the abuse of. the 
private. home privilege of serving liquor 
to ** ‘set around ” the law. forbidding its 
sale. 

One officer at Camp Merritt summed 
it: up: “""*' The saloon keepers are: bé- 
having ‘themselves. But only, aroused 
pudiic Opinion can stop the serving .of 
liquor _ in private houses; and I Wish*it 
would: arouse itself and get on the job!"’ 

The ‘army regulation is'as follows: 

** Alcoholic liquor, including beer, ale, 
nd .‘wine,..either alone or with -any 
ether ‘article, shall. not,. directly ‘or ‘in- 
Grectly,. bé’sold, bartered, given, served, 
er knowingty delivered to any officer or 
member of the military forces, except 
when administered for medical purposes 
by-or under.the direction of.a. regularly 
licensed physician or army surgeon, pro- 


videa* that this regulation shall not 
apply to the giving or serving of such 
liquor ina private home to members 
of the family or boria fide. guests.” 

It is obviously.in the last three words 

—‘*pona fide guests ’’"—that the trouble 
comes. 

‘The custom of * serving liquor to 
soldiefs in private houses is all wrong,’ 
an officer. observed; ‘‘ and, frankly, tt 
makes us‘a good deal of trouble, Not a 
tremendous amotint—I don’t want to 
exaggerate—but some. 

‘People’ ought not to entertain whe 
diers with liquor. They know. that 
soldiers. are not supposed to drink. They 
know that @runkenness is punished, and 
that if an officer gets drunk- he loses 
his commission. And yet some people 
‘mot only serve liquor to soldiers, but 
make a point of serving so much that 
the soldier can hardly avoid intoxi- 
eation; They aren’t-content with giving 
a man a cocktail before dinner or one 
glass of beer: They get.a supply of 
{drinks in the house and—in perfect good 
faith and simply in carrying: out their 
fdea: of hospitality—they™ expect it all to 


‘| be drunk up at once. 
“I had dinner~ the ‘other night with | 


some hospitable peop}é. in the neighbor- 
hood of New ‘York—prominent : people 
they are, and delightful. Well, my host 
absolutely tried’ to get me tanked: up. 
It was, as I satd, all in good faith. He 
wanted me to be entertained. “But it 
wasn't the kind of entertainment that 
an. officer wants!

“T like a cocktajl-before dinner., But 
all the same,.how--that I- am .in. the 
army, I much prefer, when Iam dining 
out, that liquor should not. be ‘served.

“And it- puts. an officer—any 
soldier—in an uncomfortable position 
when. his host presses him to drink.”’ 
The liquor-serving privilege. does not 
cause. as much trouble as it might, be- 
cause, as officers. at “Camp— Merritt 
pointed out, in that neighborhood at 
Jeast: it is tisually the officersa.,who, are 
thus entertained, ‘and, as one.said, “ Of- 
ficers generally have sense. enough not 


j to drink too much.”’ 


Where liquor is unlawfully served to 
soldiers under the guise of: ‘ entertain- 
ment in private homes” it is possible 
for the military police to get after the 
offenders, but it is difficult. As a mat- 
ter of fact, however, the efforts. of the 
military -police and the co-operations of 
the city police in various places are re- 
ported as highly effective: in regard to 
moral conditions as a whole. -At Camp 
Merritt, Captain. J. H.. Emory’ of the 
49th Infantry, who is in charge of. the 
military police there, states:'that ,condi- 
tions in the country round” about ‘are 
generally good. 

“At one time the moral conditions 
around here were pretty bad,” he said. 
‘* Now they ‘are very good. I ‘have, by

TRIBUTE TO WORK 
OF ISAAC M. WISE 





S the years ‘pass, the work and worth 
of Isaac M. Wise, the great re- 
former, come to be more and more 

admired and appreciated. During his 
lifetime the many antagonisms he had 
encountered and the spirit of opposition 
he had aroused were still too fresh in 
the memory of men to make a universal 
appreciation of his masterly genius pos- 
sible. 

While already then he was recognized 
as the leading Jew. in the land and his 
noble qualities of heart and mind re- 
ceived an admiration on the part of his 
host of followers that bordered on hero 
worship, yet there were many who could 
not forget nor forgive that he was the 
first in this country to introduce such 
reforms into the synagogue as family 
pews, regular sermons in the vernacu- 
lar, a mixed choir, and confirmation. 
Today, however, all these reforms are 50 
firmly established that they seem part 
ané parcel of the synagogue service, 
even in so-called conservative congre- 
gations. 

Then, too, the debates and discussions 
on the question of reform which greatly 
agitated the Jews of this country in 
Wise’s time are no longer in vogue. 
The relationship between Reform and 
Orthodoxy has-come to be one of friend- 
liness.. No longer do they attack and 
assail each other, and the spirit of op- 
position has given way to a spirit of co- 
operation in works of charity, civic 
enterprise, and-communal welfare. The 
question of Reform and Orthodoxy is 
today one of social standing rather than 
of religious conviction. There are con- 
gregations which ‘have ‘introduced into 
their service all the reforms for which 
‘Wise fought, but call and consider them- 
selves conservatives. There are congre- 
gations which worship with their hats

Book, and yet belong to the Union of 
American Hebréw Congregations, which 
is a distinct creation of Wise’s Reform 
tendencies. Also, there are many con- 
servative congregations whose rabbis 
are graduates of the Hebrew Union Col- 
lege, which institution is again an off- 
spring of Wise’s Reform tendency and 
was meant to constitute the bulwark of 
Judaism in this country. On the other 
hand, there are many Reform congrega- 
tions whose spiritual guides are gradu- 
ates of.a so-called Orthodox seminary: 
Thus there is a good reason why to- 
day, after a périod of only eighteen 
years since the death of Dr. Wise, 
American Jewry should be united in ad- 
miration of the masterful accomplish- 
ments and marvelous achievements. of 
this great leader and teacher in Juda- 
ism. Even those who during ‘his life- 
time kept aloof from his particular: en- 
terprises and endeavors are today ready 
and willing to admit his genius for or 
ganization, his richness in resources, 
his indomitable strength and energy, his 
prolific pen and the indelible imprint of 
his personality upon the history and de- 
velopment of Judaism in this country. 
The things that he is remembered for 
most, however, are the’ various institu- 
tions that he called into life, such as 
“The Israelite,’’ which he established in 
1854; the Union of American Hebrew 
Congregations, -which he dérganized in 
1873; the: Hebrew Union College, which 
he founded in 1875, and the Central Con-. 
ference of American Rabbis; which he 
called into being in 1889. These, as time 
goes on, will continue to pley ‘a most 
important part in the affairs of Amer- 
jean’ Jewry, heralding the name and 
Sommermorating the greatness of Isaac

N. chant . from Durban, Natal, 

South Africa, arrived last week 
on his first trip here for merchandise 
with a stirring tale of his four weeks’ 
trip to London, when he witnessed a sea 
battle off Dover. 

‘“We left Durban early in January 
with several passengers and considerable 
cargo,’ he said the other day. ‘‘ Stop- 
Ping at several ports, we took on ad- 
ditional cargo, and at Sierra Leone 
joined a convoy of seyen steamers and 
one armed cruiser. After leaving this 
port we received a wireless from the Ad- 
miralty stating that there were six sub- 
marines crujszing between this point and 
the Canary Islands, so that sharp look- 
cuts were arranged. We called a general 
meeting of the passengers and elected a 
committee, which arranged outlook 
stations on the boat deck to be manned 
day and night, dividing the watches 
up into one hour each and maintaining 
all posts until we arrived at Dover. 

“Life belts had to be carried the 
whole day and at night many of the 
passengers slept in their clothes. After 
leaving Sierra Leone until we picked up 
our escort of destroyers we did not 
sight a single steamer. 

“On Feb. 12 we received information 
by wireless that there were two sub- 
marines between us and our destroyers, 
which were on the way and would meet 
us the' following morning. The same 
evening we sighted a submarine three 
miles behind, just at sundown, Our 
cruiser turned back to make chase, but 
the submarine dived. Daylight brought 
relief, for on the skyline we saw the 
‘smoke of our destroyers, 

‘“‘ Just after breakfast a submarine 





was sighted. Two destroyers gave

chase, dropping depth charges. The 
submarine came to the surface bottom 
upward and was dispatched by the third 
destroyer, which returned then to take 
up her position and was greeted with a 
hearty cheer from us all. 


“ However, this was not to be our last 
trouble, for we ran the gauntlet past 
Dover just. thirty minutes ahead of a 
bombardment, in which we were told 
seven German destroyers were engaged. 

“We gave a sigh of relief when we 
arrived at St. Pancras Station, feeling 
thankful that we were once again safe, 
as we thought. We decited to sthky at 
St. Pancras Hotel, where dinner was 
ordered, but when served brought home 
mest vividly that times were anything 
but normal. Firstly, there was no 
sugar, no butter, no meat. Our meal 
consisted of soup, fish, bread and 
cheese. During the meal an air raid 
tock place, and all was in darkness, 
but we were unhurt. 

“The following day warnings were 
sent up that another air raid was about 
to take place, and I, with many others, 
took up what was considered the safest 
position in one of the downstairs corri- 
dors. We had been there only about 
four minutes when_the most fearful 
crash was heard and I was knocked 
down amid the falling débris. Four 
bombs were dropped. on the hotel. The 
experience is indescribable—deafening 
noise, falling masonry, blinding smoke, 
hurling plate glass, the screaming of 
women, and cries of the wounded. A 
part of the building was demolished. 
Eighteen were killed and thirty-five 
wounded, of whom three have since 
died.

Herewith is presented a translation a 
pote ote by Dr. Bernhard Dernburg, 
erial German _ Secreta of 
Wate ‘tate for yl in the Berliner ba 
blatt. “ Upon the Question of B 
Settlements.” ‘Dr.. Dernburg, who is 
one of the most far-secing German 
statesmen, has not been considered 
heretofore as of the Junker class, and 
8 the article is of interest as showing 
Row: even by moderate German states- 
the question of compulsory emi- 
aration pee of resettlement of conquered 
‘provinces ”’ is considered 8 a matter 
of course after a war. Dr! Dernburg’s 
gla of political kinship between 
the Baltic provinces and Germany, as a 
premise for the German colonization, is 
icularly interesting because he has 
en amon, shee Germans who stressed 
the plea o “ kindred spiritual bond ” 
between ermeny and German-Ameri- 
cans here. 


_By DR. BERNHARD ‘DERNBURG. 
N Russia there are about one and 
three-quarter million peasant set- 
tlers of German origin. They are 
in Volhynia, the Ukraine, Bessa- 
rabia, on the’ Volga, in the Caucasus, 
and near St. Petersburg. Although 
these settlements for:the most part have 
existed in Russia for 100 to 150 years, 
the. German race spirit (Deutschtum) 
hus nevertheless maintained itself strong 
and unadulterated. The great pillars of 
German Kultur—language, school, and 
Church—and careful treatment on the 
Part of the Russian Government have 
fostered this development; fertile soil, 
good climate, and moral principles have 
made these families exceedingly fruitful. 
Ia thier origin most of them are Wiirt- 
tembergers, Alsatians, and other South 
German tribes. The homes of many of 
them are. opulent. 

The Ruseian social revolution and the 
Russo-German ‘conflict in the war have 
uprooted these loyal subjects of Russia; 
there can be no. doubt that a large part 
The 
communistic distribution of the soil and 
its transfer to common possession are 
in conflict with their view of private 
property;: and other influences of dis- 
solution make it more desirable for the 
keen-sighted among them to transplant 
their ‘community to a more congenial 
atmosphere. Emissaries are at present 
in Germany to examine the possibilities 
of finding a new home for this strong 
German race spirit, either within the 
German borders—whether the homehind 
or the colonies—or within the German 
sphere of influence. 

‘At the same time efforts are being ex- 
erted from Courland. to draw these 
Russo-German farmers thither; many 
promising beginnings were indeed made 
in former years. Courland has today a 
density of population of twenty or less 
Persons per square kilometer. Many 
Lettish farms stand deserted; the own- 
ets and families have .been. dragged

dition to this, the Courlgnd country 
estates have decided that the: nobility 
shall: place one-third of their holdings 
at the disposal of settlers, atthe pre- 
war prices; that only 85 per cent. shall 
be paid in cash, the rest being taken on 
mortgage; and there is also propaganda 
being carried on in Germany for a Cor- 
poration of Settlement capitalized at 
50,000,000. marks, [normally about $12,- 
000,000,] of which one-half is to bé 
raised in Germany. 

The fact that the market of German 
capital is now. already being considered 
for this work of settlement gives us 
oceasion to busy ourselves in a material 
way with the question, even aside from 
the sympathy which should be accorded 
the effort by co-operation. 

In the first place, it has been esti- 
mated that upon the above-mentioned 
farms from the large landed estates, 
the small estates, and the royal domains, 
about a half million German Russians 
could be settled. The treaty with Rus- 
sia provides that no obstacles may be 
laid in the way of such settlement. 
Nevertheless, the problem is a great 
one, and where the possession of the 
soil is not taken from settlers by the 
common law its. liquidation, the furnish- 
ing of new homesteads, the providing of 
agricultural equipment, cattle, and seed, 
&c., will take so much time that. this 
work can be brought to completion only 
after a series of years, and it is doubt- 
ful whether it can be successfully taken 
up fn.a larger.way in the war or. im- 
mediately thereafter. It is true also 
that a certain exchange credit: is neces- 
Sary in this’ procedure, and that for 
this reason a settlement corporation 
with a not inconsiderable capital must 
intervene. It is a question, in the main, 
of the creation of new sites, distribu- 
tion, and survéying, creation of par- 
ishes, (Inasmuch as the Russian ‘settlers 
there were accustomed to live together 
fn villages,) the building of roads and 
railroads, and the like. 

In the second place, the Courland no- 
bility. thinks that with the cession of 
one-third of its partly entailed posses- 
sions, which are held in trust, it is 
@oing a. good deed and performing a 
sacrifice, inasratich as the cession takes 
place on the basis of pre-war prices. 
Although the good-will that lies in this 


action and which -has been. asserted to’ 


me from many sides should be recog- 
nized, I should nevertheless like to show 
that this offer neither has in it anything 
of sacrifice nor is it at all adequate. 
_ The German Russians wish by prefer- 





ence to go to Courland because they ex- 
pect tu obtain a closer union in customs 
and _ political-commercial relations with 
Germany, while they fight shy of Es- 
thonia and Livonia,. where in part sim- 
ilar conditions are met with, simply be- 
cause this closer union does not seem 
planned and because these lands will re- 
main exposed to stronger Russian in- 
fluences. 

These considerations show the enor- 
mous increase in‘value which the Cour- 
land possessions will experience as a 
result of the new order of affairs. Con- 
nection with an export territory for ag- 
ricultural products, such.as the German 
Empire; safety in the country, the dis- 
appearance of chicanery, well-ordered 
administration, higher prices for prod- 
ucts of the field, forest, and fisherjes, 
represent a manifold increase in Cour- 
land land values. If, then, a third of 
the large private land holdings is ceded 
at the pre-war price, this not only: does 
not represent a sacrifice, but there even 
falls into the lap of the landed nobility 
a tremendous “ unearned ”’ increment. 

In the third place: In spite of the 
cession of one-third, Courland will even 
so remain a country in which the landed 
estate. system predominates. This is 
for several reasons not desirable. It is 


SAVING WOOL RAGS 
The question “Why should we save 
wool?” is answered in a leaflet dis- 
tributed by the Minnesota Woman's 
Committee, Council of National De- 
fense and Public Safety Commission. 
The leaflet sets forth that a- fully 
equi soldier uses thirteen times as 
much "wool as the civilian. With the 
1916 consumption of wool as a basis, 
civilians use 8.17 pounds each per year. 
The leaflet cites-as.one reason for 
saving the fact that there are less than 
50,000,000 sheep in the United States, 
when three times as many should be 
raised.

The size of these ‘large holdings is 
shown by one of which I Know, held 
by a single hand and consisting of 
168,Q00 Prussian acres, that is to say, 
a possession larger than most German 
principalities and free cities. As a re- 
sult of this the agriculture is extraor- 
dinarily extensive. There are almost 
no firm roads in the country, and with 
the ‘exception of the traversing stretch 
of the Windau-Rybensk Railroad, only 
a wretched little rural’ narrow-gauge 
railroad of a few. kilometers from 
Hasenpot to Libau. But.good farming 
presupposes roads for traffic, standard 
gauge railroads, tide-control, communi- 
ties, and well ordered furnishings on a 
larger scale. _ 

In the fourth place: For this, consid- 
erable means must. be raised... In Heu 
of other sources of credit, as the above 
mentioned request proves, only the Ger- 
man Empire comes in for consideration. 
But we are compelled even in smaller 


affairs to husband our means extraordi-. 


narily. It does not yet fie in. our in- 
terest as a people to lend our credit in 
order to reinforce landed estates and to 
strengthen. them and bring about an 
enrichment of. landholders, for whom 
the. German people, for sentimental 
reasons, has in truth already done a 
great deal and is willing and obliged to 
do more in the future as well. 

In the fifth place: The ‘unearned in- 
crement in value has under German law 
frequently in the past been counter- 
balanced by cession of land in favor of 
the State or the public possession. The 
colonial law—and here similar con- 
ditions obtain—declares that the indi- 
vidual. owners must cede as much of 
their land poldings as is represented by 
the increased value due to the establish- 
ment of public institutions, railroads, 
&c. This healthy, principle should be 
accepted by the law-making corporations 
From this the fact 
results that more land is won and grad- 
ually a greater part of the German Rus- 
sians is comprised in the magic circle 
of the German Empire. Already active 
agents of the Canadian Railway’ are 
working in the Ukraine tg further emi- 
gration to Canada by-promises of free 
transportation and free land. From_-all 
this, it follows that before cession of 
land in’ return for. compensation there 
must first of all be established | from 
land e fund for sultural Purposes, the 
returns of waich re to be available for 
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me exploitation of the land apieah rail- 
roads, roads, and public institutions. 
Upon the strength of such a land fund it 
would be easier, too, to bring, about the 
necessary furnishings of moneys, inas- 
much as then it would require a shorter 
exchange credit. 

The ceding of approximately one- 
fourth of the larger land holdings above 
‘a certain size, and smaller amounts in 
the case of smaller holdings, would ap- 
pear acceptable. This cession would 
take place free of cost to the public 
possession. Condemnation proceedings, 
where such are necessary, could be 
brought about through the Legislature. 
Thereafter there would remain the bind< 
ing of the ceded ground on the basis 
of one-third of the pre-war price, in 
which it would always be desirable in 
the interest of the weaker settlers ‘to 
have a smaller cash: payment and larger 
mortgage. payment of the balance. 

Through this measure the work of 
settlement would be hastened; a health- 
jer relationship would be created be- 
tween large and small Jandholders, and 
the land be made. more suitable for 
credit for cultural. purposes;’ and Wwe 
may safely assume that the large Cour- 
Jand landed’ properties after such a 
cession would scarcely ‘be less strong in 
capital but decidedly richer after the 
work of settlement has been completed 
than before. It remains for earnest de- 
liberation whether it is indeed further de- 
sirable to limit the sale of large landed 
holdings: at all,-in order gradually to 
carry out agrarian reform-in Courland 
also in corresponding measure with its 
growing population, 

As. far°as Germany is concerned, it 
should . certainly make its help de- 
pendent upon the fact that no’ condi- 
tions should be tolerated to remain or 
be fostered in the lands under its pro- 
tection that we find intolerable in our 
own home land and are” continually 
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first step is of. gréat importance, inas- 
much as presumably it will serve as a 
program for the rest of the Baltic terri- 
tory and parts of Lithuania in as far 
as ‘they are suitable for alien settlement 
and decide -upon it. 

In any event, this is certainly a matter

*“sport”’ and ‘‘ athletics’? have no 
equivalént. During the last two decades 
the Germah primary and secondary 
achools have adopted more and more 
the tone of the bafracks. 

The German system of éducation, in 
fespect to physical training and games, 
as thus summarized by Dr. I. L. Kandel, 
Associate in Education at Teachers 
College, Columbia University, and a 
member of the staff of the Carnegie 
Foundation. Dr. Kandel is an authority 
fim the field of comparative education, 

As Dr. Kandél outlines prevalent edu- 
cational methods there are two main 
reasons for this absence of sport: First, 
the boy’s school program makes no pro- 
vision for it, and his physical exercise 
fis arranged on a different plan; and, 
gécond, he is 80 overworked in school 
that he has feithé? the time nor energy 
for gamés outside school hours—even 
if he were éfhcouragéed, as he is not. 

“As for physical training in Ger- 
many,’’ said Dr. Kandel, ‘‘it all tends 

“The Gerthan schools have physical 
training—plenty of it, but they approach 
it from. @ different standpoint from that 
of the Anglo-Saxon peoples. Physical 
training in the schools was begun in 
Germany as a part of thé national re- 
organization of the éarly nimeéteenth 
century. Its maig purpose is and has 
always been State efficiency. 

“Many educators have considered the 

possibility of introduting English ath- 
letics. in Germany, but they have met 
with the strongest opposition; first, be- 
¢ause it was a foreign idea, and, second, 
Decause athletics and games essentially 
@evelop individuality and initiative in- 
etead of social solidarity. Here,’’ and 
Dr. Kandel opened @ book which lay on 
Dis desk, ‘‘ are a few sentences from 
the Prussian regulations in regard to 
the purposes of physical training in the 
primary schools; they state first that it 
is to contribute to the pupils’ physical 
wellbeing and eréct and graceful car- 
riage, which is all very good, and con- 
tinue: 
.f* “To inecreasé the strength, endurance, 
and versatility of the body. To assure 
the acquirémént of a certdin skill which 
is useful in later life,-€specially with 
reference to service in the army. To aid 
the school in its educational activity, 
that the pupils are trained in the per- 
formance of physical exercises to strict 
attention, quick comprehension, accurate 
execution of a command, and to willing 
subordination to the purposes of @¢ 
greater whole.’ 

‘* Most physieal training,’’ Dr. Kandel 
went on, ‘‘is devoted to work in mass, 
under orders, superyised by specially 
trained experts. Every’ elementary 
school teacher must have had a course 
in gymnastic training, and each sec- 
ondary school has specialists for that 
subject. : 

“Very recently, under the Crown 
Prince, there has been a development 
which is called by the English word 
sport, but it is confined to horse racing 
nd boat racing. There has also been a 
rapid development of tennis, but it is 
still limited to the well-to-do classes 
above school age whose habits of mind 
bave already been formed. 

‘**In the schools themselves the dis- 
eipline has tended of recent years to 
become definitely militaristic. This is 
especially the casé in the secondary 
school, where the pupils range from 9 
to 18 years of age. But it is found in the 
primary school as well. The old type 
of secondary school professor that used 
to be caricatured in the comic papers 
has disappeared, and in place of this 
scholarly, father elderly type. are young 
teachers who in many cases are reserve 
officers in the army, or who hope to be- 
come guch. As Professor Alexander 
points out in his ‘ Prussian Elementary 
Bchools,’ the most frequent cause of 
breakdown among elementary school 
teachers is throat trouble~which comes 
from constant shouting at their pu- 

ils.’ 

"De the tone used by the Prussian 
elementary school teachers in addressing 
the pupils, Professor Alexander, in the 
volume quoted by Dr. Kandel, writes, 
a@fter discussing discipline and obedience: 

“This attitude of subjection on the 
part of the children is not always ob- 
tained by a mere show of dignity, but in 
far too many cases by shouts and 
biows.”’ 

“There are several things to be con- 
@idered in the matter of the German 
child’s play.” Dr. Kandel observed, com- 
fag back to the subject of ‘‘ athletics.’ 
“ Dvery echool time-table provides for 
pecesses. But during these recesses the 
children are not expected to run about 
and exercise freedom. They walk round 
end round the yard in twos or fours, 
Most frequently eating a lunch, no 
matter what time of the dey it may be! 

“In the elementary schools there are 
games, but they are not what we would 
call games. They resemble our kinder- 
garten amusements. In all the program 
ef the German schoolboy there are no 
games that develop either initiative on 
the part of the individual, or team work 
among the boys themselves, as distinct 
from’ the communal esprit de corps 
which comes from constant mags obe- 
Gience to common authority. Every- 
thing looks toward the boy’s twentieth 
year—the time when he is to begin his 
military service. 

* The boys whe finish their school 
work with s\ecertain standard can com- 
plete their military training in one year. 
This onhe-yeat class constitutes a real 
euste.jn the German Army. Becayse of 
the ‘essociation of success in school with 
gocial position no activity outside school 
work is encouraged. 

“So, you see, that while the German 
gchool gives far more physical .training 
on the whole than do we. its underlying 
purpose is simply discipline. There is 
plenty of open-air life for the German 
sehoolboy. but it is mainly educational. 
The ‘ school excursion’ idea is, for ex- 

aabple, well developed, but always the 
‘ gre wader the guidanes of the 





control during the yéars 6f adolescence 
is bécgming an increasingly difficult 
problem in Germany. Suddeh freedom 
from the rigorous control of school has 
led to moral breAkdown and an in- 
creaséd percentage of juvenile délin- 
quéncy, which is prébably higher than in 
ary other country. , 

“This is acknowledged in the most 
recent. report we have got from Ger- 
many. But it is tot simply a war con- 
dition. It was the fact before the war 
as it is how, that German boys sudden- 
ly set frée from the stern repression of 
school broke down morally.” 

The report of juvenile lawlessness to 
which Dr. Kandel referred was printed 
in the Vossische Zeitung (Berlin) on 
Jan. 23 of this year. After speaking of 
the enthiisiasm of German youth for 
the wer, the German writer gves on to 
mention the ‘‘removal of fréstfairit,” 
the ‘‘ omission of discipline,’ saying that 
schoo!beys now seem to bé ‘‘ less sen- 
sitive to reproof,’’ and even to ‘“‘ pay no 
more attention to thréats,’’ and con- 
tinues: 

“That spirit of voluntary service 
which at the beginning of the war re- 
vealed itself in its fairest aspect has 
now Gcisappeared. Everywhere we hear 
lamentations over the increasing dis- 
taste shown for military service. 
* * * Furthermore, in the ranks of 
society which are less influenced by 
tradition, discipline, and education, we 
find increasing violations of the law. 
At the first this manifested itself mere- 
ly in-@n increase of theft. More recent- 
ly it has taken a detided turn toward 
personal assaults. It is true the latter 
are still négligible in proportion to the 
total numbér of juvenile offenses, but 
they are increasing éVery year. Al- 
ready the number of violent crimes 
committed by youths in the City of 
Berlin is more than three times the 
number reported in 1914. Thus, dark 


versity, he referre@ the questioner to 
a series Of articles by F. H. Swift, 
Proféssor in the University of Minne- 
Bota, in ‘‘ School and Soctety,’’ dealing 
with the education of a German “ gen- 
tleman.’’ Thé rich youth in a Gérman 
university has a ‘‘sport”’—the ‘‘ na- 
tidnal wniversity Sport of Germany,” as 
\Dr. Swift calis it, the duel. Dueling is 
forbidden by law, but the laws are not 
enforced, and not only, do frem one- 
fourth to one-third of the students in 
thé universities bélong to the dueling 
societies ; the membership includes prac- 
tically ali the students who have any 
social standing in the university com- 
munity. Duéling does teach a definite 
moral codé—thé code of stoicism. Says 
Dr. Swift: 

“ The organization and activities which 
bind the Américan student body of a 
university together and out of which 
grows what is ¢ommonly called éollege 
life are either entirely absént from the 
German university, of of minor interest 
to the student body as*a whole.’’ Of 
the gredtest importance, he goes on to 
state, are the dueling societies, which 
take the place of practically ell the 
social and athletic interest and associa- 
tion of the American college. Not only 
are they important because of the nhum- 
bers and social position. of their per- 
sonnel, but because, he goes on, ““ mem- 
bership establishes in the university 
community the same ideals and code 
which prevail in the army; the youth 
who joins them places himself absolutely 
at their bidding and efixers upon a course 
of training in mannérs and morals which 
stamp his conduct and determine his 
ideale for the rest of his life.’’ 

Dr.. Swift goes on, writing of the Ger- 
man student: 

‘“‘ The range of his social activities and 
pastimes is éxcéeedingly nerrow. The 
great world of wholesome physical and 
intellectual] enjoyment open to American 





university youth is almost unknown.”’ 





KAISER’S YACHT HERE 





EAFARING men of. the old school, 
who hate steamships, and “"vachts- 
men along the Brooklyn waterfront 

have been much interested during the 
last week in the Norwegian schooner 
yacht Exen, owned by ChNistopher Han- 
nhiveg of 1389 Broadway, which has been 
brought: across the North Séa and the 
Atlantic to be sold. She was formerly 
the property of the Emperor William of 
Germany mailed-fist fame, and wae 
well known in Huropean.wateérs. as the 
Germania, -- ~» ee a age 
The yacht was built in Germany sev- 
eral years ago to. beat the. American 


schooner yacht Meteor, which was ¢on- | 


structed for. the Kaiser at the Shooter’s 
Island Shipyard, Staten Island. The 
price paid was said to be $1,000,000, and, 
actording to yachting experts who have 
inspected the craft since her arrival in 
New York, it was not an extravagant 
figure. 

The Exen has lofty spars which tower 
above the schooners and barks moored 
beside her. The mainmast is 161 feet 
from its heel to the topmast truck, and 
her mainboom, which is hollow, is 86 
feet long. The deck fittings are .of 
brass and the rails are Burmese teak, 
with quaintly carved stanchions after 
Indian designs. 

The hull of the yacht is made of nickel 
steel and so smooth that it dazzles the 
eyes in bright sunlight. The Norwegian 
officers in charge state that there are 
tons of lead attached to the keel. The 
Exen would not be fit to navigate shal- 


low waters, because she draws eighteen | 


feet of water aft. 

The cabins below decks are fitted with 
carved panels of costly woods, with 
satin furnishings and hangings. The 
panels in the compahionway an@ in 


the dining saloon are hand painted by 
German artists. The stateroom, with 
its carved mahogany bedstead, made 
expressly for the Kaiser, is decorated 
with tapestries said to be worth $6,000. 
Shipping men say the Exen would not 
be of service as a cargo vessel even in 
these days of high freight rates, be- 
cause her cartying ¢apacity is limited. 
Her hull might bé comverted for use 
as .a lighter. Mr. Hannévig sailed for 
Norway @ few days agé and his friends 
Mm New “York say they believe he may 
keep the Eixén for his oWn use. . 
When the Meteor was launched, on 
Feb. 25, 1862, at Shooter’s Island she 
was christened by President Roosevelt’s 
daughter, Alice, and the ceremony was 
attended by the German Ambassador, 
prominent Americans and members of 
the Gérman-American colony in Wash- 
ington and New York. She was the 
only pleasure yacht ever built in the 
United States for a European monarch 
and was said to have cost the Kaiser 
$150,000. He was more popular in those 
days and American yachtsmen used to 
visit Kiel every Sutmmer for the regatta.

ings is sometimes amusing and nearly 
always interesting. But not one of the 
cases is amusing in itself because all 
of them are based on death or injury. 
Here are a few specimen cases: 

. Emory H. Bouk divorced his wife Myra 
in South Dakota in 1905 on thé ground 
of desertion. The following year Myra 
married William. Cameron, and they 
lived together until 1915, when Cameron, 
claiming that her divorce from Bouk 
was illegal, married a woman named 
Sarah. Thereupon Myra sued Cameron 
for a divorce in this State on the statu- 
tory grounds and named Sarah as the 
co-fespondent. She received an inter- 
locutory. decree on April 27, 1916. 

Before the expiration of three months, 
when the decree could have been made 
permanent, Cameron was kifled in an 
industrial accident, and Myra and 
Sarah, each claiming to be the genuine 
widow, applied for compensation. Myra 
won because the Constitution of the 
United States says that “‘ full faith and 
eredit Bhall be given in each State to 
the public acts, récords and judicial 
proceedings of any other State.” 

While working for the National Métal 
Spinning and Stamping Company, Men- 
del Baron suffered an accident in which 
the end of his left thumb was crushed 
in the machinery. He applied for com- 
pensation, and the question instantly 
arose, all other things being admitted, 
whether Baron should be compensated 
for a Whole thumb or only half a thumb. 
The law naturally does not allow as 
much compensation for a half as for a 
whole. 

Careful examinations weré made by 
compétent physicians, an X-ray photo- 
graph was taken, and it was learned 
that while the thumb had been ampu- 
tated at the first joint, known as the 
distal phalanx, a small, triangular piece 
of bone about three-eighths of an inch 


long on the second joint, or proximal |- 


phalanx, had been removed. ‘Fhis re- 
moval, it was held by the claimant, left 
him less than half a thumb, and there- 
fore he was entitled to be paid for a 
whole thumb. 

As this contention appeared to be rea- 
sonable, there were several long con- 
troversies between representatives of the 
compensation. commissioners and of the 
insurance carrier. It was finally de- 
termined to X-ray both thumbs. This 
was done, with the.result that it was 
learned that prodigal nature head pro- 
vided more bone than was really neces- 
sary, and that thé ‘proximal half of the 
thumb was as competent as the same 
portion of the uninjure@ thumb. 

As the commission had Made an award 
on the basis of a whole thumb, an: appeal 
was taken to the courts and the Appel- 
late Division of the Third Department 
has reversed this award and reduced it 
to the value of half a thumb. The law 
is plain. Half a thumb, whether it be 
the first or second half, is worth only 
50 per cent. of the entire digit, but how 
one could lose the second half and not 
the first half also is.not explained. 

The claim has been remitted to the 
commission for another finding. 

Theodore Bloom was employed by the 
British-American Chemica] Company on 
June 20, 1916, when a glass flask con- 
taining trichloride of phosphorus burst, 
liberating gases which Bloom declared 
irritated the membranes of his throat, 
eyes, &c., and which developed in the 
following November into tuberculosis. 
But Bloom did not consult a physician 
until August, 1917, seven months after 
he had filed a claim for compensation. 

It was contended that thé gases from 
the chemical aggravated a pre-existing 
tubercular condition, which resulted in 
incapacitating him for work. No “writ+ 
ten notice had been given of the acci-

investigation of the accident because no 
hotice of thé accident had been served 
on him, that the diséase Bloom was suf- 
fering from might have similarly de- 
veloped even without the accident, and 
that @ person working in a chemical 
factory Was likely te meét with such ac- 
cidents without sérious result.

CLIPPINGS AND COMMENTS. 


E motion-picture serial, which is 

usually the. screen companion- -in- 

crime of the ten-twenty-and-thirty- 
cent melodrama and the five4cent week- 
ly, is the subject of a controversy in 
Calcutta, India, of which the corre- 
spondent of The Moving Picture World 
writes: 

“It is rumored that when the Indian 
Cinema bill becomes a law the death 
knell of the apper-serials will be rung. 
Ta confess,.I ha’ ma’ doots. Several of 
the leading Anglo-Indian newspapers oc- 
casionally break out into tirades against 
the super-serials, but they represent the 
views of @ small section of the people, 
and so do not count as a force to reckon 
with. The Empress, _an anti-Indian 
journal of note, has just delivered itself 
on the subject thus: 

‘¢* One day all these varied 50,000 feet 
of celluloid idiocy will be tipped into the 
dust bin and the intelligible, possible, 
well-acted, and well-produced film story 
will predominate. That day is slowly 
approaching, and with its advent we 
sée more rational advertising in the 
dailies and more acceptable stuff on the 
screen.’ The paper then praises two 
Calcutta picture theatres which do not 
go in for super-serjals, .and adds: 
‘Once film-makers réalize more fully 
than they do now that there is never- 
theless a vast public in existence that 
would cheerfully see the last of myria- 
pedal film monstrosities and have in- 
telligent products screened instead, then 
farewell to the egregious exploits of 
penny blood heroes and heroines and 
farewell to the pages of contract-rate 
gush, announcing their asinine advent: in 
‘one or other. of. the local theatres. Un- 
til then: we accept with a growing equa- 
nimity a suceession of tolerable films 
at the several halls in this not-to-bé- 
denied city, and now and then are 
cheered and delighted by the incursion 
of something really above par at one 
or the other.’ The extract is rather 
long, but it amply repays perusal. If 
the Empress is. so very keen to seé an 
end of super-serials, it should refuse to 
publish the advertisements of Madan, 
who specializes in the same. Thus it 
would show a spirit of self-sacrifice, 
which might be imitated by other news- 
papers. I, for one, am of opinion that 
should, as a result.of the Indian Cinema 
act, we have no more super-sérials, our 
cinema magnates, like Madan, will suf- 
fer heavily. Super-serials appeal to In- 
dians' very much. They do not mind 
sitting for twelve hours or more at a 
time, and will gladly put up with any 
inconvenience to which they may be 
subjected.’’ 


Are there any reliable agencies mar- 
keting photoplay manuscripts? One 
answer comes from Epes Winthrop 
Sargent, writing in The Moving Picture 
World, who says: 

‘* Speaking of a recent article on sell- 
ing agents and their gencral unrelia- 
bility, Mrs, L. Case Russell writes: 

““* Until I became so presged for time 
that I could not bother handling my 
own stories, I sold direct. Now, busier 
than ever, I again sell direct or not at 
all.’ 

““Bhe goes on to tell of one agency, 
conducted by a supposed friend, which 
sold a story for her. The check was 
made out jointly to her and the agency, 
and was sent to her for indérsement. 
Not questioning the honesty of the 
agent, she indorsed the check and sent 
it back, later receiving 75 per cent. of 
the. proceeds. Some agehts exact 15 
per cent., but 10-per cent. is the. usual 
rate, and 25 per cent., save by special 


is unheard of among reputable concerns. 

‘“ There may be some. reputable agency 
for the sale of photoplay- manuscripts, 
but we are freé to confess that we 
have not heard of @ single one.”

. FOR SUNDAY PICTURES 


tl Matters Stand Screen Shows 


on Sunday Are Permitted in 
Some’ Parts of. the-State and 
ah va “Others, and’'a Court 
ion’ Expected Soon May 
Aiea Them Everywhere. 


UTHOUGE ‘the., newspapers from 
time to.time have printed a good 
“deal about the late-lamented Mo- 

‘tion Picture Option Dill and the ac- 
tivities: of the moving ‘picture industry 
in its. behalf, there are probably many 
persons -to whom the situation has 
never been presented fully and who, 
seeing no interférérice with the Sunday 
shows here, wonder why local interests 
have, made such efforts as have been 


reported to obtain lezislative enactment 


of a bill to legalize the opening of mov- 
ing-picture’ theatres on Sunday. For 
the information. of such persons, the 
principal facts of the situation will be 
here sef forth. 

To go back, to origins, it should be 
recalled, first, that some 130 years ago 
the good people of: New York, fearing 
that wayward and godless souls might 
please the dévil by enjoying themselves 
on Sunday, did put tpon the statute 
books: a law’ proHibiting theatrical en- 
tertainménts on ‘the first day of the 
week. This. prohibition has been in 
force éver sincé, the: latest ‘form of. the 
law being Section 2,152 of the penal 
code, whith reads ta part: 

““ The ‘performance’ of any tragedy; 
comédy; Opera, ballet, farce, negrd 
minstrelsy,, .négro ’ or ‘other dancing, 
wrestling, boxing; * * * sparring con- 
test, trial of strength, or any part. or 
parts therein, or “any ‘circus, equestrian 
or dramatic performance or exercise, 
or any ‘performance or exercise of jug- 
sling, acrobats, club performers or rdpé 
dancers,.6n thé first day of the week 
is prdéhbibited.’’ 

Another section of the penal code, 
2,145, which is dérived from another of 
the time- -wornout laws of the State, 
reads: 

“All ‘shooting, hunting, fishing, play- 
ing, horse racing, gaming, or other Pub- 


lic spcrts, exercises or shows, . upon the 
first day of the week, and all noise dis- 
turbing the peace of the day are pro- 
hibited,” gs he 

‘Now, the legislators of long ago who 
were responsible for the original enact- 
ment of these laws never heard of mov- 
ing pictures, and for. this reason alond 
did not state specifically that moving- 
picture -theatres, along with other 
Places where one mightenjoy one’s self; | 
should be closed on Sunday. The laws; 
therefore, even in their. latest . versions, 
which were framed before the advent 
of the movies, were difécted against per- 
formances in which actors appeared in. 
person. 

When. moving pictures entered the 
theatrical field the’ question naturally 
arose: Do the anti-amusement-on-Sun- 
day laws apply: to. 2 2 A test case 
came before Judge Gaynor in New. York 
some years ago,’ andthe decision was 
that the moving pictures Were exempt 
from: the law, but “in. the Fall of 1916 
the Appellate Division of the Supreme 
Court which sits’ in Albany heard 
another, case and decided that the laws 
madé Sunday movies illegal. .Thus one 
decision effective in: this, part of the 
State. permitted moving-picture shows 
on Sunday, and another decision in 
another part of the. State prohibited 
themi. There has also been a third de- 
cision agreéing with’ that against Sun- 
day shows. : 

The matter, of course, has been re- 
ferred to the Court of Appeals, the 
highest court.of..the State, and what- 
ever it decides will be binding upon , 
whole State in so far as local agents of. 
the. Governmerit..or private organiza- 
tions sée fit to obtain enforcement. The 
decision of the Court of Appeals is ex- 
pected soon, . and -‘moving-picture men 
are afraid that, following ‘the strict id- 
térpretation of, the ldw,. it will ’bé 
against: them. They realized some time 
ago. what might happen,. and, following 
the’ suggestion of ome of the Judges 
who. interpreted the law:as applying to 

moving pictures,. _ they sough® to. have 
the law changed by. thé. énactmeént: of 
the Motion Picture Option. bill, which 
was introduced into the last session, of 
the legislature... The bil} was as. fol- 
lows: :

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THE SEASON’S RUNS 





> Nahe ‘Summary of the season is 
_purely’’ statistical, and is de- 
signed for those persons who 
like to’ pore over the figures 
after it is all over. The appended list 
of plays includes all the full-length 
pieces produced in New York in the 
English language during the theatrical 
season of 1917-1918, and thereto is ap- 
pended in each case the number of met- 
ropolitan performances. Plays of one 
act, plays in foreign languages, and 
stock company productions ‘are omitted. 
The honor of having the longest run 
of the season among. the legitimate 
Plays belongs to “ Business Before 
Pleasure,” which opened op Aug. lo 
and had been presented at the. Eltinge 
889 times up to and including last night. 
The Hippodrome, of course, gave the 
greatest number of performances dur- 
ing the season, that institution having 
an advantage over its competitors by 
reason of its daily matinées:: It was 
possible, accordingly, to play ‘‘ Cheer 
Up!’ 452 times. 


Measuring by weeks instead of per- 
formances the longest run among mu- 
sical plays is the property of ‘“‘ May- 
time.”’ Opening the night after ‘* Busi- 
ness Before Pleasure,’ its number of 
performances is the same, the inser- 
tion of a matinée on the first of the 
fuelless Mondays accounting for the 
tie. “Oh, Boy!" ‘'Turn to the 
Right!” and “The Man Who Came 
Back,” although their runs ended dur- 
ing the past season, do not appear in 
the compilation for the reason that they 
belong to the season of 1916-1917. All 
three of these pieces passed their four 
hundredth :performances, 

The season’s booby prize goes to 
‘*Six Months’ Option,’’ which began its 
career at the Princess Theatre on a 
Thursday and ended it on a Saturday— 
a total of four performances, There 
was no failure ignominious enough to 
equal that of ‘‘ Yvette’’ two seasons 
ago, for ‘ Yvette,” with not a little 
urging, ran for one consecutive per- 








fermance, including matinées, In five 


cases this season, however,-a play failed 
to live beyond. its first week. 
The number of times which a play is 


not always indicate the meastre of its 
success. Various conditions have been 
known to oust plays when their popt- 
larity seemed to warrant a longer run, 
and many a time and oft oxygen has 
been administered to a dying show in 
New York for the sake of the prestige 
which .a metropolitan run: is popularly 
supposed to carry on the road. The 
length of a run, however, ‘is at all events 
the least fallible of the criterions of 
success, and it. is in most cases safe to 


time was a failure, and the one which 
ran a long time a success. 

Exactly where failure leaves off and 
success ‘begins, in the numerical scale, 
it is difficult: to state, but the number 
100 would seem to be the fairest di- 
viding line. One hundred pérformané¢es 
stretch over three months, and accord- 
ingly constitute a good run. The statis- 
tics Rave it that thirty-four productions 
reached their hundredth New York.-per- 
formance during the season. Only four- 
teen of these were musical, which indi- 
cates that the popular taste did not run 
as largely to musical entertainments as 
had been predicted. 

Plays which had been seen, in New 
York prior to the last season are marked 
with a parenthetical R, and attractions 
which have not yet ended their runs are 
followed by a C. In the case of ‘* Lom. 
bardi, Ltd.,”” which is announced to end 
its engagement next Saturday night, the 
number of performances up to the end 
of the run is given; in the cases of other 
shows now running the record is inclu- 
sive of last night.

In these circum- 
stances'it is not strange that the Par- 
amount concern is anxious to complete 
three films in the prescribed period, for 
unless the films are stupendously suc- 
cessful it is difficult to see how the com- 
pany can make a profit on two. 

The possibility of Stone’s deserting the 
stage for the films, in the event that he 
proves a great success in the latter 
field, was admitted by the actor, for his 
stage work, of course, pays him nothing 
like his movie salary. It cannot happen, 
however, for five more years, as «the 
Dillingham contract. has that. period to 
run. Stone ‘will probably spend ten 
weeks of his Summer making pictures 
each year.

WEEDS MADE HIS CROP. 


Gardener Finds Wild Morning Glory 
a Disguised Blessing. 

The observant war gardener learns all 
about nature, human and othepwise. 
For example, the Brooklyn man who put 
up a neatly printed sign, reading: 





For Sale—At a bargain, a few choice wild 
Morning Glory roots; all hardy and 
guaranteed to grow in any garden soil. 





found that Barnum was right about a 
sucker being born every minute. He 
also learned that it pays to advertise 
and that gardeners in their novitiate 
are ready to buy anything and plant 
anything that is guaranteed or even 
well spoken of. 

Things almost as little to be desired 
as wild morning glory are advertised 
and seriously bought and planted. But 
wild morning glory is not so bad if 
one knows what to do about it and 
studies its ways, and a study of its ways. 
will prove most entertaining. It gives 
a very fine demonstration of success 
through submission. Its root is the 
tenderest of all roots and breaks at a 
touch, but woe to the gardener who 
breaks it, for each of the many pieces 
into which it may be snapped will pro- 
uce a weed where only one existed 
before. A new-fledged war gardener 
last Spring agaded up a piece of sod 
ground and und hundreds of soft, 
brittle roots of a sort he had never 

seen before. .He buried the sod after 
cutting it fine and with it the tender 
roots, broken by as rough wave into 
thousands of bits. y May b ad a 
wild morning glory . & ro Mo ape up 
in every squ inch of his garden, 

But he was a wise gardener and a 
studious one. When he decided to be 

@ gardener he also decided to devote a 
little time to the science of plant life 
and to learn the reasons for things that 
most people take for ranted. His 
study taught him the relation between 
pant. and root; that a root can no more 
ive without a supersurface plant than 
the ag plant can live without a root. 
With that fact established ‘the rest was 
easy to reason out. To kill wild morn- 


glory ——. keep the plants cut off |. 


i 
below the surface. He had little hope 
3 raising a crop, but set about killing 
the morning piory for the next year. 
He had planted his seed before the 
morning glory appeared, and decided he 
might as well go ahead. Every week 
pondey i May, June, and July he went 
over his garden with the hoe, slashing 
every morning glory vine that showed. 
Where the vines came up too close to 
his plants to hoe them he pulled. up 
the stem. Morning glory is hardy 
stuff, but by August, the roots had 
been sapped and the few stems that 
came to the surface were weak and 
spindly. But the novice kept up his 
hoeing and by Fall his Plot was clear, 
not only of morning glory, but of ali 
other weeds. And he had the best 
vegetables in his neighborhood. His 
hoeing had kept his garden mulched 
Sarouenent the Summer and when the 
neighbors, lacking mornin glory in- 
centive, were letting crusts fora he was 
conserving his moisture, aerating his 
Plant roots and making a bumper crop. 
Morning glory is a © voakling in all 
but that it is proli#ic and comes in- 
sidiously again and again. As a weak- 
ung i it shows almost human character- 
tics. A root will run two feet under 
ground, afraid to pop up its head, till 
t finds a hassock of bunch grass or 
an ironweed root to serve as a pro- 
tector. It seems to know that vine 
bunch grass and the ironweed are lawn 
mower and hoe proof, and when it finds 
one it insinuates its tender bud right 
up through the centre of the tuft, safe 
from everything but a Pn Baacin hoe. 
If forced ‘to come —e for air without 
a mather plant it ae look areund for 
rotection. If it is in a potato patch 
t will crawl pec the row pant half a 
dozen sturdy potato plants till it comes 
to a _—, one that cannot shade it, 
and wind itself among the leaves.

most decent. methods of living.” This 
commission met the most delicate _— 


and- compulstory - arbitration, in’. the 
broadest and most just manner. By it 
the union says’ to the nonunion em- 
ployer: We agree to your right to em- 
ploy nonunion men, and we agree not 
to undertake to coerce them into the 
union. The employers on their side say: 
We will not object to a man. belonging 
to a union and we do not object to your 
attempting peacefully to organize our 
men. They declare that the collective 
bargaining principle is correct as _ be- 
tween organized labor and employers, 
and where the men are not’ organized 
they have the-right to appoint commit- 
tees to take their grievances to the man-~ 
agement, and if any grievances arise in 
the union or nonunion shops which can- 
not be settled by the local man, a sys- 
tem of arbitration is provided which 
takes it up, if-necessary, to an appoint- 
ment by the President of ten men from 
whom they may select an umpire. 

This arbitration scheme preserves the 
voluntary principle, and while in. ninety- 
nine cases out of a hundred the moral 
force of a settlement through this method 
would be accepted by both sides, there 
is a proviso that does not compel accep- 
tance in that hundredth case, because 
to. find the way to compel acceptance 
means a failure ih every country where 
it- has been tried, through the impossi-

_ ‘The successful’ outconre of these joint 
conferences is very gratifying to The 
National Civic Federation, because the 
principles adopted. by -the. conferences 
are the identical principles’ which the 
Federation was organized to promote. 
In passing, it is worth while to note that 
The National ‘Civic Federation in the 
promotion of these principles has, from 
the beginning, been antagonized, on the 
one side, by the radical nonunion em- 
ployers and, on the other side, by the 
Socialists, the I. .W. W., and their 
‘‘ highbrow ’’. echoers.

Lieut. Col. MacChesney’s ‘first memo- ‘ 


randum on ‘the use of service flags 
was published in The Official Bulletin 
Jan. 21. After stating that the flag 
was authorized and its use encouraged, 
though not officially adopted, the mem- 
orandum ‘continued: 

‘** The idea of the service flag is that 
there shall be a star to represent each 
person from the family, place of busi- 
ness, club, or other entity, serving with 
the colors. There recently has been 
some indication that. this fs. being 
abused. Where the’ service flag. is 
hung in the window of a home it should 
represent only members of the family 
from such immediate household, and not 
employes, domestic or otherwise. Where 
it is hung from a place of business it 
should represent employes going from 
such place of business, and where, pre- 
sumably, some continuous relation ex- 
ists and there is an expectation of re- 
turn to the employment. The service 


flag should not be flown by buildings, | 


hotels, &c., where the only relation is 
that of tenants, &c., but only where 
there is some clear relation, as indicated 
above. 

“Attention has been called to the fact 
that recently service flags have been 
flown where the persons. represented are 
not in fact serving with the colors at 
all, but in various civillan ‘capacities. 
However patriotic the motives of these 
persons mey be, they are not entitled 
to be represented by the service flag, 
and such use is an abuse of it. The 
essence of military service is that per- 
sons who wear the uniform subject 
themselves to be ordered anywhere 
without the right to refuse to go, Such 
conditions do not attach'to any of the 
various war boards, commissions, civil- 
ian employments, &c., and under no 
circumstances should the persons in such 
employments be represented on service 
flags.’’ 

To answer questions which have come 
up recently Lieut. Col. MacChesney has 
prepared additional statements to be in- 
corporated in a new memorandum to 
cover the whole matter of service flags. 
He says: 

‘“‘In the case of a flag flown by a 
household, representation by a star of 
a husband, son, father or brother may 
properly be allowed, even though such 
person did not actually leave from that 
household directly to go into the service, 
but in case of any more distant rela- 
tives they should actually be members 
of the household where the flag is dis- 
played and should haveeleft for the 
service directly from such household. 


“It might be advisable, in order to 
distinguish flags representing members 
of a family from those representing 
members of organizations or employes, 
to have the individual stars on the fam- 
ily flags, with a single star on the flags 
representing members or employes of 
organizations with a numeral to_indi- 
cate the number who have gone, with 
the addition of silver or gold stars to 
represent the wounded or killed in 
action individually. This would enable 
any one clearly to determine, in any 
doubtful case, whether the persons rep- 
resented are members of the family or 
employes, and this would seem to. be 
advisable, as there is some feeling on 
the matter in ¢some quarters.”’ 

Lieut. Col. MacChesney has also taken 
up the question of whether physicians 
serving in the war are entitled to rep- 
resentation in the service flag. He 
states: 

** While physicians are noncombatants, 
they are clearly entitled.to representa- 
tion on service flags and rolls of honor 
when they are members of the army, 
navy, or Marine Corps, not merely of 
Red Cross or other units which have 
not been made a part of the military or 
naval service of the United States. Phy- 
sicians of draft examining boards are 
not entitled, by virtue of such service, 
to such representation, nor are officers 
or enlisted men of the Medical Reserve 
Corps until called to active ‘duty.” 

He continues: 


“The Judge Advocate’s Department 
has not been designated as a noncom- 
batant branch, and the officers thereof 
are entitled to representation in the 
same way as line officers. 

‘“‘The criterion in any event is not 
whether the present service is com- 
batant or noncombatant, as the man 
may be assigned at any time to com- 
batant service, with certain exceptions 
made by the President in case of consci- 
entious objectors drafted into the army, 
the number of whom is, of course, neg- 
ligible. Neither is the man’s present 
location a test, as he may be ordered 
elsewhere at any moment.”’

So far as could be ascertained from 
landscape architects who are familiar 
with Long Island estates William Gug- 
genheim’s Port Washington place con- 
tains the largest number of black wal- 
nut trees within a single ownership on 
Long Island. 

G. Douglas Wardrop, editor of Aerial 
Age, in discussing the use of black wal- 
nut for airplanes, said that, next to ma- 
hogany, it is, doubtless, the best wood 
for propellers, but so little of it is to 
be had that he doubted whether all the 
black walnuts on Long Island would be 
sufficient for more than a few: score 
of propellers. 

‘* You must remember,"’ éxplained Mr. 
Wardrop, ‘‘ that for a satisfactory pro- 
peller you. want a plank eight feet or 
more in length and wide enough at the 
ends to give a fourteen-inch blade. There 
are usually five layers of these eight- 
foot propeller blades, firmly glued to- 
gether, and oak is being used for some 
of the inner pieces. I ‘do not think 
there are many black walnuts in the 
country that would provide many solid 
eight-foot planks over fourteen inches 
wide. Mahogany, on account of its 
strength and solid grain, has always 
been the favorite wood for airplane pro- 
pellers and, with few exceptions, is being 
used for all our best airplanes. We 
have been getting a very satisfactory 
supply, both from South America and 
the west coast of Africa, the African 
mahogany being the better for propeller 
use. The time is ¢oming, ‘however, 
when our airplanes will probably be 
equipped with metal propellers. The

Lack of Uniformity Presents 
Serious’ Problem to Motorists

During the first three months of this 
year 33 per cent. of the production of 
eight of the larger automobile manufac- 
‘turers was delivered over the highways 
to dealefs in many parts of. the coun- 
try. It. represented a total of. 38,900 
cars, and it is estimated that the rail- 
road congestion was relieved to the ex- 
tent of ‘about 10,000 freight cars. -If the 
actual number: of passenger-vehicles and 
motor trucks which have been driven 
under their own power from. the factory 
to. distributing centres were known it 
would be larger by several thousand, 
but on the basis mentioned, with a 
probable production of 1,000,000 auto- 
mobiles. this year, the saving in rail- 
road transportation would be.about 80,- 
000 freight cars. 

The railroad cbrideetion has made 
large overland deliveries. absolutely es- 
sential to dealers and many business in- 
terests, for otherwise a large propor- 
tion. of commercial, as well as passen- 
ger cars, could not be obtained.

Buffalo, Chairman of the Good Roads 
Board of the American Automobile‘ As- 
sociation at the recent meeting of‘ the 
directors in Atlantic City. 

“The main road across the State of 
New York,” said Mr. Diehl, ‘‘ must be 
widened to at least 24 feet, at present 
being a hard-surfaced ‘rdé@d varying 
from 12 to 16 feet in width: The type 
of construction must either be of rein- 
forced concrete ‘or block pavement. The 
macadam and bituminous sections will 
mot be adequate for the carrying of the 
enormous amount of traffic. 

“There are about. five million pas- 
genger motor vehicles, having.a pas- 
Senger mileage in excess of all the pas- 
®enger cars on all the steam and elec- 
tric railroads combined. It is only 
necessary to drive over one of the main 
thoroughfares on a pleasant Saturday 
er Sunday to realize what this, vast 
number of motor vehicles means. There 
are at present only about half a million 
motor trucks. In the comparative near 
future it is not at all unlikely that the 
number of motor trucks will exceed the 
number of passenger cars. The trucks 
will be used not on one or two days, 
but on. all six of the week days, and 
unless provision is made for wider and 
more durable roads, passenger traffic 
on the main highways will be not only 
seriously restricted, but in many in- 
stances practically abolished. During 
the last week a passenger motor ve- 
hicle, in making its daily trip: of 150 
miles, overtook, on a crowded thor- 
oughfare, .three motor truck convoys, 
with the result that the passenger ve- 
hicle arrived at its destination over six 
hours late. 

**It would be impossible for the great 
Lake. Shore Railroad to operate its 
enormous freight and passenger busi- 
ness over two tracks. It will be equally 
impossible to operate passenger and 
freight motor vehicles over roads.with 
hard surface only sixteen feet wide. 

“The more important roads might ‘be 
fncreased ‘in width ‘by: the abolition of 
the deep ditches and the construction 
of suitable stotfm.water drains. This 


That the bridge -problem .is a -serious 
one may be judged from the fact that 
one section of an important. highway 
about 300. miles long, -would require, 
said Mr. Diehl, an expenditure | of 
practically $25,000,000. for serviceable 
bridges. ’ 

: ‘In’ many States,” added Mr. Diehl, 
‘the trunk lines have been. badly in- 
jured through. the augmented tonnage, 
and every effort has been made to urge 
upon the authorities the necessity for 
added expenditures for ‘maintenance. 
The main highway across the State of 
New York from’ Buffalo to New York 
City in many places utterly failed under 
the heavy traffic during the Spring 
months, where the subbase and the 
highway itself were weakened through 
the heavy rains and ‘the frost‘ leaving 
the ground. 

' “The problem of both. "maintenance 
and construction ‘is becoming harder to 
solve by reason of the multiplying num- 
ber of motor trucks which are using the 
public highways. It is said that over. 
70,000 war trucks will be delivered to 
the Atlantic seaboard before Sept. 1, 
and this is but -a small fraction of the 
traffic which the main thoroughfares 
heretofore improved must bear. 

“The great conflict in which we are 
engaged has greatly retarded road build- 
ing, owing to the increased price of 
road materials, the uncertainty of the 
labor situation, and the difficulty in dis- 
posing of highway bonds. Only those 
roads which bear a definite relation to 
the winning of the war have «been 
urged for improvement, -but it has been 
impossible to construct even these. 

‘‘ The importance. of Government road 
work is being better appreciated, and 
after the war there will be an increas- 
ing demand for more complete control 
of the interstate or national highways 
by the Federal Government and for 
largely augmented appropriations. The 
future development of the country dé- 
mands a better understanding of the 
importance of. connected road systems, 
increased appropriations, added effi- 
ciency, and more thoroughly. organized 
work by motorists.’’

MOTOR USE INCREASING. 


New York. Registry Exceeds by 
76,000 the Record of Last Year. 


Motor car registration in New York 
this year has exceeded all former rec- 
ords. The Secretary of State’s office 
at Albany reports that on May 20 there 
had been registered 76,064 more cars 
than at the corresponding time ‘one 
year ago, the total being 392,951 cars, 
as against 316,887 in 1917. - 

These figures are significant in view 
of the. fact that 411,567. cars consti- 
tuted the total registration for last 
year. About 1,400 cars are now being 
registered each day. The receipts are| 
now about $100,000 over the $4,000,000, 
mark, while the total receipts for 1917 
were $4,284,114. - Secretary Hugo pre- 
dicts that the registration of cars and 
the licensing of chauffeurs. and opera- 
ters will, this year, bring to the State 
$5,000,000 or more. 

The increase has been general, ex- 
tending: from the metropolitan district 
to the smallest hamlet and radiating 
throughout the agricultural districts.

“The Chancellor interrupted me, and 
asked me whether this was really so. J 
replied that I could give him the asgur- 
ance that it was so without reserve, and 
that in the situation which now existed 
I saw no reagon Why it should not be 
possible for us to enter into a new and 
cordial friendship, carrying the two old 
ones into it, perhaps, to the profit of 
Russia and France ag well as Germany 
herself, He replied that he had no rea- 
son to differ from this view. 


‘*In connection with my remarks as to 


the events of Jast Summer, he inter- 
posed that we had military preparations, 
I replied that no préparations had been 
made which.were other than those re- 
quired to bring the capacity of the Brit- 
ish Army in point of mobilization to 
something approaching the standard 
which Germany had long ago reached, 
and which was with her a matter of 
routine. For this purpose we had 
Studied our deficiencies ‘and modes of 
operation. * * * We could not be 
caught unprepared.’’ 

The Chancellor seemed much pleased 
with Lord Haldané’s explanation, and 
said: ‘There had been much talk of 
our fleet and our army, and the steps 
we had taken, but thet he understood 
the position I had indicated."’ ‘‘I said, 
in reply, that it was a pleasure to mé to 
hear this, and that I hoped I should 
carry him with me stjll further in my 
belief that if Germany had really, which 
I did not at all suppose, intenfled to 
crush France and destroy her capacity 
to defend herself, we in England would 
have had such a direct interest in the 
result that we could not have sat by 
and seen this done. 

‘* He said he did not dissent from this 
view, nor did he wish to hamper our 
freedom in such a case. But he wished 
to propose a formula; the balance of 
power was a phrase hé did not like, 
though he admitted that the historical 
considerations I had referred to made 
it natural that somé grouping should 
take place, and that England should 
lean toward the weaker side. He hed, 
however, proposed, in his communica- 
tion to us, a formula of neutrality which 
might go a long way to help... 

“I said I cordially agreed with the 
good intention of his formula, the work- 
ing of which was that neither was to 
enter into any combinations dgainst the 
other. If this meant combinations for 
attack or aggression, I was entirely of 
his mind. But I must put on spectacles 
in looking at his words, and, first of all, 
I would put on German spectacles. How 
would Germany find herself if, when 
bound by such a formula, we were so 
wicked as to attack her ally Austria or 
to try to grab Denmark, which was of 
deep strategical interest to her? Again; 
suppose Germany joined in an attack on 
Japan or Portugal, or Belgium—he then 
interposed ‘or Holland ’—but I said I 
really hadn't all our treaties sufficiently 
in my head to be as sure about Holland 
as I was about the others. Or if, I 
added, Germany were to pounce upon 
France and proceed to dismember her, 
what would happen? He answered that 
these cases were not at all Hkely, but 
he admitted that they were fatal to his 
formula. JI asked him whether he would 
be satisfied with mutual undertakings 
against aggressive or unprovoked at- 
tacks and against all combinations, mil- 
itary and naval agreements, apd plans 
directed to the purpose of aggression 
and unprovoked attack. He said it was 
very difficult to define what was meant 
by aggression or unprovoked attack. I 
replied that you could not define the 
number of grains which it took to make 
a heap, but one knew a heap when one 
saw one. * * * 

‘. We then passed on to the question 
of the German fleet, as to which he 
asked me whether I would like to make 
any observations. -I said I must. He 
and I had been talking with the most 
absolute candor and friendliness to each 
other, and I felt he would regard me as 
wanting in character were I not very 
frank with him about the new navy 
law. What was the use of entéring into 
a solemn agreement for concord and 
against attack if Germany at the same 
moment was going to increase her battle 
fleet as a precaution against us, and 
we had consequently to increase our 
battle fleet as a precaution against her? 
This was vital from our point of view, 
because we were an island power de- 
pendent for our food supplies on the 
power of protecting our commerce, and 
for this we needed the two-power stand- 
ard and a,substantial preponderance. in 
battle fleets. He said that it was abso-~ 
lutely essential to Germany to have a 
third squadron in full readiness for 
war. At present, owing to her system of 
recruiting, for three months in the year 
she had virtually, owing to the necessity 
for training recruits, no fleet ready at 
all. I said I did not contest this; she 
was quite entitled to have it if she 
thought it necessary, but the result 
would be that we should not be able 
to rely on the two battle squadrons and 
reserve squadrons which had sufficed 
hitherto, but that we should be com- 
pelled to have five or eyen six squad- 
rons ready in home waters, perhaps 
bringing ships from the Mediterrancan 
to strengthen them. 

“*He asked me was that necessary if 
we had a friendly agreement? I said it 
would be a less convincing proof of 
friendliness if Germany prepared her 
third squadron, and we should have no 
option. Still, I said, this was not so 
serious as the proposal to add a third 
ship every second year to the German 
construction program. ‘This would put 
us in- great difficulties eo far as 
securing the good opinion of the — 
in England about the value of an 
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ceed at’ once to lay down two keels to 
each one of the new German additions, 
and that would cost money and cause 


feeling. It was true that each country: 


could bear the additional- cost‘ without 
difficulty. They were rich and so were 
we. If it was for the purpose of the 
navy our people would not complain, in 
my opinion, of the addition of another 
shilling to the income tax, but it would 
be a great pity. He asked was that 
really likely to be our program, the 
laying down of two additional keels for 
each German one? I said I had no 
doubt that it would be the result, and 
the Government would be turned out if 
they failed to accomplish it; and there- 
fore some modification seemed to be of 
the utmost importance, if the agree- 
ment was to be a real success. 

“After a pause’ he said he would 
consider this and ‘ die Sache {iberlegen.’ 
The conversation up to this point had 
been largely in German, I taking to 
English whenever there was a delicate 
topic, and the Chancellor occasionally 
speaking English, but nearly always 
German. In order to avoid misunder- 
standing we sometimes repeated sen- 
tences in the other language. I was 
impressed by his evident desire to meet 
us wherever he could, and I derived 
considerable hope from the manner 
and emphasis with which he said that 
he would reconsider the question of the 
ships, But I must add that he went on 
to say that the question of the new 
squadron was vital, and that some new 
ships would be necessary in it, Could 
I suggest any way out, for they must 
keep to the plan of a new law? I ob- 
served that it was not for me to ven- 
ture to make any euggestion to his 
Excellency, but that a spreading out in 
size of the new program might make a 
difference. He said, ‘ Perhaps, eight or 
nine years’; I added, ‘or twelve, if he 
could not do better.’ He again said that 
he would take this matter into serious 
consideration and consult his experts. 
‘My Admirals,’ he said, ‘are very dif- 
ficult.” ‘That_ was an experience,’ I 
observed, ‘which we sometimes found 
in England also.’ ’”’ 

On the following day, Feb. 9, Lord 
Haldane had an interview with the Em- 
peror, the Chancellor, and Admiral 
Tirpitz on the navy, at which Tirpitz 
held out for the new German naval 
program, which was discussed at great 
length. Lord Haldane wrote: 

‘TI insisted that fundamental modi- 
fication was essential. The tone was 
thoroughly friendly, but I felt that I 
had come to the most difficult part of 
my talks of getting material fit to 
bring back for the consideration of my 
colleagues. The utmost I was able to 
get was this: The Emperor was so dis- 
turbed at the idea that the world would 
not believe in the reality of the agree- 
ment unless the shipbuilding program 
was modified that he asked me what I 
would suggest. I said that it was a too 


technical matter for me to discuss here, | 


but that if he would not drop the new 
law—which I saw he felt he could not— 
he might at least drop out a ship. This 
idea was never abandoned, but Ad- 
miral Tirpitz combated it so hard that 
I sald, ‘Well; can we not spread the 
tempo?’ After much talking we got 
to this, that, as I insisted that they 
must not inaugurate the agreement by 
building an additional ship at once, 
they should put off building the first 
ship till 1913, and then should not lay 
down another till three years- after, 
(1916,) and not lay down the third till 
191%, 

‘‘ Admiral Tirpitz wanted us to give 
some understanding about our own 
shipbuilding. He thought the two- 
power standard: a hard one for Ger- 
many, and, indeed, Germany could not 
make any admission about it. I 
said it was not a matter of admission. 
Germany must be free and we must be 
free, and we should probably lay down 
two keels to their one. In this ‘case 
the initiative was not with us but with 
them. An idea occurred to all of us 
on this observation that we should try 
to avoid defining a standard proportion 
in the agreement, and that, indeed, we 
should say nothing at all about ship- 
building in the agreement, but if the 
political agreement was concluded the 
Emperor should at once announce to 
the German public that this entirely 
new fact modified his desire for the 
fleet law as originally conceived, and 
that it should be delayed and spread 
out to the extent we had discussed. 
For the rest, each of us ‘would remain 
masters in our own houses as far as 
naval matters were concerned. 

‘The Emperor thought the agreement 
would affect profoundly the tendency 
in shipbuilding, and he certainly should 
not desire to go beyond the three ships. 
The fact of the agreement was the key 
to everything. The Chancellor, he said, 
would propose to me this afternoon a 
formula which he had drafted. I said 
that I would see the Chancellor and dis- 
cuss any further territorial’ questions 
with him, and would then return as 
speedily as I could and report the good 
disposition which I had found to my 
colleagues, and leave the difficulties of 
not being able to stop shipbuilding more 
complegely, and, indeed, all other. mat- 
ters to their judgment. I could only 
assure the Emperor that I had been 
much struck with the friendly ‘dispost- 
tion in Berlin, and that he would find 
@ not less friendly disposition in Lon- 
don. or 

Lord Haldane mentions that he was 
in communication with M: Jules Cam- 
bon, the French Ambassador in Berlin, 
and recounted hig conversations to him. 
The Ambassador quite appreciated that 
the purpose of the mission was to ore- 
ate a detente, as distinguished from an 
entente. M. Jules Cambon reported his 
conversation with Lord Haldane to M. 
Poincaré. 

Lord Haldane had another conversa- 
tion with the Chancellor in the hope of 
arriving at a formula with regard to 
the navy. The Chancellor said that the 
“forces he had -to. contend with were 
almost insuperable. Public opinion in 
Germany expected a new law and the 
third squadron, and he must have these. 
I. said we could not.contest Germany’s 
right to do in these matters, and in- 
deed in other matters, as she pleased. 
But why not postpone the shipbuilding 
for longer and adapt the law accord- 
ingly? * * -«? 

“The Chancellor said he would try. 
He asked me to consult the. experts in 
London and make a suggestion. : I had 
said, he remarked, that everything was

The Ministers then endeavored to ar- 
rive at a formula, the whole purpose of 
which was t6 bring about. conditions 
which ‘would prevent war; to eridéavor 
to get a definition of the duty of neu- 
trality; and, in the event of war, to 
combine in order to localize the conflict. 

After Lord Haldane’s return to Lon- 
don, negotiations in search of a formula 
were continued. Prince Lichnowsky. 
preserved a friendly atmosphere, but 
the German Government never agreed 
to conditions which would have safe- 
guarded the neutrality of Belgium or 
maintained her honorable obligations to 
our allies. .The nearest they got at 
the eleventh hour was, as Lord Grey 
said, ‘“‘far too narrow an engagement 
for us.” 

What, however, has been omitted from 
the report which, while still “ safe,” is 
of the utmost.importance at this time, 
will be found in the -British Govern- 
ment’s answer to certain allegations as 
to Lord Haldane’s mission made by the 
German press’a year after the war be- 
gan: The British Government's answer 
is dated Aug. 31, 1915, and reads: 

“The Foreign Office issued the fol- 
lowing statement respecting the Anglo- 
German negotiations of 1912: ~ 

“* An account of the 1912 Anglo-Ger- 
man negotiations was. published in the 
semi-official Norddeutsche Allgemeine 
Zeitung last month. This account was 
misleading, and was no doubt intended 
to mislead, and made it appear that the 
British Government had at that time 
rejected what would be regarded in 
many quarters as a reasonable offer of 
friendship from Germany. 

‘**In these circumstances it may be 
as well to publish a statement of the 
facts compiled -from: official records 
here. Early in 1912 the German Chan- 
cellor sketched to Lord Haldane the 
following formula as one which would 
meet the views of the Imperial Govern- 
ment: 

1. The high contracting parties as- 
sure each other mutually of their de- 
sire of peace and friendship. 

2, They will not either of them 
make or prepare to make any (un- 

rovoked) attack upon the other, or 
oin in. any combination or design 
against the other for purposes of ag- 
gression, or become party to any plar 
or naval or military enterprise alone 
or in combination with any other 
power directed to such an end, and 
declare not to be bound by any such 
engagement. 

8..If either of the high contracting 
parties become entangled in a war 
with one or more powers in which it 
cannot be said to be the aggressor, 
the other party will at least observe 
toward the power so entangled -a be- 
nevolent neutrality, and will use its 
utmost endeavor for the localization 
of the conflict. If either of the high 
contracting parties is forced to go 
to war by obvious provocation from a 
third party, they bind themselves to 
enter. into an exchange of views con- 
a their attitude in such a con- 

c 

4. The duty of neutrality which 
arises out of the preceding article 
has no application in so far as it may 
not be _ reconcilable with existing 
agreements which the high contract- 
“ aa have already made. 

The making of new agreements 
which render it impossible for either 
of the parties to observe neutrality 
toward the other beyond what is pro- 
vided by the preceding limitation is 
excluded in conformity with the pro- 
visions in Article 2. 

6. The high contracting parties de- 
clare that they will do all in their 
power to prevent differences and mis- 
understandings arising between either 
of them and other powers. 

“These conditions, although in ap- 
pearance fair as between the parties, 
would have been grossly unfair and 
one-sided in their operation. Owing to 
the general position of the European 
powers and the treaty engagements: by 
which they were bound, the result of 
Articles 4 and 5 would have been that, 
while Germany in the case of a Euro- 
pean conflict would have remained free 
to support. her friends, this country 

would have been forbidden to raise a 
finger in defense of hers. 

“Germany could arrange without 
difficulty that the formal inception of 
hostilities should rest with Austria. 
If Austria and Russia were at war, 
Germany would support Austria, as_.is 
evident from what occurred at the end 
of July, 1914; while as soon as Russia 
was attacked by two powers France 
was bound to come.to her assistance. 
In other words, the pledge of neutrality 
offered by Germany would have been 
absolutely valueless, because she could 
always plead the necessity of fulfilling 
her existing obligations under’ the 
Triple Alliance as an excuse for de- 
parting from neutrality. On the other 
hand, no such departure, however 
serious the “provocation, would have 
been possible for this country, which 
was bound by no alliances with the 
exception of those with Japan and Por- 
tugal, while the making of fresh al- 
liances was prohibited” by. Article 5. 
In a word, as appeared still more evi- 
dent later, there was to be a guaran- 
tee of absolute neutrality on one side 
but not on the other. 

“It was impossible for us to enter 
into a contract so obviously inequitable, 
and the formula was accordingly re- 
jected by Sir Edward Grey. 

“Count Metternich upon this pressed 
for counter proposals, which he stated 
would be without prejudice and not 
binding unless we were satisfied that 
our wishes were met on the naval 
question. On _ this understanding Sir 
Edward Grey on the 14th of March, 1912, 
gave Count Metternich the following 
draft formula, which had been approved 
by Rae Cabinet:

Aggression u _ Germany is not the 
subject, and rms. no part of any 
treaty, understanding. or combination 
to which England is now a party, nor 
will she become a party to anything 
that has such an object. 

‘“‘Count. Metternich thought this 
formula inadequate, and suggested two 
alternative additional ‘clauses: 

land will therefore observe at 
least a benevolent neutrality should 
war be forced upon Germany; or 

England will therefore, as a matter 
of course, remain neutral if a war is 
forced upon Germany. 

This, he added, would not be binding 
unless our wishes, were met with regara 
to the naval program. 

‘* Sir Edward Grey considered that the 
British proposals were sufficient. He 
explained that, if Germany desired to 
crush France, England might not be 
able to sit still, though, if France’ were 
aggressive or attacked Germany, no 
support would be given by his Majesty's 
Government. er: approved by England. 
It is obvious that the real object of the 


German proposal was to obtain the neu- |: 


trality of England in all eventualities, 
since, should a war break out, Ger- 


many would certainly contend that it}.

any unprovoked attack.’ 

** Count Metternich thereupon received 
instructions to make it quite clear that 
the Chancellor could recommend the 
Emperor to give up the essential parts 





of the Novelle (the bill then pending fer 


the increase of the German Navy) only 
if we could conclude an agreement guar- 
anteeing neutrality of a far-reathing 
character and leaving no doubt as-to 
any interpretation, He admitted that 
the Chancellor's wish amounted to a 
guarantee of absolute neutrality, failing 
which the Novelle must proceed. 

* Count Metternich stated that there 
was no chance of the withdrawal of 
the’ Novelle,. but said that it ‘might be 
modified; it would .be disappointing to 
the Chancellor if we. did not go beyond 
the formula we had suggested. 

‘‘ Sir Edward Grey said that he could 
understand that there would be disap- 
pointment if his Majesty’s Government 
were to state that the carrying out of 
the Novelle would put an end to the 
negotiations and form an insurmount- 
able obstacle to better relations. His 
Majesty's Government did not say this, 
and it hoped that the formula which 
it had’ suggested might be considered 
in connection with the discussion of 
territorial arrangements, even if it did

. 50 Per Cent.—Improvement 
All Along the Line. 


the shipyards. of Staten Island the

® t 825. In. other words, the work- 
then have increased their day’s output, 
im the hurry to get ships built to win 
the war, nearly 50 per cent, What is 
true of riveting is true of plate-punch- 
img and other processes in the making 
@f ships. There has been an effective 
gpeeding-up all along the line, and it is 
& speeding-up which has taken place in 
the last few months and been increased 
lim ‘the last few weeks. Tracing back 
te ultimate causes, it is, of course, a 
part of the Government’s war plan. 

But it has not been accomplished be- 

j@ause the SHipping Board or the yard 
/toremen or any one else merely posted 
‘notions and asked the. men- to work 
‘faster, The men who are responsible 
‘tor the output of ships are not merely 
‘requesting their workmen to hurry; they 
|mre not merely paying them good wages 
for building ships; they are helping 
} them to work fast, and then faster; 
they are stimulating their. interest in 
‘the work itself. 
“+ (he orders which have gone out from 
‘Washington to the various ship- 
yards may be set forth, in a brief 
phrase, as ‘Do all you can to 
|Snterest and assist the men in speeding 
‘up the work.’’ The details are left to 
jthe responsible officials at the plants 
, themselves, on the understanding that 
the employer on the spot knows what 
his meg need. Naturally,. it is only in 
@etail ‘that the process varies; some- 
times, too, one company will get an idea 
‘and try it out and then neighboring 
‘eompanies will take it up; the yards 
are all working under Government or- 
jd@ers to develop and adopt the best ways 
at speeding-up. 

A few days ago Mr. Schwab made an 
wnheralded visit of inspection to the 
Dewney shipyard on Staten Island. He 
looked at all there was to see, asked 
questions about the work, and then he 
turned to John C. Quinn, Director of 
Labor and Personal. Service. ‘“‘ What 
Bre.you doing in welfare work?” he 
wsked. Mr. Quinn told. him. ‘ Fine! 2 
aid the Director General of the Emer- 
gency Fleet Corporation. ‘‘ Keep it up!”’ 

The various means of assistance to 
ppeeding-up come under the head of 
welfare work. Many features have been 
adopted spontaneously by various yards. 
The Downey. plant, for instance, already 
bad begun its present welfare schemes 
when the request came from Washing- 
ton. The whole system as it is being 
worked out in that yard, however, of- 
fers a type of what is being done all 
ever the country to hurry thd making 
ef ships. 

’ The different features of the system 
fall into two-general classes—keeping up 
the men’s interest in the work of ship- 
building, by the country, the plant, the 
individual, and assisting in the physical 
labor of speeding-up. The first is, of 
course, the broader. The foundation on 
which the Downey plant has built its 
stimulation to speeding-up is simple; it 
is the adoption of democratic organiza- 
tion among the workmen themselves. 
- There are other things—competitions and 
Baseball] games and. concerts and patri- 
etic meetings, and more beside. But 
the basis for it all is the association to 
which every workman in the yard be-

@ member of the Employes’ Association. 

A finance committee and additional 
committees, if desired, are also provided 
for. But, although the constitution 
shows the géneral plan of representative 
government, it does. not indicate how 
fully the men’s representatives have 
power to adjust grievances in the plant. 
It is the basic idea of the association 
that the workmen's elected deputies 
shall be, to quote Mr. Quinn, ‘‘ ready 
for any emergency.” Any grievance 
on the part of any \individual workman, 


whether it has to do with the amount 
of his wages or the behavior of the man 


who works next to him, is taken to the 
board of répresentatives; they settle 
it if they can; if they can’t—and they 
have no power, for instance, to raise 
wages—they go to the Superintendent of 
the plant; if. it. is mot settled ‘in that 
way, it goes to’ Mr. Quinn, the Labor 
and Personal Service Director; if he 
cannot arrange matters satisfactorily, 
the workman’s’ complaint, whatever it 
is, is taken to thé President and Board 
of Diréctors cf the corporation, before 
whom every workman has the right 
of personal hearing. 

It is a feature of the speeding-up 
work and the ideas behind it that the 
men aie paid—as in the’ case of the 
inspection committees—for time which is 
not given to shipbuilding, and that they 
get ‘more. shipbuilding done. thereby. 
Once a week -or -oftener there ‘is a 
patriotic meeting at the yard under the 
auspices of. the’ National Service Sec- 
tion of the Shipping Board, of which 
Dr. Charles A. Eaton is the head... One 
day about. three weeks ago one of the 
workmen remarked to Mr. Quinn, that, 
although the working program. had been 
shortened by three-quarters of an hour 
for the previous. day’s meeting, his 
gang had driven 100 more rivets than 
usual on that day; it was, the workman 
added, ‘‘a fine meeting.” 

“That interested me a lot,” said Mr. 
Quinn, ‘‘ and I made it my business to 
see if it was a general condition. It 
was. I ‘asked other riveters, plate- 
punchers, other workmen in various de- 
partments, and the report was the same 
everywhere. Then I made an investiga- 
tion to see if it kept up; it did; the 
men worked better on the days follow- 
ing those meetings. By the end of, say, 
a week, they may begin to slump a 
bit, but then comes another meeting, 
and so it goes. It’s qa fine business.”’ 

The music for Dr: Eaton's meetings 
is furnished and the assemblage of 
workmen is heralded by the Downey 
Band. Instead of the noon whistle on 
those days there is a “ patriotic selec- 
tion ’’ from the band. The band consists 
of eighteen pieces; the members buy 
their own Instruments out of a special 
instrument fund, but the company fur- 
nishes the uniforms. What is more im- 
portant, the company furnishes the time 
for practice—two hours a week, working 
hours, paid for by the corporation, to 
help: speed up the work. The yard also 
has its own orchestra of eighteen pieces, 
and both band-and orchestra give fre- 
quent concerts / 

The meetings themselves consist of 
music and a short .“‘ lecture,’’ often by. 


a veteran from the western front. The 
‘lecture ’’ tells the men about the war— 
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the facts and the experience:.of “tt. A 
few weeks ago the speaker was a Brit- 
ish officer who had been disabled after 
two years of service, and whose regi- 
ment had: been practically destroyed 
eleven times. 

This is a definite appeal to patriotism. 
A stimulus of another kind is offered in 
the workmen's competitions,, wherein 
each man tries to outdo his rival in 
such work as driving rivets. An enviable 
record has just been made at the 
Downey plant by Henry Beckels, who 
in a recent riveting contest drove 1,511 
countersunk rivets in eight and three- 
quarters hours, bottom shaft and tank 
top. To understand the full significance 
of this feat, one must realize that these 
rivets were driven ‘‘ bottom side up”’ 
by a workman whose upward-gazing 
posture was at once uncomfortable and 
awkward. Beckels’s nearest rival drove 
1,400 rivets in the same length of time. 
The victor inthe contest says that he 
can drive 2,000 rivets in that time under. 
more fuvorable conditions. 

The average of 325 rivets a day per 
gang, which . has superseded the old 
average of 225 in the various Staten Isl- 
and. yards, includes both the easiest 
and the most difficult conditions of 
riveting. There are, of course, difficult 
corners and like places where only @ 
few rivets can be driven in a day. The 
present averaze at the Downey plant is 
about 450, but the men are working on 
comparatively simple riveting. 

The -_Downey employes have just 
formed a baseball team, which is to en- 
ter into competition with the newly or- 
ganized team of the Standard Shipbuild- 
ing yard and the veterans of the Staten 


Island plait. 
“The spirit of the men here,” -said 


Mr. Quinn, ‘1s splendid,” And one 
cannot visit the yard without being 
struck by the happy and healthy ap- 


| pearance of these men who are helping 


to build ships. It is obviously neces- 
sary, however, to guard against dis- 
loyalty or disaffection, and this is done 
in two ways. First, there is the great- 
est watchfulness in the initial employ- 
ment of every workman, and second, the 
yard is thoroughly and constantly pa- 
trolled. Ten men by day and twenty- 
four by night, some on fixed post and 
others on patrol, act as watchmen. But 
they are chosen for their capacity for 
sceing and hearing everything that is 
going on. A man who, in speech or 
action, is found to be “‘ not quite right,’’ 
as Mr. Quinn put it, in his feeling to- 
ward his country and his work is paid 
off at once and told to go. 

In the last few weeks an unexpected 
aid to morale has been received by the 
yard in the employment of some young 
college boys. Some boys from Colum- 
bia, Pratt Institute, and Fordham asked 
not long ago for work and were em- 
ployed—more or less, it is true, as an 
experiment. There were about twenty 
of them in the first place, and so suc- 
cessful did the experiment prove that 
the number was speedily increased to 
three score. Now Mr. Quinn has got a 
list of men in various colleges who, 
either through the Summer or for the 
duration of the war, wish to go into the 
shipyards as ordinary. laborers of one 
kind or another, and is writing to them 
on the question of employment at the 
Downey plant. 

““These boys are splendid,” he said. 
“In the first place, they pick up the 
work—riveting or whatever it is—so 
quickly. They seem’ to learn in a 
month what it takes the ordinary work- 
men two years to master. Then they 
are here for a serious purpose; they are 
earnest and patriotic; they go at it hard 
and they are succeeding. And their in- 
fluence- is fine throughout the plant. 

“‘ All these things have only just be- 
gun, but already the effect is evident. 
I have great hopes for the speeding-up 
program.’

There 
are a lot of clever fakers who for a 
few hundred dollars have provided 
themselves with a genealogical table 
for that purpose.” 

The article is attributed te “one in- 
timately .acquainted with American 
conditions."’ : 

“For many things in American life,” 
he says, “‘ and for the understanding of 
American psychology one can only find 
the key when one remembers that since 
the settlement of the land by Euro- 
peans, with few exceptidns only those 
belonging to the lower classes—labor- 

Ts, peasants, and artisans—have immi- 
grated. And closer observation will 
show that this circumstance has today

were neither lords nor scholars, only 
plain folk who wished to work with their 
hands to earn their bread.

‘‘ Americans in high positions are not 
ashamed to confess openly that they 
have not the slightest smattering of 
art, literature, or learning so far as 
it is not connected with their calling, 
and no-one thinks the less of them for 
it, Scholars are little valued in the 
press. It is otherwise: when mind and 
ability are directed toward practical 
ends, then they know ‘how to value the 
personality of a Fulton or a Morse. 

**But for all intellectual work the 
impulse to make money is the incentive 
to progreas and the most important 
culture-lever. When they do not act 
for the sake of gain they do not ac- 
complish much in the field of- culture. 

“The desire to become rich and to 
gather together money even by not en- 
tirely unquestionable means is so strong 
among the American people that the 
Church—as one often hears it charged— 
makes concessions to it in a dishonor- 
able way. The criticism: is made in 
various denominations that half of the 
year’s Sunday preaching has to-do with 
the drink mania because it is popular 
to scourge ‘that while one scarcely ever 
hears a‘ word about cheating one’s 
neighbor in trade or business. So long 
as it is not a matter of a common, crass 
fraud, such things are gladly covered 
up by ‘the mantle of love’ and for 
that they hdve the sentiment: ‘ We are 
all of us sinners.’ 


“ Hence, also, it comes ‘about that 


the newspapers of the small towns are 


accustomed to speak of the -rich in- 
habitants as ‘ our best citizens,’ or ‘ the 
citizens of the highest worth.’ 

‘Where an aristocracy of birth and 
an aristocracy of intellect are absent— 
for an aristocracy of intellect in Amer- 
ica is not recognized and not respected— 
money becomes the measure of the 
worth of all things and all men. Who 
will deny that herein also lies a plebeian 
tendency? For capital is a measure of 
the value of men that even the dumbest 





can use, And it woes 80 well yay Amer- 
‘ica that they can ‘ prove’ that America. 
is the first country and people of the: 
world, becausé they are the richest. 
An artist must prove his achievement} 
by great financial success or else he 
counts ‘for nothing, ‘no matter how 
greatly he may excel. 

“It is netable also that the, news- 
papers in all things give the price. 
Thus one reads, for example, that 
Caruso will sing -in the  $2,650,000.00 
theatre. (They give. always the full 
number of zeros and add two for the 
cents.) When. a few years ago the 
Capitol (the State legislative house of 
New York) at Albany burned down, the 
newspapers wrote: Burning ef the %,- 
000,000.00 Capitol in Albany. (Why not 
five million?) Then one read: The air- 
ship rose from: the §1,000,000,00 pier in 
Atlantic City, &c. 

‘This boastful vulgarity character- 
izes exactly the spirit of America. For 
a plebeian becoming rich will alwaya be 
@ vulgarian. Where the well-bred man 
is reticent, he will drag out his wealth 
for public view with all the. obtrusive 
noise of the county fair. The Amertean 
multimillionaire cannot refrain from an- 
nouncing unasked ‘to his caller, the 
@ stranger, the price of all the val- 
uable. things in’ his house—wherein he 
often greatly exaggerates. A swine- 
herd who suddenly came inte posees- 
sion of several millions would be gure 
to do that. So appears here, also, the 
nature and the spirit of their ‘an- 
cestors," 

‘‘Have we not something similar in 
thé speeches and pronouncements in 
which many American Personalities are 
accustomed to speak of the war and 
American achievement? In any case 
hostility to Germany on the part of the 
Americans has now been brought to ‘the 
highest point that it has ever reached 
in this war. Chiefly, this is the work of 
President Wilson, who has « Powerful 
influence in this direction and {is ~~ 
ported by 20,000. official p: 
and some hundreds of English nme 
or is it thousands? * * « 

“The British Canadians defend them- 
selves tooth and nail against being in- 
corporated in the United States, but 
they are substantially the same as the 
Yankees. They stand upon the same 
cultural footing. 

“We can only add what such an au- 
thority. as Karl Lamprecht says in his 
book, ‘Americana.’ In his opinion 
American culture stands lower than the 
Sino-Japanese, to say nothing of Kuro- 
pean. Their political and military vioc- 
tory in the world, (so Lamprecht wrote 
in 1906,) especially. over Hurope, would | 
be a menace to the historical develop- 
ment of mankind. Not so much in the 
srowing importance of the old, high 
Mongolian culture—Japan and China— 
lies today the. world danger as in the 
partially still lower -culture instinct of

“Conseription of wealth, the imposition 
@f-n capital tax after the war for re- 
ducing: national debts; and the best 
means. for. dealing with’ the problem of 
cebts in a way which would cause the 
least: ‘disturbance to the community, are 
among the topics discussed by the Na- 
tional.: City. Bank of. New York in its 
June : ‘bulletin. From 'the outset it: is 
pointed out that. the mtich talked-of 
‘teonscription of wealth” is not com- 
parable to the conscription of man 
power requiréd for military purposes. 

3 Tight ef conscription of wealth, 
says the bank, is not disputed, but after 
it is granted the: practica¥ question of 
advantaeously utilizing or convreting 
the -muititudinous' forms of existing 
wealth for war purposes remains. just 
where it was before. 

** Where the Government wants a man 
for the army there is plainly nothing 
to-do but take him,”’ declares the bank. 
_“ There is no possible substitute, unless 
it.may bé another man, and that kind 
of substitution, which was allowed dur- 
ing. the civil war, is no longer permit- 
ted, .. But when the. Government wants 
farm. products, as it does om a great 
scale for its armies, the case is not 
settled. by. affirming its right to con- 
script farms or. seize crops, for while 
this might.:.be done, common sense 
teaches. that.it would not be the, best 
way to accomplish the desired end. The 
Government doesn’t want farms, and 
could not handle them advantageously 
if it-took them; it wants the produce of 
farms, and the. most effective way to 
get that produce in ample supply is to 
leave the farms in the hands of their 
gy er owners, and offer the incentives 

individuai_ effort which. are neces- 
sary to obtain increased -production. 

> roaget idea of the conscription of 
wealth is current.in other countries as 
well as heré, for thé same reason, be- 
cause it sounds plausible to a very 
great many. people who do not have 
very accurate ideas upon the aubject 
ef national wealth. ‘The matter has 
been given especial interest in England 
in; recent months by remarks made by 
the- Chancellor of. the. Exchequer, Mr. 
Bonar Law, in. response to an address 
by the Parliamentary Committee of the 
Trades. Union Congress, which called 
upon him to urge that the Government 
proceed to a conscription of wealth. 

““Mr., Law’s reply was notable be- 
Cause it raised the question whether 
it would not be better for all interests 
to -have a. considerable capital levy 
made at the end of the war. 

‘“* Mr. Law said that the Government 
had already acted on the principle that 
whén money was needed the Govern- 
ment had to go where they could get it. 
On the whole he thought that the 
classes who had money had shown less 
reluctance’ to part with it than he had 
ever known before in that country, and 
there was reason to be proud of them 
as well as of other sections of the .com- 
munity.. 

** Until now ‘he had never seen any 
Proposal which seemed to him to be 
practicable for getting money during 
the: war by conscripting: yealth, ant 
personally, up-to that moment, he did 
not believe it possible. In the year be- 
fore the war, the total amount collected 
in -indirect taxation—to which, all 
classes were liable—was $345,000,000, 
an dthat form of taxation had now 
risen to $510,000,000. -The amount of 
direct taxation in 1918-14 was $485,000,- 
000, and it had risen in last year’s bud- 
get’ to $2,330,000,000. In other words, 
the ’indirect ‘taxation in 1918-14 repre- 
sented 42 per. cent., and the direct tax- 
ation 58 per cent. In 1917-18 the indi- 
Yect taxation was 18 per cent., and the 
direct taxation 82 per cent. The great 
cost of the’ war had been paid by those 
who “agg Be wealth. 

“Mr. Law or went on to speculate 
upon’ the feasibility of a considerable 
caer levy, after the war is over, for 

urpose of making a large 1eduction 
ba the debt at one stroke, raising the 
question whether it would not be ad- 
Vantageous to industry and therefore 
to all classes.’’ 

After quoting Mr. Law’s remarks, 
which had occasioned much comment, 
the City Banks points out that the dis- 
tinction bétween existing wealth and 
future wealth is an impracticable one, 
and calls attention to the fact that the 
ability of the next generation to pro- 
duce wealth’ will depend very largely 
on the means of production inherited 
from this generation.

BRITISH CONSIDERING 
AFTER THE WAR PLANS 


Steel and Armament . Concern 
Tries Schemes for Usipg Plants to 
Produce Goods Needed in Peace. 


Directors of Vickers, Limited, one of 
the largest steel and armament con- 
cerns in Great Britain, have been giv- 
ing consideration to after-the-war plans, 
according to mail reports of a recent 
stockholders’ meeting held in Sheffield. 
Douglas Vickers outlined some of their. 
schémes in regard to utilizing the plants 
now devoted to the manufacture of war. 
materials for the production of goods 
required in peace times. 

Among the proposals js to store the 
machinery that is available exclusively 
for the making of rifles and shells, and 
hold the same in readiness ‘for any 
future contingency that may arise. At 
one of ‘the factories where automatic 
guns are being produced Koeat are a 
large number of what might be called 
general service machines, and it is 
planned to devote 1,700. of these to the 
manufacture of sewing machines. At 
another plant of -the company they are 
already making sewing . machines for 
sale, in order to test the market. These 
new sewing machines are said: to prove 
very satisfactory, and is @xpected 
that they will be turned out in large 
quantities. 

“At another of their works in thé} 
south of England,’’ American Consul 
John M. Savage, writing from Sheffield 
says, “it is proposed to manufacture 
on a large scale certain semi-electrical 
devices for motor cars and a speed- 
controlling apparatus. At another plant 
where they had good wharfage they in- 
tended to put down a plant for the 
manufacture of various. wooden articles, 
and for this purpose expected to utilize 
a large amount of machinery at present 
devoted to war work. They were al- 
ready manufacturing woodenware at 
this plant, using waste pieces of wood 
that had accumulated in connection with 
war work. It was how to use this waste 
to the best advantage that had suggested 
their allocation of this ‘particular plant 
to woodworking. At their works at Bar- 
row they are arranging to build a much 
larger proportion of mercantile ships and 
were also making plans for developing 
their manufacture of heavy-oil engine, 
as well as land boilers and large: gas 
‘engines. ; 

“They intended to continue their 
works in Sheffield on.much the_pres- 
ent scale and to develop some of: their 
older trades that had- suffered in-recent 
years on account of development in. the 
diréction of war material.; Their -elec- 
trical ‘business. in Sheffield would be 
continued, and they proposed to spe- 
cialize here in this class of work. In 
addition to the electrical work to be 
carried on in Sheffield, they had asso- 
ciated themselves with the Metropoli- 
tan Carriage, Wagon, and Finance 
Company in. the control of the British 
Westinghouse Company. This arrange- 
ment had altered their plans for the 
erection of a large plant they had in 
contemplation in connection with the en- 
largement with their electrical schemes. 
They had also acquired the Bosche 
Magneto Works, which they proposed 
to carry on in Birmingham on a large 
scale. In Birmingham, also, they were 
developing the manufacture of a new 

material which had been placed on the 
market under*the. trade name ‘Duralu- 
min.’ This material had about the same 
weight as aluminium and approached 
mila steel in strength.”’ 


WAR UPSETS OCEAN TRADE. 


Commerce with Holland Drops, but 


with Dutch Colonies Grows. 


Trade between the United States 
the Netherlands and its colonies has 
shown the effect of the war and the 
shortage of shipping in a peculiar way, 
according to statistics. compiled by the 
National City Bank. While the volume 
of trade between this country and Hol- 
land has fallen to about one-fourth of 
the normal, the trade with the Duteh 
East Indies has mounted to more than 
twelve times the volume of its before- 
war level. Imports from the. Nether- 
lands in the nine months ended with 
March this year were only $14,000,000, 
against $28,000,000 in the corresponding 
months of 1913, and exports to the 
Netherlands only $11,000,000, against 
96, in 19 


On the other hand, direct imports 
from the Dutch East Indies in the same 
nine months of this year were $68,000,- 
000, as compared with less than $5,000,- 
000 in 1913, and ‘the exports were $18,- 
000,000, as against less than. $2,500,000 in 
1913. This radical change was partly 
due to direet routing of traffic across 
the Pacific, which formerly went through 
home ports in Holland in Dutch bot- 
Lge and in part to the great increase 

roduction in the Dutch colonies: of 
ne cles needed in this country. The 
chief factor in this was the growth of 
the Dutch colonial rubber plantations, 
and next to that: the expansion of the 
tin mines.

Made to Order for 
Little Group of Bear Speculat- 
ors—Loss of 45 to 52 Points. 


Strong short selling pressure, predict- 
ed upon the general feeling of anxiety

Next Fall, and until the 
war is over, there will not bea sufficient 
supply of labor available to make it 
pessible for manufacturers. to double 
their force. I understand that the labor 
union in our industry, which nortkally 
had 60,000 members, now has about 20,- 
000 less than that. And the probabilities 
are that there will be a further decrease 
as time goes on.° Thus, ‘if the retailer 
wants any garments at all for next Fall; 
he Will either have to order éarly or go 
without. And nét many will want to’ go 
without, 

“ The thanufacturers, on thé other 
hand, aré not likely to turn but vety 
much in the way 6f second lifes this 
Fall. For one thifig, materials are too 
scarce and high priced to dé mmioré éx- 
perimenting with than is absolutely 
necessary. Then, too, manufacturing 
costs are too high. Under present con- 
ditions manufacturers cannot afford 
the luxury of extensive sample lines 
which may or may not result in actual 
profitable business. Thus, early styles 
are pretty certain to maintain their 
style value throughout the season, at 
least to a greater extent than hasg 
usually been the casé in the past. 

“It is very certain that, with prices 
at their present levels, and probably 
going even higher, retailers everywhere 
will exercise the greatest care in making 
their purchases. They will demand 
the very best in the way of styles that 
designers are capable of. It is equally 
certain that manufacturers will devote 
even more attention to style than they 
have been accustomed to doing. With 
fewer new materials to work with and 
less of the staples available for. their 
purposes, they will ygve to depend more 
than éver before on the cut and the 
style of their garments to make their 
sales. 

“It has been said by a very success- 
ful member of our industry that the 
latest styles are simply the earlier cre-. 
ations ‘minus their original defects. If 
this be true, then this year, with so 
much thought and care being devoted 


,to the creation of .smart-looking gar- 


ments ‘in. keeping with the times, there 
should be very few ‘corrections’ to 
make in the later styles. There are al- 
‘ways, of .course, variations in the 
-treatment of an idea, but the -funda- 
mentals and the general — silhouette 
should be ‘very little, if at all, differ- 
ent. Thus the retail merchant, will not 
gain by waiting until the last minute 
to do his’ purchasing. As this ‘is the 
principal if not the only reason for 
I believe that manufac- 
turers, by developing their best styles 
early and sticking pretty close to them, 
will do a great deal toward eliminating 
a practice from our industry which has 
long been recognized as economically 
wrong and contrary to the best inter- 
ests of both buyers and sellers.’’ 


Gray Goods Sales Fair. 

A fairly active business was done in 
the local gray. goods market yesterday 
in spite of the short day and the cajl 
of the Great Outdoors. In the coarse- 
yarn goods there were sales of 5.50 
sheetings at 15% cents for shipment in 
June, July and August. Most of the 
printcloth business done was for de- 
livery in the nearby months, though 
August-September deliveries of 3814-inch 
60-488 were sold at 16% cents. ‘Nearby 
lots of these goods are now very scarce, 
and it-is said that they can-hardly. be 
got at less\than 16% to 16% cents for 
any position.this side of. August.- For 
this month’s shipment, further business 
‘was done at 19 cents on 38-inch 64- 
60s, while spot lots of 64-56s in that 
width were sold at 18% cents. Rumor 
had it that Fall deliveries of the latter 
were being offered at slightly less than 
the spot price. . 

Bermuda Freight Rates Higher. 

The freight rate to Bermuda has been 
increased 25 per cent. on all cargo with 
a few exceptions, according to a dis- 
patch from Consul General Ethelbert 
Watts of Hamilton. These’, exceptions

that a new waist be worn under it, 
for the waist--was entirely hidden. 
With thé s#leéveless slip-on, however,

sleeves and dollar are exposed. - The 
waists Worn under the slip-on are

RAW SILK MARKETS. 


Price Advances in Japan in the Face 
of an Active Demand. 


The Japanese raw silk market con- 
tinued to advance during, the last week, 
and Shinshiu No. 1, which about -ten 
days ago was quoted at 1,400 yen, is 
now up to 1,600 yen. This, in American 
money, means an advance of. $100 a 
picul of about 183 pounds. There was 
an active demand in Yokohama for .all 
grades of silk, new.as well as old; .and 
reelers are now more or less reluctant 
to sell. Particularly is this reluctance 
evident in the case of forward deliver- 
ies. The visible stock, which is of 
very poor quality, is now estimated at 
6,600 bales. 

The Canton tharket has become quiet- 
er, but there has been no change. in 
prices. Reelers have sold’ considerable 
quantities of the first three crops and 
are indifferent at the present time, ex- 
pecting higher prices in sympathy with 
the rise in Japanese silks. At Shanghai 
there has ‘been considerable activity 
and quotations on -steam filatures, 
tsatlees, and tussahs have advanced 
quite a little. ‘However, even higher 
figures are anticipated. ; “- 

At. Milan there has been very little 
change. The market is quiet:and prices 
are unchanged. Good raw ailk- for 
single weaving is: held. at 166 lire, which 
is entirely too high for the pocketbooks 
of’ American buyers. In this city. the 
higher prices demanded in the primary 
markets have checked business’ to .a 
great extent,- and manufacturers who 
have been interested in raw silk buying 
have almost entirely withdrawn. Busi- 
ness with them, however, is good, and 
it is expected that in a short time they 
will re-enter the market as buyers. 


Not to Prepay Freight Charges. 

A committee of the Silk Throwsters’ 
Division of the Silk Association of 
America has sent notices to ‘the trade 
that it unanimously recommends the 
refusal by the throwsters to. comply 
with a request of buyers that the for- 
mer prepay transportation charges on 
silk. ‘The committee further recom- 
mends that the throwsters continue to 
ship.in the Customary way. Th‘s -com- 
mittee, which was appointed recently 
to-consider the request, is composed of

OVERSEAS TRADE 


Exporters Preparing to Make 
Use of the Webb Law Per- 
mitting Combinations. 


Because of present difficulties in con- 
ducting foreign business it was thought 
that American manufacturers would be 
slow. to take advantage of the privilege 
' granted them in the Webb law, permit- 
But 
the passage of this act has been fol- 
lowed by considerable activity among 
manufacturers of importance, and a 
great.deal of interest has been mani- 
fested in the scope of the provisions of 
the law. While much of this interest 
has been open ahd undisguised, it is 
said that. there have been a number of 
associations, formed quietly so as not 
to hasten similar action onthe part 
of rival groups of manufacturers. These 
export associations, or organizations, 
are being put in readiness. now, it is 
reported, so as to take advantage of 
the world trade situation the moment 
peace is déctared. , 

“The leading manufacturers of this 
country,” said one of the highest 
authorities on foreign trade in this city 
yesterday, “will not again go after 
foreign business in the slip-shod, hap- 
hazard ‘manner which many of them 
have relied upon in the past. A great 
déal ‘of harm has been done to the 
standing of American merchandise and 
American methods.in other countries 
by this means, and by firms and indi- 
viduals who have exploited. foreign op- 
portunities with a view only as to how 
much they could’ make on a single 
transaction. This. sort: of thing has 
caused no 6nd of complaints in. South 
America éspecially and was more pre- 


| valent: during. 1915 and 1916, when our 


exports showed such a great increase 
due to the European supply being shut 
off,. than it ever was before or has 
been since. 

“While the growth of Government 
control and regulation of foreign trade 
is for the time being somewhat cur- 
tailing export business, it is also tend- 
ing to eliminate that element whose 
interest in foreign trade opportunities 
was only temporary. Being temporary, 
this element was by no means con- 


major part of the fault-finding in for- 
eign markets with our goods and our 
manner of doing business. With these 
opportunists out of the way those mer- 
“Chants, with the future as well as the 
present in view, will be better able to 
continue the work of constructive build- 
ing’ for the future with fewer inter- 
ruptions and setbacks. 

“When ‘peace is declared and busi- 
ness is permitted to resume its activi- 
ties on its own initiative and without 
interference. American manufacturers 
and exporters will undertake the de- 
velopment of foreign markets with a 
more intelligent understanding of those 
markets and their needs than they have 
ever possessed before. By that time 
the work, which has already been well 
started by many organizations and in- 
dividual manufacturers, of gathering 
information on the industrial needs of 
the markets of thé world will have 
been completed. Manufacturers, there- 
fore, will be able to offer for sale in 
these markets, not merchandise which 
they think will be suited or should be 
suited to.the: local needs, but merchan- 
dige which they know will meet the re- 
quirements in a givén market. And 
where it is necessary, as it is in sortie 
parts of the world, for the consignee to 
take his goods from the coast to the 
interior by mule—back, manufacturers 
will know better than to pack the goods 
in large cases which cannot be so 
transported. These sound like the most 
elementary facts in the knowledge 
which exporters should possess of the 
markets they are to cover, but they 
nevertheless were not known before by 
many who professed to be exporters. 

“It seems to be a practical certainty 
that the campaign for world trade fol- 
lowing a final settlement of the war will 
be no less skillfully and carefully con- 
ducted than are military campaigns of 
today. The most effective methods of 
concentrated development of markets 
will be employed as insistently and per- 
sistently as are high explosive and gas 
shells now on the western front: The 
individual, “the firm, or the country 
which rélies, even in part, for its share 
of the world’s commerce on occasional 
business picked up in the form of trade 
opportunities will very soon find itself, 
so far as foreign trade is concerned, out 
in the cold. 

‘“‘The. various methods of intensive 
sales promotioy,.which are employed in 
this country sq successfully by our large 
manufacturers, must be worked. out in 
foreign markets with such minor varia- 
tions-as the differing conditions may 
suggest. Foreign fields must be de- 
veloped and made to produce their 
quota of business just as a territory

DEALINGS IN. BROAD SILKS. 


Weaves Is Restricted. 


Though the broad’ silk’ market’ closed 
the week quietly, due, it is thought, to 
the holiday on Thursday, the early part 
of. the week saw considerable activity 
on the part of buyers. Fall supplies, 
however, are. reported to be rather 
scarce and are expected. to remain so 
uhless mill conditions improve so that 
production may be increased. 

Merchants who waited until now to 
com® to market for their Fall require- 
ments, in spite of warnings sent them 
by sellers, are now learning to\their re- 
‘gret on arriving in town that the advice 
they received was not mere idle selling 
talk. The early buyers and the jobbers 
are said to have pretty well bought up 
the favorite weaves and colorings, leav- 
ing not much to choose from for the late 
comers. B 

It fs evident from the bought-up con- 
dition of the market that increased price® 
did not curtail buying to any apprecia- 
ble extent. It is felt, however, among 
both, buyers and sellers, that the ad- 
vance has not ended yet, but that it has 
only just begun. Futther increases; it 
is feared, may have tobe on a larger 
scale than those already in effect. 


Imitations of American Razors. 

It is said that German imitations of 
American safety razors have made their 
arpearance in Scandinavia, and are ncfv 
on sale in. stores which carried the 
Américan-made article: until it was no 
longer obtainable. In the years just 
{previous to the outbreak of the war in 
1814, says Vice Consul H. E. Carlson of 
Christiania, American safety razors and 
blades were extensively introduced in 
Nerthern Europe and the Scandinavian 
countries, and had become very popu- 
lar. By 1916, however, it had become 
practically impossible to obtain Ameri- 
can razors, and in 1917 several imita- 
tions appeared on the German market. 
These imitations have now found their 
way to Scandinavia. 


British Tea Prices. 

The retail price.in England of Indian 
and Ceylon tea has. been fixed at 65 
cents a pound by the Food.

THE PROMISE OF AIR. _ By “Algernon 
Go. F100. New York: E. P. Dutton & 
-Co. 


O modern writer of tales of spiritual 
mysteries and occult happenings 
has approached that eery line of 
literary production with a greater 

capacity for the work than Mr. Blackwood 
has shown ever since his first stories 
appeared. And he has added to that 
native ability’ refinements. of method 
and skill in the use of language until 
his stories are not excelled in artistry 
and interest by any current writer 
of tales dealing with occult themes. 
This new story, however, strikes out upon 
a path entirely different from any that Mr. 
Biackwood’s pen has taken heretofore, and 
one that is, indeed, unique in recent fiction. 
Its theme is not among those mysteries of 
man’s soul to which is applied that com- 
prehensive but vague description of ‘' oc- 
cult,” but it is so suggestive of hidden 
possibilities in man’s nature and so easily 
crosses back and forth the border line 
between matter and spirit that it is not 
without weird significance. 

The title of the book, “ The Promise of 
Air,” means just exactly what it says, but 
the sense of it is spiritual rather than 
material. The story is about an ordinary, 
everyday kind of Englishman, a bit stupid 
and blundering about many things and 
more than a bit heedless and indifferent 
about other things of the sort that most 
people are keenly interested in, such as 
material success, the financial rewards of 
work, the honors and emoluments of ef- 
fort. But all his life he has had an absorb- 
ing love of birds and has been fascinated 
by their flight, their beauty, their song, 
the romance of their bi-annual migration, 
by everything about them that contributes 
to or expresses their lightness, daintiness, 
grace, beauty, airiness. And-as he grows 
older he gets glimpses of what all this 
might mean to man if he could compass 
at least a part of it in his own spirit. In 
this: man’s firstborn, a dainty, lovely 
sprite of a girl, he sees the blossoming of 
some of the ideas and abilities of which he 
has been able to get-no more than glimpses. 
And -finally upon his whole family de- 
scends a sort of healing, a growing to- 
gether in understanding and love that is 
an expression of a little, a beginning, of 
what he senses darkly in his own mind. 
Here are a few of the-ideas which grasp 
him: 

He could see what he could not say. 
He understood. Immense, yet at light- 
ning speed, the meaning of air slid 
deep into his heart. It was unity of life 
everywhere that he saw interpreted, 
and the ease, the grace, the careless- 
ness were due to their being mothered 
and inspired by nature’s great safe 
rhythm. * * * His heart flew like 
a bird through empty space, above all 
obstacles, above all barriers. There 
was no detail to enchain attention, 
nothing to obscure free vision; the soul 
in him, grand super-bird, took flight. 
The airy attitude to life- became di- 
vinely clear and simple, because, with 
this bird’s perspective, he saw life 
whole. Details that blocked creative 
energy on earth with fear and diffi- 
culty seemed negligible after all; they 
were places to take off from. As wings 
trust carelessly for support upon the 
universal, ethereal element enveloping 
them, so could, so mist, his will know 
faith and safety in the immense and 
powerful rhythms that guide that deli- 
eate thrush, the redwing, from Siberia 
to England every Autumn, and steer 
Sirius unleashed, untroubled, toward 
his eternal goal. * * Obedient to 
this serene and mighty guidance, se- 
cure upon these everlasting wings, he 
saw the bird in humanity open its 
wings at last. A new reliance upon 
subconscious inspiration, linking all to- 
gether, from the butterfly to the angel, 
flashed through him, air its symbol, 
wings and flight its emblem. 


But Joseph Wimble, who gets glimpses 
of this future of man, this Promise. of Air, 
is also a practical man, a steady-going, op- 
portunist Englishman, and he keeps his 
feet on the solid earth, notwithstanding 
all the flights of his soul out into space 
and the eternal rhythms. He sees in this 
Promise. of Air something that will reju- 
venate humanity, ; :

All this sounds as if the book were a 
sort of prophetic treatise. But it is, to all 
appearance, a story, a romance full of 
color and life and the sense of everyday- 
ness and fairly a-quiver with sensibility to 
beauty. It would be hard to find a lovelier, 
more engaging account of a wooing, a wed- 
ding, and a honeymoon than that which 
Mr. Blackwood gives of the meeting and 
mating of Joseph and Joan. To Joseph, 
Joan has seemed ‘to embody so much that 
he has glimpsed in* birds ‘that their wed- 
ding, their honeymoon flight to the regions 
of. the south, and their life ‘there until the 
prosaic necessities of living bring them 
back to England but intensify in him his 
spiritual susceptibility to the significance 
of bird life, the meaning’of*the air. But, 
alas! the bird flies away and leaves Joan, 
while in Joseph it lives and sings and

his soul and his hope is to make “ Mother ” 
understand and be one with him. 

Mr. Blackwood’s exquisite sense of the 
value of words and his ability to make a 
word or a phrase or a sentence suggest so 
much more than it says, to open endless 
vistas.of meaning, are as evident in this 
book as they have been in his previous 
works. They form one of the sources of 
his unusual power as a writer of mystic 
tales and they have been invaluable to him 
in the writing of this story in which he has 
so successfully given plausibility to fan- 
tastic theory. “ The Promise of Air” is 
likely to-be the most widely read of all Mr. 
Blackwood’s stories, for it has the ever- 
precious quality of being different, of of- 
fering something unique, it is surcharged

N his new novel, “ The Way Out,” Mr. 
Emerson Hough has written an entirely 
conventional and-rather dull story of the 


Cumberland Mountains. The best and

| which. has practically nothing to do with 


the main narrative—that chapter in which 
Granny Williams tells the stories of some 
of the people dwelling there among the 
mountains. This bit, unlike the greater 
conveys an effect of 
reality. - Here we feel we are getting a 
glimpse into the lives of those remote 
mountain folk who for so many years have 
maintained a community of their own, a 
community practically cut off from the 
world at large, with its own laws and 
speech and customs. 

* The hero of the story is one David Joss 
lin, a mountaineer, aged 28. He is mar- 
ried, and unhappily married, to a- cousin, 
and when the book opens has made up 
his mind to go “ outside” in search of an 
education. His. wife, Melissa, objects 
strongly to this proceeding, and so does 
his grandmother, Granny Joslin, the fierce 
old mountain woman who is the one really 
interesting figure in the book, and who 
wishes him to remain and to kill Absalom 
Gannt, leader of the clan at feud with the 
Joslins. However, David goes, and in the 
village on the edge of “ Outside "_he meets 
James Haddon and his wife Marcia. Had- 
don is a wealthy man, head of a company 
which has bought up a great deal of the 
mountain land, so rich in timber and fn 
coal. Finding that David knows every 
inch of the district, he takes him to New 
York, there to talk with the other members 
of the company. At a banquet in the 
city David meets Polly Pendleton, a popu® 
lar music hall singer, who, though he 
only .sees_her some four or five times, 
plays an important part in his life. After 
a couple of years David returns to the 
Cumberlands and starts to build a college. 
Of course he brings about a reconciliation 
with his former enemies, the Gannts, and 
everything is going along smoothly when 
a recruiting party arrives in the mount- 
ains. -The men of the Cumberlands, though 
previously unaware that the United States 
was at war, respond instantly to the call 
“ Your country needs you! ” and the book 
closes with David leading them forth te 
enlist. 

The slight plot is not well developed, and 
David and the two “furrin womern,” 
Marcia and Polly, are mere lay figures, 
but in one or two of the minor characters 
the author has done some fairly good 
work. A few of the descriptions, too, are 
effective, the best of them being the ac- 
count of what followed immediately after 
the death of old Andrew Joslin.

YOU NO LONGER COUNT. By René

INCE those days of August, 1914, 


when the war dropped its curtain of 
fire between two eras, we of the United 
States—like all the rest of the civilized 
world—have learned to bow the knees fn 
reverence before the splendid and indom- 
itable spirit of France. Those of us whe 
have ‘been and still remain many thou- 
sands of miles away from the battle area 
must, however, depend in great measure 
upon the printed word for our knowledge 
and understanding of this spirit, and 
therefore such a book as M. René 
Boylesve’s novel, “ Tu N’Es Plus Rien!” 
translated and published under the title

Jean Jacquelin, a 
sub-Lieutenant in the reserves, joined his 
regiment at once, and in less than six 
weeks he lay dead upon the field of 
honor. 

It is at this point that the book begins. 
Odette, almost frantic with grief, is made 
much of by her friends, among whom 
death has not yet become a commonplace. 
She surrenders herself absolutely to her 
sorrow, resolving to devote all the rest 
of her life to the memory of her husband, 

- and it is with this idea in mind that she 
presently returns to Surville. But the 
- great hote] has now become a hospital and 
Odette 18 presently drawn into service, 
while still remaining mentally self-centred. 
After a while she goes back to Paris, cher- 
ishing her grief and her memories; there 
too, everything is changed, though among 
the members of her old, gay circle there 
_ is one woman who has shut herself up in 
“an ivory tower,” refusing to see er to 
hear anything about the war. And by 
one of those ironies in which life abounds, 
it is through this woman of luxury and 
selfishness that Odette is brought face to 
face with that which she finally recognizes 
as her duty. There is a struggle before 
she accepts it, but accept it she does at 
last, though it means the renunciation of 
all she holds most dear and most sacred. 
For she has learned that the individual no 
longer counts. “ You no longer have any 
rights, not even the right to mourn,” La 


Villaumer tells her; and she agrees with | 


him. 

Odette herself is appealing, carefully 
_@rawn and absolutely real. We feel that 
we know her through and through, and we 
watch her development closely and with 
intense interest. Scarcely less real are the 
other women—Clotilde, of the ivory tower, 
Mme. de Blauve, who stood with her 
daughters upon a kind of eminence of 
pain, and took a bitter pride in the very 
intensity of her suffering; Mme. de 
Calouas, who had lost her husband, her 
two brothers, and several other relatives, 
but devoted herself to the wounded, seem- 
ing “to deny her own grief ”—these, 
though more slightly sketched, are all real 
people. y 

The pictures of the hospital, of the com- 
ing of the wounded, of the convalescents 
and the crippled, there on the shore where 
once a gay crowd gathered, are drawn 
‘with clearness, simplicity, and sincerity. 
And there is one glimpse of a wartime 
wedding in Paris, whose poignant pathos 
catches one by the throat. For this book 
fs a book of pain, of’ suffering magnifi- 
cently borne. We see them all, the 
maimed, the disfigured, the blind, the be- 
reaved wives and mothers, those men and 
women who have given all and lost all— 
save only their indomitable courage. The 
world herein portrayed is a very different 
world from that of yore, a world in which 
the woman who clings to the thoughts and 
attitudes of the past has become an 
anomaly. 

M. Boylesve shirks nothing of the 
suffering, nothing of the horror. His 
novel is exquisitely painful; yet it is 
neither repellent nor altogether depressing. 
For those “ clasped hands, result of the 
universal woe,” do indeed seem “to em- 
body as in marble the symbol of’a new 
beauty which effaced all that had before 
been known.” Odette does not regard her- 
self as heroic; she could “ imagine no 
limit to devotion,” and what she did she 
did quite simply. Apart from Odette and 
-her evolution, there is much in the book 
upon which one would like to comment. 
M. La Villaumer’s point of view is interest- 
ing, and so is that of Mme. de Calouas. 
“ You No Longer Count ” is a really worth- 
while novel.

R. VAN LOAN’S new book is a col- 
lection of tales intended for the gen-

There are nine stories 
im the volume, all of them about golf and 
golfers. First comes the tale entitled 
“Gentlemen, You Can’t Go Through,” 
which tells how four members of a certain 
golf club, Known as the Big Four, used to 
hold up all the rest. Never, under any 


circumstances whatever, would they allow © 


others to play through them, and as their 
game was of the slowest and most delib- 
erate possible kind, their behavior pro- 
duced a Vast amount of irritation and pro- 
fanity from the other members—until 
Wally Wallace appeared upon the scene. 
He taught the Big Four:'a much-needed 
lesson, and the rest of the members 
blessed him fervently and with a truly 
teaching unanimity. “ Little Poison Ivy ” 
tells how an unpopular golfer, who never 
was able to induce any one to play with 
him, won the good graces of the club, and 
“The Major, D. S. O.,” proves that under 
certain conditions a defect may become 
an advantage. 

Several of the stories tell of golfers who 
made it more or less their business “ to 
trim” new members, and if they did not 
cheat, came perilously close to so doing. 
In each--instance these individuals get 
themselves into more or less serious 
trouble, usually of a financial kind. “A 
Mixed Foursome” is a golfing romance, 
with a match play as a revealer of char- 
acter. “The Man Who Quit” tells of a 
confirmed golfiac who vowed never to play 
any more, and found later that his resolu- 
tion was a most expensive one. “™ Adol- 
phus and the Rough Diamond ” describes 
how two very unpopular persons elimi- 
mated each other from the club to which 
both belonged, and which was very de- 
strous of getting rid of them. This tale 
closes the book, which, on the whole, is a 
fairly amusing volume, though most of 
the stories in it could be shortened to their 
own and the reader’s advantage. 


SOLDIERS BOTH 


SOLDIERS BOTH. By Gustave Guiches. 
Frederick A. Stokes Company. -$1.40 net. 
INCE the great war began numerous 

translations of French books, both 
fact and fiction, have been published in 
this country. The great majority of these 
yolumes have related in one way or another 
the thoughts and experiences of men who 
took part in the actual fighting. This new

The novel opens in the month of April, 
1914. Julien Farjol, playwright and nov- 
q@iist, is in despair because his latest play 
is a complete failure. An old friend, Pierre 
Blajan, declares that the reason why his 
work is no longer. popular is because he fs 
no longer the Farjol of old, the Farjol. who 
wrote books and plays redolent of the soil 
of his native countryside, the French midi. 
Urged on by this friend, Julien decides to 
go back ‘to Calviac and rent an old house 
there called La Framy. This he does and 
while he is there war is declared. Because 
‘of an old affection of the heart and despite 
his vehement protests he is exempted from 
military service. Then he learns that a 
young poilu, Henri, the son-in-law of his 
own father’s old servant, is almost heart- 
broken at being obliged to leave his flour- 
ishing farm, which his wife, robust peasant 
woman though she is, cannot possibly 
manage alone. Julien promises that he 
will look after the farm, so Henri goes off 
satisfied, and they are now “ Soldiers 
Both.” But Henri’s wife is young, pretty, 
and rather imaginative; complications 
speedily develop, and Julien’s way is none 
too easy: This story part of the book, how- 
ever, is but slight. What the novel really 
depends upon is its very vivid description 
of agricultural France. The deep rich 
scent of freshly plowed earth is in its 
pages, the fragrance of new-mown hay 
and the other, different fragrance of the 
vineyard. At the close Julien, regenerated 
In body, brain, and soul, declares that to- 
day is the time for the creation of a new 
army, the “ Army of the Substitute,” vol- 
unteers who will serve their country by 
taking the places of those- who go forth 
to fight her battles. 


HOPE TRUEBLOOD 


HOPE TRUEBLOOD. By Patience Worth. 
Communicated through Mrs. Joh 
. Edited by Caspar S. Yost. New 
York: Henry Holt & Co. $1.50. 
HE literary entity, whoever or what- 
ever she may be, known as Patience 
Worth has given another proof of her ver- 
satility and her imaginative fertility. Al- 
most entirely abandoning the archaic dia- 
lect in which the .early examples of her 
work were expressed and the rather non- 
descript phraseology of her long novel of 
last year, “ A Sorry Tale,” she appears in 
this new novel in a medium of modern 
English, telling a story of comparatively 
modern Engiand. As in all her previous 
work, the story was “ communicated,” as 
the title-page puts it, through Mrs. John 
H. Curran of 8t.-Louis, by whose fingers 
it was spelled out on a ouija board. And 
also as in the previous two volumes, Mr. 
Caspar 8S. Yost of the St. Louis Globe- 
Democrat has edited the manuscript and 
supplied an introduction in which he de- 
scribes the beginning of this new story by 
Patience Worth, through Mrs. Curran, 
only two weeks after they had finished 
the exceedingly long novel, “A Sorry 
Tale,” and discusses briefly some of the 
characteristics and apparent purposes of 
the unseen personality in her literary 
work.) : 

The time of the story is, apparently, pne 
of the earlier decades of the Victorian era 
and its scene is an English village. There 
is little, except the references to the cos- 
tume of the people, by which.its fate can 
be guessed, but the clothing of the men 
and women indicates some time during the 


first half of thé nineteenth century. Two. 


things have been manifest in all the fic- 
tion, whether novels, stories, fragments, 
or plays, that have been ascribed to Pa- 
tience ‘Worth—a strong sense of drama 
and a keen story-telling instinct, and both 
stand out pre-eminently in this tale. The 
dramatic situations in. {jt are many and 
striking, and each one is approached along 
a road that, after it ts traveled, can be 
seen to lead inevitably to that situation, 
although it makes no. advertisement be- 
forehand of its direction, And the plot is 
contrived with such skill, deftness, and in- 
genuity as many a novelist in the flesh 
might well envy.

No less than in her scenes of life in 
Jerusalem and; Rome in the days of Christ 
and in pre-Elizabethan England, Patience 
Worth makes her new story a vivid por- 
trayal of life, intimate, and detailed, that 
seems plausibly characteristic of its time 
and place.: Nearly all of the characters 
are lifelike and strongly individualized, al- 
though it must be said of them that they 
do not seem quite so vital, do not give 
quite so much the impression of being in- 
carnate creatures as did her men and 
women of an earlier England and of Beth- 
lehem and Jerusalem and Rome.

Indeed, it would almost seem 
that, if she should happen to be what she 
gays she is, her purpose in trying to es- 
tablish communication with living humans 
is mainly to impress upon them that con- 
ception of God.

This record of experience as surgeon to 
the Russian Army is written after the 
Russian collapse; | Dr. Grow went to Rus- 
sia in September, 1915, and remained 
through the revolution.

THE LIFE AND TIMES OF STEPHEN 
GIRARD, Mariner and Merchant. 
John Bach McMaster, Professor of Amer- 
ican History, University of Pennsyl —, 
In two volumes. With illustrations 
color and doubletone. Philadelphia: ? 
B. Lippincott Company. 

T is nearly eighty-seven years since 

I Stephen Girard died, but no biography 

of him has, prior to this, been written. 
He was, as Dr. McMaster points out, 
merchant prince, greatest private banker, 
and greatest public behefactor of his tixge. 

Born in France, he left to the State and 

city of his adoption the largest legacy ever 

bequeathed by a private citizen of the 

United States for the public good; and in 

that part of his will which outlined the 

foundation of Girard College he laid stress 
upon his wish that the students there 
should be carefully and constantly trained 
in good citizenship in the American Re- 
public. Beginning his ‘‘career” as @ 
ship’s caébin boy at the age of 14, paying 
for a part of his scanty education out of 
his own small wages, he lived to be a per- 

sonage of great financial importance, a 

great benefactor, not onty to the city of 

Philadelphia, but to the Government ef 

the United States. He made his fortune 

as a merchant-mariner, trading with many 
lands and suffering strange vicissitudes; 
but ‘he became the first private banker in 
the United States. His life is a story of 
immense interest, not only as a personal 
record of achievement, but because the 
very work in which as merchant he en- 
gaged brought him into clese touch with 
affairs in the new-born nation of Amer- 
ica, and in many other parts of the world. 

Professor McMaster has made a notable 

addition to the library of American his- 

tory. 

Little is known of Stephen Girard’s boy- 
hood. He was the second child and oldest 
son of Pierre Girard, Port Captain of 
Bordeaux, and his wife, who was born 
Odette Lafargue. His mother’s death left 
him a half-orphan when he was 12 years 
old, and two years later he began his sea- 
faring life. He was probably born blind 
in his right eye, for he could not remem- 
ber ever having had the use of it. Pierre 
Girard traded as a merchant with tbe 
ports in the French part of the island of 
Santo Domingo, and Etienne, or Stephen, 
as we know it, went to Port-au-Prince on 
his first. voyage. His rise as a sailor was 
rapid; he was made an officer of the 
ship after five more voyages, and in 1773 
was licensed to act as captain, master, or 
Pilot, of amy merchant ship he could 
obtain. In 1774 he sailed from Bordeaux 
on La Julie with some share of his 
own in the cargo; but his venture was 
disastrous, he was unable to pay the 
merchants from whom he had bought the 
goods, and, fearing imprisonment for debt, 
he determined not to go baek to Bordeaux. 
He sailed for New York instead, and be- 
came successful as marirer and with 
small beginnings as merchant, too; it was 
the fortunes of seafaring life that brought 
him, in June, 1776, to Philadelphia. So 
complete is the correspondence he left that 
the biographer is able to tell practically 
his whole story from letters. 

The first volume and part of the second 
of Professor McMaster’s biography trace 
Girard’s career as merchant and mariner; 
but the interest of all this is far broad- 
er than that arouséd merely by the 
chronicle of the successes of a “ self-made 
man.” Through one war after another, 
from the Napoleonic wars to the rising of 
the negroes and the establishment of the 
Republic of Haiti, change and adventure 
followed the ships of Stephen Girard. But 
their interest is more inclasive still. 
Prefessor McMaster points out: 


During this period Girard appearg a8 
bold and adventurous trader 


great risks, suffering heavy losses, 
reaping rich profits. But the letters 
from his correspondents do much more 
than report the success or failure of 
his mercantile adventures. They are 
full of the detail of political and mil- 
itary conditions on the markeis of the 
world. In the course of his long 
career ag merchant trader Girard was 
the owner of eighteen vessels. Sixteen 
belonged to him before 1812, but at no 
time did his fleet consist of more than 
six ships. Many mere were char 
and, like his own, sent to European 
ports. Rarely, therefore, did any event 
of great political or comme 

rtance happen abroad but Gtrard 

ad a captain, a supercargo, agent, or 
censignee on the spet to send him 
first-hand information.

WEBSTER IN ENGLAND 


DANIEL WEBSTER IN ENGLAND. The 
Journal of Harriette Story Paige, 
Edited by Edward Gray.

WN good round terms, this is a delightful 
book. A mere giance at the title, 
“ Daniel Webster in England,” might sadly 
@elude the careless with the idea that it ts 
@ sertous—not to say heavy—historical or 
biographical study. That error the sub- 
title serves in some measure to correct. 
But there is room fer misconception still. 
Be ft stated, then, that this journal which 
Mrs. Paige kept, during the entirely un- 
official journey on which she accompanied 
her friends the Websters, is a charming, 
ertiess, personal record of social enjoy- 
ments and sightseeing, couched delightfully 
fm the language of our great-grand- 
mothers’ day. Historical and biographical 
value it has, to be sure. But its great in- 
terest as a piece of reading lies really in 
the unaffected chronicling of Mrs. Paige's 
beautiful time; she enjeyed it all so much; 
she met everybody and went everywhere; 
it would be a dull soul indeed who could 
not enjoy it all with her. 

Harriette Story, who in 1831 married 
James William Paige of Boston, the half- 
brother of Daniel Webster's first wife, was 
@ Gose friend of the Webster family. When 
she went with Mr. and Mrs. Webster and 
Webster's daughter Julia to England, she 
began at the very beginning and kept a 
journal for the perusal of her own family 
end her friends at home. She was a young 
woman, and the portrait by Savinien-Edme 
Dubourjal which forms the frontispiece of 
this book shows her to have been attractive 
—@ark-hafred, with good features, though, 
as she herself wouki say, “ slightly ia- 
clined to ‘embonpoint.’” She went to a 
great many delightful parties, amd she be- 
came acquainted with most of the distin- 
guished people of the time; she had bdean- 
tiful <isthes, and when she went to the 
Queen’s drawing room it was with a wen- 
erful coiffure, which she desertbes in de- 
tail. She must have been a very charming 
yeung wommn. The reading public today 
sheuld be grateful, certainly, for the jour- 
nai which she kept for her family. 

She was. we take it, a social being Sret 
of all. Net for her to linger over the 
grandeur cf Gethic cathedrals, the beauty 
of great pictures, the charm of ancient 
towns. When she writes of these things 
—as in the @utifal pages on York Minster, 
for exampie—her style approaches that of 
a guidebook. Mer simple, youthfal, genu- 
ime interest is In people and the places 
where people—especcially well-known peo- 
ple—lived. At the beginning of her jour- 
ney, just after her arrival im England, 
whe passes with a phrase over the pict- 
wresque antiquities of Chester (Chester 
must have been delightful in those, so to 
speak, pre-tourist days!) to devote a page 
to the magnificences of Eaton Hall, the 
“seat of the Marquis of Westminster ”; 
and at the end of her long paragraph she 
gays, “ We can takk of nothing but this 
splendid specimen of the ‘ Stately Homes 
of Emgiland.’”’’ This is really typical. Not 
long after that she tells how she and Mrs. 
Webster and Julia wat “in company 
with Mr. Kenyon (who ig devoted in his 
kind attention) to the justly celebrated 
‘ British Museum ’ in Great Russell Street, 
Bicomsbury,” and remarks, among other

FRANCE AND ENGLAND 


TWO TOWNS—ONE CITY. By John F. 
Macdonald. “New York: Dodd, Mead & 
Co. $2. 

HE name given to the author of this 
volume of essays about London and 

Paris, before the war and in wartime, is 
“The Interpreter to England of the Spirit 
of France.” He first earned his right to 
this title by the publication of “Paris for 
the Parisians,’ and he has gone far to 
strengthen his claim thereto in this little 
collection of papers gathered, since his 
death, in November, 1915, from the vari- 
ous English dailies where they were origi- 
nally published. 

It. was Mr. Macdonald's special desire to 
promote sympathy between England and 
France by sweeping away the traditional 
prejudices .and petty antagonisms these 
nations held in regard to each other. He 
wanted to show the Frenchman that the 
English are not wholly cold and “ phleg- 
matic ’’; he wanted to show the English 
that Frenchmen are not altogether “ flip- 
pant” and volatile. To this task Mr. 
Macdonald brought an observant eye, a 
vein of pleasant humor, and, above all, a 
human interest in ali the trivial doings 
and feelings of plain folk. One must not 
expect from his stray, casual talks, his 
journalistic jottings, any analysis of the 
profowndéer aspects of the Anglo-French 
alliance. His interests are sentimental 
rather than political. ‘But one may learn 
how “ Monsieur le Bourgeois’ took the 
invasion of Tommy Atkins into his_fa- 
vorite cafés, or how the suburban dis- 
tricts of Peckham and Tooting reacted to 
th& first inonths of war. Mr. Macdonald 
gives one the pleasant feeling of knowing 
how our old friend Mr. Micawber might 
have felt toward the great war; for it is 
of such homety people that he writes. 

The less familiar Frenchman he treats 
with the same kindliness and sympathy. 
It is the “ workman, the cocher, the charm- 
ing midinette, Gavroche the street gamin, 
the sergeant de ville, the pretty bare- 
headed girls from the blanchisserie ” that 
he descrijes.

A NEW “ALMANACH” 





ALMANACH DE BRUXELLES: Genealogi- 
cal, Historical, and Heraldic Annual of 
Reigning, Princely, and Ducal Families.

EVEN centuries ago, when the people 
> on the banks of the Spree were still 
killing missionaries and eating them, a lit- 
tle Thuringian town called Gotha was col- 
lecting manuscripts. In 1764 it began to 
publish in-Gothic type a vade mecum for 
royalty. In 1804 Napoleon patronized it 
and it was henceforth, until the present 
» German 


Empire was, founded in 1871, 





then it has appeared in both French and 
German. ae 

With the rise of the house of Hohenzol- 
lern the trials of its editors have multi- 
plied. Wilhelm II, was particularly anx- 
ious to say who and who should not ap- 
pear in the “ Almanach de Gotha.” Little 
by little they have been obliged to give 
way, even designating him as the “ Em- 
peror of Germany,” a title to which he has 
no right. 

It was high time, therefore, that some- 
body of authority in things genealogic and 
heraldic should clean these Augean stables. 
This a Frenchman of letters has done with 
a little volume entitled appropriately the 
“ Almanach de Bruxelles.” 

With the last half of the Gotha publica- 
tion, “ The Diplomatic and Statistical An- 
nual,” the Frenchman has no concern. His 
work treats of the families who are reign- 
ing, or who have reigned, which part of 
the book follows pretty closely the scheme 
of the German publication, and of princely 
and ducal houses, including a great num- 
ber which have lest their domains, but not 
their titles, with the expansion of the Ger- 
man Empire under the dominance of Prus- 
sia. 

This Frenchman has, presumably with 
reason, exercised his blue pencil remorse- 


.lessly; at the same time he has brought to 


light several mediaeval families whose 
twentieth century humble descendants evi- 
dently did not possess the requisite influ- 
ence to get into the German annual. Some 
of them are even of German origin, but 
most of them are Italian. Fér example, 
the Empress of Austria loses two half-sis- 
ters, Princess Marie and Marie Pie; the 
Stormarian family of von Wedel, now of 
Berlin, formefly of Alsace, is brought to 
light, and so is the Wréde House of Bava- 
ria. 

The French publication is very conven- 
ient. In the first part, either under the 
names of countries, where the families de- 
scribed still reign, or under the names of 
the families like the “ Bonapartes,” where 
they have lost sovereignty, we haye the 
arms briefly described, the origin of 
the house, and the origin of its present 
head; then come the official, but not the 
baptismal, names of the descendants, with 
their birth and marriage dates, &c. One 
example of the directness is shown by the 
list heading. “ Uncles and Aunts of the 
King "” and not “ Brothers and Sisters of 
the Father,” as in the Gotha book. The 
type is larger than in the latter, with con- 
venient sub-titles in “full-face.” The 
pagination and format are all that can be 
expected or desired of 2 book that includes 
about 360,000 ‘words in less than 1,000 
pages. 

Armd now a word about the author and 
editor, M. Jean de Bonnefon, who has 
adorned his pages with only two portraits 
—a photograph of President Poincaré and

M. de Bonnefon is a distinguished ama- 
teur and collector, but is best known for 
his books on Papal history and biography, 
as well as popular religion. He wrote

editor of the Royalist paper Gaulois and 
of L’Eclair, Le Journal, and Gil Blas.

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“ UNCONSCIOUS PLAGIARISM ” 


: OR the fair-minded literary critic 
F it is often difficult to draw the line 


between conscious and- unconscious 


plagiarism. All are not so prolific. in 


accusations of literary dishonesty as was 
EpcaR ALLAN PoE, many of whose at- 
tacks on his contemporaries are not par- 
ticularly convincing today. Above ail 
things else, Pork was a fighter, clever and 
brilliant in the use of his weapons; but; as 
we look back at the verbal wounds in- 
flicted upon some of his victims, we cannot 
help thinking that he was too apt at times 
to ‘magnify into charges of deliberate 
literary theft things that were really noth- 
fing more than unconscious similarities in 
theme or expression between the work of 
the plagiarist and the poem or story from 
which he was supposed to have “ bor- 
rowed.” And these similarities, discovered 
by Por, were often extremely wiredrawn 
to say the least. Were Pork alive today 
we can imagine the glee with which he 
would chuckle over the case of “ uncon- 
scious plagiarism,” noted in Reedy’s Mirror 
as occurring in a recent number of the 
Metropolitan Magazine. A story in the 
latter, contributed by A. E. W. Mason, 
entitled “ The Crystal Trench,” describes 
how a young bridegroom, spending his 
honeymoon in Switzerland, falls into the 
crevasse of a giacier and is lost. His 
bride, learning the rate at which the 
giacier is moving, knows that .the body 
will be uncovered at-a certain date some 
Whe.. this date arrives she 
is on hand, a comparatively old woman, 
and finds the body of her youthful husband 
released from its prison of ice. The same 
theme and situation, as Reedy’s Mirror 
points out, was used in a story entitled 
“Mrs. Knollys,” contributed to the Cent- 
ury Magazine some thirty years ago by 
“J. S. of Dale,” FREDERIC JEsuP STIMSON. 
“Mrs. Knollys” has been reprinted more 
than once in collections of famous short 
stories and has thus been easily accessible. 
There are sufficient differences, however, 
in character, incident, and atmosphere, be- 
tween “ Mrs. Knollys”: and “ The Crystal 


Trench” to make of the latter at most 


nothing more than a case of “ unconscious 
plagiarism.” 





ASES of “ unconscious plagiarism” of 
this kind in literature are not rare. 
There, for instance, !s WoLF-FERRARI’s 
opera, “ Jewels of the Madonna "—before 
writing it, one asks, had the librettist read 
GERTRUDE ATHERTON’s “ Pearls of Loreto,” 
the initial story in her collection of Cali- 
fornia tales, ‘‘ The Splendid Idle Forties "?- 
In. both stories, “ Pearls of Loreto” and 
“ Jewels of the Madonna,” a similar theme 
is used—the theft, by the hero, anxious to 
make a gift to the heroine, of the jewels 
from a sacred image, and the tragedy that 
follows the sacrilege. Of the two stories 
on this theme the first to be published was 
“ Pearls of Loreto.” And then, of much 
more recent date, there is the case of 
“Spoon River Anthology,” by Mr. Mas- 
TERS, in which one is reminded of the 
theme of DE MAvPASSANT’s short story, 
“ Was It a Dream? "” In the DE MAUPASSANT 
story a lover is mourning at the grave of 
his sweetheart. The dead woman as he 
knew her, and as the epitaph records, was 
of an exceptionally pure, beautiful char- 
acter. And then, before the eyes of the 
astonished mourner, the epitaph telling of 
the virtues of his sweetheart is erased and 
in its stead a new epitaph tellir{; of her 
infidelity is engraved. A similar change 
takes place on all the gravestones in the

For those eahad with “Spoon River 
Anthology ” it is not necessary to point 
out the similarity in theme and application 
between the MasTeRs poem and the DE 
MavupassanT story. This similarity is not 
in the least a proof of “ plagiarism,” that 
obsession of EpGak ALLAN Poe's. But it is 
interesting as another instance of the re- 
currence, or coincidence, of ideas that 
seems to go with the psychology of fiction 
writing.

Bu 
this is a sophism. States are pointer 
with one another as much as indi- 
viduals. Policy and humanity demand 
that a wrong perpetrated against a 
nation should be taken note of on all 
hands and punished. The interests of 
society at large clearly demand that 
the fundamental laws of States be not 
violated with impunity, society must 
not remain passive in face of the de- 
liberate provocation of a blind and out- 
rageous tyrant. The common interests 
of mankind must direct the impulses of 
political bodies: European society has” 
no other essential purpose. 

What? A whole nation should look 
on with indifference when the blood of 
her neighbors is spilt by the absurd 
and barbaric whim of a despot? From 
the moment that the laws of human 
nature are violated all values revert 
back to the original conception of right 
to claim support and generous help for 
an oppressed people. This is the sum- 
mons of nature and a powerful sum-, 
mons which is, moreover, in harmony 
with the fundamental principles of 
natural freedom which are bound to 
benefit all nations in their turn, be- 
cause the cause of the people is here 
opposed to that of a few Princes. 

A State which would dissociate itself 
and stand aside in full view of the mis- 
fortunes of its neighbor, which re- 
mained deaf to'its entreaties and ig- 
nored everything which might not di- 
rectly affect its own interests, such a 
State would forfeit its claim upon the 
help or support of a neighboring pov-er: 
this primeval and holy right of un- 
happy peoples. If this were to obtain, 
oppressors would never die out on 
earth, for they would be able to in- 
fringe the rights of social compacts 
with impunity in derision : of the checks 
of the living law.

ERE ‘are two books from France, 
full of pain, of beauty, full of the 
spirit.of the French. There is 
suffering in both of them, and 

there is horror; and there is, 
heart of France, an indomitable gtory. 

“ The New Book of Martyrs” is a col- 
lection of sketches from the notebook of 
a doctor. in.a French hospital near the 
front. ‘In*-his introduction, M. Duhamel 
says of the wounded men, who are, to ap- 
pearances, little changed:

In these days, when nothing retains 
its former ‘semblance, all these men 
are no longer those you so lately 
knew.. Suffering has roused them from 
the sleep of gentle life, and every day 
filis them with a terrible intoxication. 
They are now something more than 
themselves; those we loved were merely 
happy shadows. 

So here are pictures of the “new mar- 
tyrs” who have suffered so piteously for 
France, and for us all. In his attempt to 
put into brief sketches, into the record of 
amall things, the actual spirit of the men, 
their individuality, the author has suc- 
ceeded admirably. We see Carre, the stoic, 
and Lerondeau, the boy who found it so 
hard to bear pain, and through their story 
we come to understand better what the 
author telis us: “In the lives of the sick 
there are ho small things.” We feel the 
-heartache of Mercier’s death—Mercier, for 
whom life had been so hard that it seemed 
impossible that it could end without some 
happiness. ' We sense the chaos, the hor- 
ror, the valor of Verdun. All these men 
of. whom we: have even briefer sketches 
become real to us. 

“The New Book of Martyrs” is indeed 
a book of realism, as well as of vivid char- 
acter-sketch. It is realistic in that it 
neither blinks the horrible things of war 
nor shrinks from the recording of light 
and inconsequent. happenings; moreover, 
its author does not present all his men as 
unceasingly heroes nor show them to us 
as saints. These are human men, brave 
men, presented with great tenderness and 
admiration, but without sentimentality. 
M. Duhamel says it has been his wish “ to 
record. the history of those who have been 
sacrificial victims of the race, without 
gloss, in all its truth and simplicity; the 
history of the men you have shown your- 
selves to be in suffering.” The success of 
that mission 1s the keynote of his book. 

M. Emmanuel Bourcier, a French man 
of letters mobilized as a private at the 
outbreak of war, was sent to this country 
last year, and assigned to Camp Grant as 
instructor. His book is to a great extent 
the personal record of his own wartime ob- 
servation and experience, and, because he 
is a writer, it is movingly and artistically 
presented. But “ Under the German 
Shells” is ‘hore than a mere personal 
narrative of. war experience; it is an il- 
luminating and informative picture of the 
large part of; the war through which the 
author fought; it is suggestive and stim- 
ulating. 

M. Bourtier says of the war as a whole: 

It is net a turning point, but a 
transformation’. It is almost.a state 
of societyt!* C’est la guerre.”

M. Bourcier goes back to the mobiliza- 


thrilling picture; tells us of the invasion, 
of the battle of the Marne as he saw it, 
of the battle of Champagne, of Verdun, of 
Rheims, of the’ first. unbelievable horror 
of poison gas, of details here and there 
that seem small but are significant. His 
book throughout is not only excellent but 
memorable. His. vivid descriptions, his 
flaming realism, and his deep feeling 
make his book one of the noteworthy rec- 
ords of the war. 

It is significant, too, to remark the dif- 
ference between such books as these and 
Andreas Latzko’s notable ““Men-in War.” 
In all three there are. pain, horror, the 
setting down, unafraid, of the stark, 
ugly, agonized realities of battle. But the 
Austrian was simply sick of it all, dis- 
illusioned, and scornful in the ‘face of 
large Teutonic talk of “defense of the 
Fatherland,” anxious only for peace. In 
the Frenchmen’s books—the books of free 
men fighting for their cquntry’s freedom 
and for liberty and demiocracy throughout

HE following is taken from a letter 
just. received by a friend from Lieu- 
tenant ConinesBy Dawson, who writes that

tty, 


I love to hear the music of the old 
whizz-bang, 

Playing on the trenches ‘of the 
Allemand. 


He punctuates this bloodthirsty effu- 
sion by humming, “ Christ the Lord is 
risen -”. As you will gather, he is 
a charitable fellow in his musical sym- 
pathies. 

It seems all very ordinary to be back, 
just as though I had never left the 
front. The changes are very evident, 
however. All the officers of my mess 
have vanished—three of them killed and 
the rest wounded. One: finds few 
familiar faces among the men. You 
don’t notice how quickly war thins out 
the ranks while you’re in it yourself; 
it’s only when you come back that you 
realize. * * * 

Here I am back again, and very grate- 
ful to be back. The letters which I get 
from America seem to indicate that you 
are undergoing a severe strain of sus- 
pense and are very anxious about our 
safety. We're having a splendid time; 
there is no need for you'to worry. It 
seems a shame that you should suffer 
more for our safety than we do who 
jeopardize it. You'd hardly credit the 
extraordinary calm optimism of all our 
men. They look fit and their morale 
was never better. It isn’t the number 
of square miles captured that will win 
the war; it’s the spirit of the ple 
who can smile the longest. I hav® yet 
to find a British Tommy discouraged. 

How long do you give us till we get 
home again? I think about two more 
years should do it. We'll come home 
for the Summer with an Anglo-Franco- 
Italiano-American peace quite inviolably 
sealed in our pockets. And won't life 
be happy then? * * * 

Don’t get discouraged about us. 
We've got our tails up and can stand 
any amount of hammering.

There is such a thing as a distinctively 
Catholic note in literature, and Mr. Joyce 
Kilmer in “ Dreams and Images” ‘does 
well to emphasize it in a special anthology 
of its own, and critics who complain of 
these segregations of poets as Catholics and 
non-Catholics would do well to reconsider 
whether the facts of the case are not 
against them and their objections. 

Mr. Kilmer has not confined his selec- 
tions to any brevetted form of Catholicism, 
and there are even contributors to his 
anthology who would not claim the title, 
even if the work of theirs that is quoted 
“ghould prove to be distinctly Catholic in 
tone. There are many great poems in 
* Dreams and Images” which will make it 
a most useful volume for any student of 


the Catholie poets, particularly of those of | 


recent years; in criticism it may be said 
that the volume suffers in not being ample 
enough brayely to have included the Cath- 
olic poems of Oscar Wilde, and so great a 
masterpiece as the tribute to St. Catherine 
in “Siena” by Algernon Charles Swin- 
burne. The American poets are well repre- 
sented, both old and new, but a notable 
oversight is the omission of the fine poetry 
of Joseph I. C. Clarke.

It 
must be said, however, that her ~earlier 
title for her work, “ A Manual of Spiritual 
Fortification,” in spite yf its polysyllabic 
fault, is really more exact a name for the 
present work.: Mrs. Willcox must be well 
aware that to confuse the word mystic 
with religious or devotional is quite inex- 
cusable at the present state of lexicograph- 
ical science and that the extension of the 
term mystic to all sorts of pious sentiment 
is not only incorrect, but has become a bit 
vulgar. One rejoices to find that her work 
is modern enough to include poems by 
Swinburne, Mrs. Meynell, and Louise Imo- 
gen Guiney, the great American poet. 
There are. also poems by George “Russell 
and a charming bit by Lionel Johnson, 
entitled:

From the Stratford Company of Boston 
comes the second number of ,“ The, Poets 
of the Future—A College Anthology for 
1916-1917.” The editor, Henry T. Schnitt- 
kind, has done his work with a breadth 
of vision and taste that results in an ex- 
cellent handbook of the collegiate poetry 
of the year. One sees that our younger 
writers are being formed according to’ ex- 
cellent models, for the most part, and that 
American poetry is well on the way to a 
full vindication of its claim to be the great- 
est poetrx in the world. 

Distinguished among these poems are 
“ Distichs,” by Robert Redfield, Jr., of 
the University of Chicago; “ The Gold of 
the Gods,” by Frances Imogen Wilson of 
Whitman College; “ Winter Pictures,” by 
Leo J. Ryan of Campion College; “ The 
City Beautiful,” by John Saidmore of Du- 
buque College; “ When I See Trees,” by 
Helen Giddings, and “ Echoes,” by Helen 
M. Francis, both of Mount Holyoke Col- 
lege; “A Husband's Voice,” by Frank 
William Holslag of Notre Dame Univer- 
sity, (we must note the strange omission 
of the fine poems of Speer Strahan of this 
institution,) and the virile lyric “ Nos Im- 
mortales,” by Stephen Vincent Benét of 
Yale College. It is a showing of which 
the American colleges may be very: proud. 

Mrs. Waldo Richards has taken the 
garden as the touchstone of her new an- 
thology, “ The Melody of Earth,” and it is 
so simple and elemental an arrangement as 
to impress one as a natural, not an arti- 
ficial, division of poems. 

In Mrs. Richards’s gardens there are 
many flowers, gracious, lovely, aristocratic 
blooms that melt into a restful, charming 
interior; there,is little of barbaric splendor 
‘or heavy senstiousness, few dramatic out- 
bursts of color or perfume. They are 
rather formal gardens, eighteenth century 
in their proportions, with everything logi- 
cal and well developed, and nothing of the 
bizarre. Dividing her terrain into “ With- 
in Garden Walis,” “The Pageantry of 
Gardens,” “ Wings and Song,” “ The Gar- 
dens of Yesterday,” “ Pasture and Hill- 
sides,” “Lovers and Roses,” &c., Mrs. 
Richards accomplishes an arrangement 
practical as well as poetical. Her selec- 
tions are all from poets of the present day, 
and they are made with the great care and 
knowledge that characterize this lady's 
work; but it seems that our poets are for 
the most part very obviously minor in their 
garden moods; while there is much charm- 
ing singing, there is little greatness of 
striking quality, and, strange to say, the 
most remarkable poem in the volume is 
that translation from the South American 
author, R. Arevalo Martinez:

‘tm 1839, would have had its printing in 
1849 but for the death of the author. Be- 
yond the insertion of a few explanatory 
netes, most of which relate to geographical 
and political changes that have taken place 
#ince Mr. Thompson's death, the editor 
has not brought the history up to date, so 
that, as he remarks, “all descriptions of 
territory, towns, villages, personages, and 
all statistics are as of 1849.” The old- 
style spellings of certain proper names and 
of some common words have also been re- 
tained, the editor's view being that they 
add something of charm to the narrative. 

There ts a great deal of matter in the 
present edition of the history that is not 
te be found in the earlier editions—his- 
torical information, descriptions, and 
genealogies; Mr. Werner says this new 
matter notably enriches the history of 
Long Island. 

Mr. Werner suggests that this pesthu- 
mous issue of Mr. Thompson's work shall 
be regaré@ed as a memorial of tts author; 
taking this view, he must be pleased with 
the handsome and artistic housing the 
memorial has received from its publisher. —

HOEVER conceived the idea

“No, absolutely 
ho,” replied Major 
Lambert. “ There is

“There was an 
Irish soldier who 
walked into a can- 
teen one afternoon. 
He drank nineteen 
cups of tea. 

“*You must be 
very fond of tea,’ 
remarked the 
young woman who had just served him. 

_“*Sure, P’d drink more than that just 
for the pleasure of looking at you,’ re- 
plied the Irishman. 

“ That incident goes to the point. Every 
decent man simply craves the opportu- 
nity for some association with decent 
women. 

“Since my return I have been quoted 
as saying: ‘If you have any influence 
at Washington, use it to have the rule 
rescinded which does not permit sisters 
or other women relatives of soldiers to 
visit them in hospitals in France. If 
you are successful in having that prohibi- 


tion removed, you will be conferring a 


blessing on the soldiers.’ 
“That statement is a misquotation. I 
am not in favor of allowing any woman 
to go to France for the purpose of visit~ 
ing any one particular soldier, in hospital 
or out. What I urge is that people use 
their influence to have rescinded the rule

that prohibits fit women from going to 
France to do war work because they have 
relatives in the army, So far and only so 
far as the rule is applied to women who 
happen to be sisters to men in the army. 
It is what we usually refer to as ‘the 
sister clause.’ 
“The army authorities are undoubtedly 


’ right im sayimg that mothers, wives, 


and daughters should not be allowed to 
go. The army authorities-learned that 
lesson during our war in the Philippines. 

“ But ‘the sister clause’ is an entirely 
different matter. The relationship of 
brother and sister is the least emotional 
of the relationships that exist between 
the séxes. A sister combines feminine 
charm with a good deal of that steadiness 


between men. It’s what the boys miss, 
what they long for. | 
“Every action has its reaction; and 


the reaction is severe. 
to themselves, and they are prone to 
turn to alcohol, or even opium, simply 
for their narcotic relaxation. They must 
be furnished with healthful amusement, 
or they willturn to unhealthfal amuse- 
ment or the first petticoat they see. The 
Y. M. C. A. is supplying healthful enter- 
tainment to them, and in this way is be- 
ing of tremendous benefit to them. — 

“You must remember that our boys 
in France, through the difference in 
language, are cut off front ..ordinary 
them. They are thrown in on them- 
selves. Homesickness is a great factor, 
especially with the mail service as bad 
as it has been. The Post Office condi- 


tions simply beggar description. There 
are many boys who are left without news 
from home for long periods. I know per- 
sonally of Christmas boxes that were 
in November and not delivered 
end or the first 
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“This canteen work is not easy work. 
It. takes a girl of good stamina to stand 
the test. But the ‘sister clause’ bars 
out the very girls who ought to be over 
“here. Practically every self-respecting 
girl of the right age for the work now 
has or will soon have a brother in the 
army in France. To bar them for this 
reason is to rule out the active, vigorous 
young girls who are ‘on a par with the 
active, vigorous young men in our draft 


army. 
“The rule now in force says that no 
woman under 25 years of age can go to 


do war work in France. That rule ought 


to be changed. There are many girls un- 
der 25 that are well qualified to go. The 
test of fitness should be based more on 
character than on age. But if I were 


asked for an age, I would say 23 rather. 


than 25. Most girls are at 23 as mature 
as men at 25. The question is simply, Has 
a girl her feet under her? There are 


many flighty ‘cherubims’ whose years 
are more than 25 who ought not to go. 
“T cannot emphasize too strongly that 
it is young women who are needed over 
there. For precaution’s sake, they can 
be mixed with the older women. But 
the work toe be done is hard physically, 
and it needs youth to stand it. ; 
“The young women are needed in the 
canteens; they are needed in the hostess 
houses, in the Red Cross huts, and in the

bedsidé of the sick and dying. It is what 
they would get if they were at home, 
and the country should not rob them of it 
because they have gone across the ocean 
to fight for it. 

“In short, there is no question that 
the Red Cross and the Y: M. C. A. need 
vigorous young women to help develop 
the great work they are doing. And it is 
largely among: the sisters of the boys 
that the right stock will be found. 

“Let me instance this: Soldiers and 
even officers on short leave are not per- 
mitted to go to Paris unless they have 
members of their family there. In other 
words, Paris is looked upon as an un- 
desirable place for an unattached, and 
that the women relatives who have suc- 
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ceeded in getting to Paris are not re- 
garded by the military authorities as an 
unmitigated evil. 

“ But I am against permitting mothers, 
wives, daughters, and sweethearts to go 
to France. Their relationship is en- 
tirely different from that of the sister; 
it is far more emotional—so much so 
that it is almost sure to disqualify 
them for service. Remember, I am not 
urging that a woman be allowed to. go 
because she will be of service to any 
one man; that a sister be allowed to go 
because she will be of service to her 
bfother. No woman 
should be allowed 
over who is not 
qualified to. be of 
general service. I 
would not forbid 
her seeing her 
brother, should the 
fit opportunity 
come; but so far as 
her work in the 
service is con- 


Mothers, wives, 
daughters, and 
sweethearts could 
not be made to 
take this view of 
their duties. They 
would be constant- 
ly striving to make 
the opportunity to 
see their loved 
ones, and if the op- 
portunity were de- 
nied them, they would quickly ‘become 
dissatisfied and soon useless. 

“Why, if permission were given the 
mothers to go abroad, they would simply 
swamp our ocean transportation service. 
It isto their everlasting credit that they 
would, but it wouldn’t help us win the 
war. If they tried to do the work that 
is to be done over there, France would 


soon be filled with dilapidated mothers. 
It wouldn’t be their fault; older women 
simply cannot stand the strain. As it is, 
there are lots of incidents of older wom- 
en in France breaking down under the 
stress of the work. The burden of pro- 
viding for them must not be augmented. 

“ What would you say is the maximum 
age for service? ” 

“No, no,” protested Major Lambert, 
* don’t ask me that. I will not fling age 
at.any woman.” Then he added: “ It is 
a question of vigor, net age. Vigor is 
sometimes retained in the body even in 


spite of years—some are young at 60, 
some are old at 40. 

“ And not only do we need the physi- 
cally vigorous; but we should only have 
those who are”—here Major Lambert 
searched his mind for an expression. 
“There is an old-fashioned word that 
covers it—we should only have those 


who are ‘ steady,’ those of well-balanced 
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mental equilibrium. The war zone is no 

place for emotional flibbity-gibbits.” 

- “ Are there any such over there now? ” 
“Of course in any large number of 

people gathered together there is bound 

to be the valuable and the indifferently 


_ valuable. Those doing the war work in 


France are no exception. But the strug- 
gie is such a colossally grim thing that 
that in itself exercises a restraint. Every 
one, practically speaking, is very much in 
earnest; the very atmosphere puts ear- 
nestness in those who at another time 
and place would not be disposed toward

earnestness. Earnestness is the outstand- 
ing feature of the community character. 
Those who have a tendency to be flighty 
and objectionable are frowned on and 
held down.”

And it has been the women who have 
done the sitting.

Stendardication! >lan Launched by American Surgeons Before the War Is Now Developing 
enefit of Soldiers as Well as Civil Population 


The work of the American College of 
Surgeons in standardizing the hospitals 
of the United States and Canada is re- 
garded by the medical profession as the 
most constructive effort ever undertaken 
for the better care of sick people. 
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By DR. JOHN G. BOWMAN, 
Director of the American College of 
Surgeons. 

ILL your treatment make a 
W soldier of this man? Can he 

fight when you are through 

with him? 
. These are questions which the doctor 
in. the United States Army today must 
answer as he goes about his work. In 
the case of a wounded soldier, who clear- 
ly cannot serve in the ranks again, the 
question ‘is: Can you make this man 
capable to earn his living? The test of 
medical and surgical treatment in the 
army is in terms. of men who can fight; 
or, failing the power to fight, the test is 
in terms of power to earn one’s fiying. 
Results are what is wanted, results that 
mean strength to the army or happiness 
to the incapacitated man. 
never before have practical results been 
demanded of. the medical profession as 
they are demanded today in the army. 
What does this military insistence 
upon results meari? Just this: It means 
an effective effort to give each soldier, 
wounded or ill, the best service known in 
medicine and surgery. Every detail of 
that service is checked up, and for that 
reason unnecessary surgical operations, 
incompetent surgical operations, lax or 
lazy medical diagnoses are practically 


efficiency of this character? Back of it 
all is a big idea, a “ vision,” a determi- 
nation on the part of the leading sur- 
geons of this continent which found ex- 
pression four years ago. There was no 
world war then. But these surgeons met 
in Washington and with the. highest 
seriousness that ever comes to men they 
asked: “Is the test surgery too good 
for the humblest patient? Are the stand- 
ards of ‘surgery as practiced in the great 
centres too good for the smaller com- 
munities? Have we no leadership in us to 
face these questions? Is there the slight- 
est reason why we should not take hold 
with all the strength in us and force the 
right sort of ideals in surgery to come 
true all over our continent?” 

That meeting in Washington was the 
beginning of the American College of 
Surgeons. It was the beginning of a 
great idea which today saves the life of 
many a soldier gs well as the lives of un- 
told thousands of laymen. 

What did these surgeons do? They or- 
ganized. ‘ They set for themselves the 
bringing about .of the highest class of 
thedicine and surgery in every commu- 
nity where medicine and surgery are 
practiced. In broad outline they pro- 
posed a continent-wide standardization 
of hospitals as a practical method to 
make their aim come true. Then they 
gave out of their own pockets more than 
$500,000 in order to set their plan into 
action. 

Almost spontaneously that meeting 
set the most unselfish and idealistic 
project ever undertaken in any profes- 
sion into action. But the very magni- 
tude of the project inspired caution. It 
called for conservative leaders. Dr. John 
M. T. Finney of Baltimore was elected 


President and Dr. Franklin Martin of 
Chicago Secretary General. Dr. Martin 
was the man in whose mind the “ vision ” 
of an American College of Surgeons 
first took form, and it is interesting 
here to note that when Congress years 
later created the Council of National De- 
fense the President of the United States 
appointed Dr. Martin as a member of 
that council] in recognition of his ability 
to make big worth-while things happen. 

But to come back to the story of the 
college. Its first task was to perfect its 
organization. Strong, active committees 
were appointed in each State in the 
Union and in each province in Canada, 
and through these committees 3,000 ad- 
ditional surgeons. were admitted to Fel- 
lowship in the ‘college. The college, it 
must be remembered, is a society of sur- 
geons ard not a teaching institution. 
Its members are known as Fellows, and 
all surgeons of worthy character and of 
real competence are welcome to Fellow- 
ship. The college enrolls today 3,700 
Fellows. 

When matters of organization were 
fairly accomplished, actual -headway 
toward hospital standardization was 
still a long way off. An enormous in- 
ertia had to be overcome. In many a 
community things were “ good enough as 
they are.” Also it was difficult for doc- 
tors, hospital Superintendents, and lay- 
men to understand that the college had 


‘no ulterior or selfish motive in its work. 


It was difficult to understand that the 
aim of the college was exactly the aim of 
every good hospital; that it was exactly 
the highes€ aim which the medical pro- 
fession had long ago set for itself, and 
that that aim was simply to bring tc 
every man, woman, or child who’ was 


~ 


sick or injured the best possible care, no 
matter where the patient lived or what 
his circumstances were. 

In a tentative fashion, therefore, hos- 
pital standardization was approached. 
Widespread good-will was essential to 
success. On behalf of the Catholic hos- 
pitals, Cardinal Gibbons reviewed the pro- 
posed program and gave his verbal and 
written approval to all of it. Later 
Father Charles B. Moulinier, S. J., Pres- 
ident of the Catholic Hospital Associa- 
tion, becamé a member of the staff of the 
college engaged in this work, and is in 
that position today. The American Hos- 
pital Association unanimously indorsed 
the program and appointed a committee 
to co-operate with the college. Prac- 
tically all opposition fell away as soon as 
the project and the motives back of i* 
were really understood. 

Up to this time the whole plan re- 
mained in broad outline. But when ex- 
pressions of heartiest co-operation 
streamed in from doctors, hospitaJs, and 
laymen in more abundant measure than 
any Fellow had dared to hope, then came 
the time for specific details of the plan. 
Just what standard was to be set up? 

In order to answer this question the 
Fellows of the college elected a Stand- 
ards Committee in each State and prov- 
ince of the two countries. These commit- 
tees met for two days in Chicago. About 
250 surgeons were present, together with 
a large group of hospital Superintend- 
ents, internists, hospital trustees, and 
laboratory workers. This body centred 
its attention on three questions: What 
“do we have in hospitals?) What do we

E.outstanding difference between 
| the military camps I have visited in 
England, such as Aldershot or 
Salisbury, and Camp Devens, -in 
Massachusetts, is that while.we at home 
have now constructed many camps 
‘upon what was militarily virgin soil at 
the beginning of the war, most of -our 
earlier cantonments, although themselves 
entirely new, more or less constituted 
enlargements of and depended upon al- 
ready existing military centres such as 
the above mentioned. In some ways this 
made the task accomplished by Britain 
greater. It meant the adaptation of 
existing facilities to meet the new cir- 
cumstances. . In other ways, however, it 
rendered the work of America more stu- 
pendous—-so stupendous, indeed; that it 
seems almost incomprehensive to the man 
who drives for miles among huts and 
buildings constructed upon ground which 
was largely forest-clad a year ago. 
Undoubtedly the first and last impres- 
sion left upon my mind after seeing 
Devens was that made by the magnitude 
of the design, by the actual dimensions, 
and by. the plan of the camp. It is only 
as one motors from place to place over 
entirely new macadam roads that one 
gradually grows to realize that the area 
of the ground acquired by the military 
authorities is practically the same in 
size as Manhattan Island. Indeed, the 
dimensions are such that it would 
seem almost inevitable that much 


time would be lost in getting from ~ 


place to place and in delivering mate- 
Fials to the localities for which they are 
destined. Not so, however. The camp 
is so laid out as to make superfluous 
transit unnecessary. 

Take only a few instances to illus- 
trate what I mean: One notices that 
the Quartermaster’s store, the ammu- 
nition train, the supply train, the 
artillery and the engineers are all 
placed in the more or less immediate 
vicinity of the railroad yard. Thus these 
sections of the camp which require the 
greatest amount of transportation are 
the nearest to the point of arrival and 


departure. The depot brigade is more - 


or less away by itself, and the infantry 
are grouped within easy reach of Divi- 
sional Headquarters. The base hospital, 
on the other hand, with its approximate 
1,500 beds and its corridors measuring 
two or three miles in length—that is to 
say, about the distance from Washington 
Square to the Sherman Statue—is so 
placed that it stands well away from 
the remainder of the township and 
occupies one of the highest positions 
‘in the whole cantonment. To come to 
more minute details, one finds that such 
things as the post exchanges are in the 
immediate vicinity of the. quarters of 
the men who frequent them; the theatre 
and library are practically in the centre 
of the camp, and the wash houses are 
situated at sufficient distances from, but 
at the same time entirely convenient to, 
the hutments to which they belong. 

The accommodation of the men is 
somewhat different from that provided in 
Engiand. For instance; while our 
huts were all on one floor only, those 


* which I saw here were possessed of two 


stories. Whereas ours were long and 
narrow, furnished with only two rows 
of beds, heads to.the wall and feet to 
the passage way, the soldiers’ room in 
this country; more nearly square in 
' design, is very much larger. 

Another great advantage is that, in- 
stead of the food being cooked in a 
Separate cook house, meals are prepared 
at the end of the dining hall, thereby 
avoiding the loss of time and the getting 
cold of meals of necessity brought from 
a different building.

ments have, too, been designed with care- 
ful forethought as to the extremes in 
weather conditions which prevail. While 
they are all steam heated—a ‘thing prac- 
tically unknown in England—they are 
also provided with numerous windows 
on all sides, so that a current of air is 
assured, even in the hottest weather. 
What is more, a striking feature of many 
of these buildings is their equipment 
with special wire ropes outside the win- 
dows, on which all bedding must be aired 
upon every available occasion. 

The rations and the system in which 
they are issued are in every way equal 
to ours, and in some respects better.’ I 
have before me a series of menus, taken 
haphazard from a camp file, which prove 
that although the men do sometimes 
have “frankfurters” for supper, yet 


tary supper in this country was more of 
a meal than the so-called “ tea ” at home. 
This has the dual advantage of giving 
the men a third meat meal in the day 
and thus of preventing them from wish- 
ing to patronize outside éstablishments, 
where they may well secure other and 
less desirable forms of food and drink.

full. one, so full, indeed, that it consti- 
tutes ample proof that no stone is being 
left unturned to prepare the -men of all 
ranks for war in the shortest possible 
athount of time.

the soldier’s -receiving instruction only 
in the methods of trench warfare, he is 
also taught the art of manoeuvre and of 
military operations in the open. In view 
of the dash and initiative for which the 
Americans are famous and of the general 
war situation, the adoption of this policy 
is important. 

With regard to the more advanced and 
specialized training, the stranger can- 
not fail to be interested in the number of 
instructional schools which form part of 
the Divisional Organization. These 
schools, which are attended by specially‘ 
selected men, destined to acquire the 
knowledge necessary to fit them to be- 
come teachers, are carried on under the 
supervision of either foreign or Amer- 
ican instructors. To mention only a few, 
most of which are attended by officers 
and men, there are the Officers’, the 
Bayonet Fighting, the Intelligence, the 
Svipers’, the Machine Gun, the Shoemak- 
ers’, and the Bakers’ Schools. In the 
cases of all those which I was privileged 
to see, the training and instruction was 
practical and efficient, and the men were 
progressing rapidly in duties which are 
highly technical. 

.The provision of trenches, obstacles, 

imitation “ No Man’s Land,” with 
its sheltholes and its correct proportions, 
seems to make the Bayonet Fighting 
School a very realistic establishment. 
The measures taken by Lieutenant San- 
delli—a Canadian officer with practical 
experience—to instruct the future sniper 
are such as would make the heart 
of the bravest German beat fast were 
they to be shown to him. A special 
range is there;-shooting and observation 
is practiced at unknown distance, and 
from posts themselves screened from the 
wiew and protected against the fire of the 
supposed enemy. And last, but not least, 
the military pupil is learning the methods 
of making these posts of camouflag- 
ing them in different ways, according to 
the kindof terrain in which they are sit 
uated. 

If it be true to say that the air of 
camp gives the visitor a hearty appetite, 
it is equally honest to remark that a 
visit to the baker’s shop makes him pre- 
maturely ready for a midday meal. 
Here, where I was‘at first somewhat 
horrified to find many hundreds of 
loaves being baked in a number of elec- 
trically heated. ovens, I subsequently dis- 
covered that reliance was not placed only 
in appliances so nearly perfect and so up- 
to-date that they could hardly be avail- 
able at the front, but that baking and 
tuition was also carried out in tents and 
by means of field ovens. This latter 
method, which had, been in progress 
throughout, the very extreme Winter, to- 
gether with the fact that special field 
bread, which keeps good for three 
months, was made, amply proved that 
the War Department was leaving no 
stone unturned adequately to prepare its 
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forces to meet the conditions prevailing 
on the “ other side.” 

The homogeneous appearance, the al- 
most even age, and the uniformly high 
physical quality of the American soldier 
are. very striking features to. the 
stranger. The first of these -conditions 


comes as an astonishment, for it. proves 


that the average foreigner, coming to 
live here, does so with the object of tak- 
ing up his abode and adopting the cus- 
toms of this country. The even age and 
the extraordinary healthy appearance of 
the men, on the other hand, prove the 
value of a young army and of camp con- 
ditions and life which are little short of 
perfect. 

The depot brigade system which, to- 
gether with other features of camp life, 
was’so clearly explained to me by Cap- 
tain Hanower, Director of the Intelligence 
School, was a_ specially interesting 
feature. It tends to avoid a diffi- 
culty which had to ‘be overcome by 
England. When we first entered the 
war a number of men who had passed 
the original medical tests had subse- 
quently to be discharged from the serv- 
ice or transferred to special work be- 
cause of their possession of some dis- 
ability which had escaped notice as a re- 
sult of their not being sufficiently strong 
to stand the hardships of their new mili- 
tary life. This not only caused unneces- 
sary suffering, but it gave a large 
amount of extra work to those. respon- 
sible for the units to which these men 
belonged and also to a certain extent de- 
layed the training of their comrades. 
The depot brigade minimizes the chance 
of this, for it constitutes a sort of 
clearing house, which, so to speak, 
transforms the civilian into a soldier, 


thus performing a greater and a broad- 
er function than do our regimental 
depots. For instance, in addition to at- 
tending to all clerical work connected 
with the entry of a soldier into the army 
and to his provision, with uniform, this 
section of the camp keeps ¢very man suf- 
ficiently long to enable him to be medi- 
cally re-examined by those who know 
the military conditions and to undergo a 
practical test proving his fitness for his . 
new life. In my opinion it is this depot 
brigade system, together with the fact 
that America has organized a very effi- 
cient. medical service of formerly civilian 
doctors without allowing herself to be 
hampered by her previously existing: 


“medical servite, which is largely respon-- 


sible for the magnificent health of the 
men actually under training. 
~ Of course, I am not in a position to ex- 
press any far-reaching opinion as to the 
state of discipline prevailing in the Na-- 
tional Army. But the impression left 
upon my mind was that it was excellent. 
Whereas no attempt is made to secure 
that rigid Prussian spirit and atmos- 
phere which prevails in many armies, 
there is that respectful but nevertheless 
friendly relationship between different 
ranks which one has noticed when ming- 
ling with our overseas soldiers, such as 
the Canadian or Australian contingents. 
For instance, while American officers 
and men use the same library and often 
travel in the same day coach, there is no 
slackness in saluting or in according su- 
periors the proper reception when they 
inspect or visit camp. quarters or other - 
military institutions. Moreover, although 
with the exception of the “First” or 


“Top” Sergeant, the man of that rank ° 


mixes much more freely with his subor- 


dinates than he does in England, this . 





does not seem to have any detrimental 
effect. 
One of the most important requisites 


of every camp where men are collected . 
together away from home influences and . 


from family ties is the provision of up- 
lifting and improving amusements. It 


not only prevents the soldier from seek- - 


ing entertainment of a less desirable 


kind, but adds to the contentment of the - 


men and thus increases the morale.of the 
army as a fighting machine. I devoted 
a considerable amiount of time to the in- 
vestigation of the subject;which is more 
important in a citizen army than in one 
composed of mechanical conscripts, be- 
cause in the former case everything de- 
pends upon the mental welfare of its 
members. My investigation, furthered 
as it was by visits to many of the camp 
institutions, enables me to say that I 
have never, in any country, come across 
such an efficient system, or, more cor- 
rectly, such a series of systems, for 
amusing men or for making them feel 
at home as that which exists in the Amer-

HEN the question of sending 
Japanese troops into Russian 
territory was first broached it 
was decided in the negative, 
and at that time political wisdom dictated 
the decision.

them. It is a consumption tax on some- 
thing universally used. This is.a field 
we have scarcely touched, and we will 
not go far into it, of course, until pressed 
_to do so by necessity. Nor have we here- 
tofore resorted to any considerable extent 
to stamp taxes—another form of con- 
‘ sumption tax, just as a tax on transporta- 
tion is as much a consumption tax as one 
on clothing. .It is customary to connect 
the tax with the article, but of course it 
is entirely independent of the article and 
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~ is placed there solely for the purpose of 


being carried to the consumer and mak- 
ing collection on him. In its nature a 
consumption tax should be imposed in 
such a manner that it can be passed on to 
the consumer readily. Should such taxes 
become necessary, the consumer, in order 
to see the true relation of the tax to the 
war, should not look at the article as one 
to which a cost has been added, as in pro- 
ducing it; but, ‘instead, he should realize 
that with each purchase he is making a 
new small contribution toward paying 
the cost of winning the war—buying a 
tiny Liberty bond, so to say.” 

Joseph W. Fordney, senior Republican 


member of the House Committee on 
Ways and Means, is opposed to raising 
40 per cent. of the war cost by taxation. 
He said: 

“I do not think we should both fight 
the war and pay for it. It is to make 
the world safe for democracy; let our 
children who come after us, and who will 
enjoy the benefits of what we are strug- 
gling for more than we, pay for a larger 
part of it. That is the policy that was 
followed in the civil war. I think that 
we should not try to raise more than 
25 per cent. of the cost of the war by 
taxation, and I shall oppose anything 
above 30 per cent. 





“Mr. McAdoo told me that he was in 
favor of collecting 50 per cent. of the 
cost through taxation, and he seems to 
have won Mr. Kitchin over to the same 
idea. I think this is entirely too much.

T 3:55 in the afternoon of June 8 
(Pacific time) a huge circle of 
darkness, black as night, a jet 
disk seventy miles in diameter, 

will rush in from the ocean to the mouth 
of the Columbia River, and begin a drive 
southeastward across the United States 
at a speed that would make the swiftest 
airplane seem to be standing still. The 
huge circle cut from the garment of 
night will sweep across the American 
Desert and the Rockies, gradually 
shrinking in diameter as it goes; it will 
stride the Mississippi at 6:37, (Central 
time,) and pass a few minutes later 
acress Southern Alabama and Florida. 
Then once more, now measuring only 
forty-four miles across, it will rush out 
from the Florida beaches into the Atlaf- 
tic Ocean and vanish. 


That is exactly what would be seen by / 


any one watching the eclipse from the 
moon. And it is probable that, from the 
peaks of the Rockies near Denver, it will 
be possible to see much the same thing: 
the huge black circle of shadow coming 
from the west, rushing down upon the 
plains, and disappearing toward the east. 
And the coming of the shadow will be « 
magnificent and perturbing sight. The 
birds, we are told, are so deceived by this 
brief counterfeit night that they go to 
roost, tucking their heads under their 
wings, and coming back to life bewil- 
dered a minute or two l&ter, to find the 
world once more sunlit. 

If any one standing near the mouth of 
the Columbia River, instead of gazing 
out over the ocean, looks up into the 
western sky (with a piece of smoked 
glass to temper the sunlight) he will see 
this: Almost an even hour before the 
coming of the huge moving inkblot there 
will be a faint indentation of blackness 
on the rim of the sun, which will steadily 
grow, always with a rounded outline, cut- 
ting off more and more of the solar disk 
and the solar radiance until, just as the 
cirele of darkness’ sweeps inland from 
the ocean, the sun’s whole disk will be 
blackened; and, for something over two 
minutes, the sun will be blotted out. The 
sky will take the hue of night; the 
brighter stars will shine out, the constel- 
lations that illumine our Winter skies; 
Orion, or at least its greater luminaries, 
Betelgeux and Rigel and, perhaps, the 
Giant’s Belt, will be clearly seen, with 
Aldebaran, the red eye of Taurus the 
Bull; and, at the top of a triangle which 
has Betelgeux and Aldebaran as its base, 
the great planet Jupiter will glow with 
unwinking eye; the sun, now a jet circle, 
hanging between Jupiter and Aldebaran. 

On the very rim of the sun’s blackened 
disk will be seen for a few moments flick- 
ering spots of rosy light, faint points of 
red flame, in reality tens of thousands of 
miles high. And something else will be 
seen, around which the whole interest. of 
the eclipse will centre: the sun’s corona, 
a halo or aureole of pearly light, stretch- 
ing forth millions of miles into space; an 
aureole not’ symmetrical in outline nor of 
fixed form, but with huge, dim streamers 
stretching out from it, strongly recalling 
the streamers of the northern lights, the 
aurora borealis, and equally mysterious. 
Then, after two minutes’ darkness, a thin, 
radiant rim of sunlight will reappear, 
instantly blotting out the corona; Jupiter 
and the stars will fade; the rim of radi- 

. ance will steadily grow, rounding out the 
circle, atid, an hour later, the setting sun 
will be once again a complete luminous 
disk. 

As the circle of black sweeps across 
the continent from west to east, gradu- 
ally shrinking, the period of total dark- 
ness will grow less, lasting, at Denver, a 
minute and a half; in the State of Mis- 
sissippi a minute, in Florida only fifty 
seconds. ;

North and south of the track of the 
blot of shadow, the darkness will not be 
complete; or, looking at the sun, one will 
see its disk only partly blackened; for 


every thirty miles from the shadow’s 


path, 1 per cent. of the sun will be added 
to the part which remains luminous; 
thus, 300 miles north or south of the 
path of blackness, one-tenth of the sun 
will shine at the moment of greatest 
darkness. Only some 3,000 miles from 
the path of darkness will the whole sun 
remain clear. Since, northward of the 
line, this takes us well up into the arctic, 
therefore the whole of North America 
will see the eclipse, whether as total (at 
all points within the shadow path) or as 
partial. At Boston, it will begin at 6:31 
P. M., (Eastern time.) reaching the max

to soften the rim of the shadow, as has 
the earth. Now, it happens that the 
moon circles about the earth at almost 
that distance (240,000 miles) from the 
earth. Therefore, when the moon, on its 
circular path, passes immediately be- 
tween the sun and the earth, the point of 
its shadow-cone draws a black blot across 
the earth, the very circle of darkness 
whose passage across the continent we 
have traced. Looked at from within the 
blot of shadow, the dark moon just cov- 
ers the sun, cutting off all its light, and 
thus allowing the corona, the sun’s aure- 
ole, to be seen; at all other times the co- 
rona is blotted out by the sun’s bright- 
ness. 

But the moon does not keep at a quite 


equal distanee from the carta: so, when

At New York, the eclipse will begin at 
6:32 P. M., culminate at 7:26, and end at 


‘8:16, with 68 per cent. of the sun hidden. 


At Philadelphia, it will begin at 6:32, 
reach the maximum at 7:27, and end at 
8:18, 71 per cent. of the sun being 
eclipsed. 

At Raleigh, N. C., the eclipse will be- 
gin at 6:36, culminate at 7:33, and end 
at 8:26, with 82 per cent. of the sun hid- 
den. At Tallahassee, Fla., it will begin 
at 5:40, (Central time,) culminate at 
6:40, and end at 7:35, with 99 per cent. 
of the sun covered. Immediately south 
of this the eclipse will be total. 

This, broadly, is what takes place. 
What is the cause? The sun is a globe 
800,000 miles in diameter, so that 100 
earths, strung on a wire, would just 
stretch from the north to the south pole 
of the sun, within its globe. And the 
sun revolves about once a month. Some 
93,000,000 miles away, the earth and the 
moon circle around the sun, the earth 
about 8,000 miles from pole to pole, the 
moon about 2,000; four moons strung on 
a wire would just reach from our north 
to our south pole, within the earth. Or, 
seen from the moon, the earth looks four 
times as large across its face as the moon 
does when seen from the earth; so, seen 
from the moon, the earth is a huge globe, 
its continents and oceans quite plainly 
visible, when not hidden by, clouds. Lunar 
children, if there were any, would find it 
charming to study geography. 

Both earth and moon, illumined by the 
huge sun, throw long cones of shadow 


into space, away from the sun. The - 


shadow-cone of the moon comes to a 
point some 240,000 miles behind the 
moon, and is sharply defined because the 
moon has no thick layers of air about it, 


she is a little further off, her dark disk 
will not quite cover the sun which, at the 
culmination of an eclipse, will then show 
as a rim of brightness around the moon’s 
disk, causing an annular or ringlike 
eclipse. Nor does the moon always pass 
directly between sun and earth; her path 
sways slightly, so that she sometimes 
passes above the sun in the sky, some- 
time below; in fact, the moon passes 
directly across the sun from once to four 
or five times only in each year, so that 
the sun is eclipsed at least once, at most 
four or five times, in any year. Nor are 
all these eclipses total; nor, at total 
eclipses, does the circle of shadow always 
pass across convenient regions, as it will 
next Saturday; it may run over the arctic 
regions, or waste its sweetness on the 
South Pacific, gladdening remote Easter 
Island. Of Saturday’s eclipse two-thirds 
will be lost in the Pacific, between Japan 
and the Columbia River. ; 

And here comes an odd point about 
this eclipse; it really begins at sunrise on 
June 9, at the Island of Borodino, off 
the coast of Japan, and rushes out across 
the Pacific; then the circle Of shadow 
(the point of the moon’s shadow-cone) 
erosses the “road to yesterday,” (the 
180th meridian of longitude,) and. finds 
itself on June 8, reaching our Pacific 
Coast in’ what is there the afternoon. 
Next year there will be a total eclipse 


of the sun on May 28, when the blot of . 


darkness will flit down the Amazon 
Basin, cross the Atlantic to the Congo 
Basin, and finally reach Lake Tanga- 
nyika. 

In fact, since the American civil war 
there has been no eclipse so convenient 
for us as the present one. Groups of 
eclipses recur ir a period of 18 years 
111-3 days, so that the present .eclipse 


is the reincarnation (if you wish to call 
it so) of the eclipse of May 28, 1900. 

This period of. eclipse returns was 
known to the ancient Chaldeans, who 
called it the Saros. And since, at the 
time of an eclipse, the moon is traveling 
almost in. the plane of the earth’s orbit, 
it often happens that, passing directly be- 
tween the sun and the earth at new 
moon, she passes directly through the 
earth’s shadow-cone 4 fortnight later, at 
full moon. This will happen at the pres- 
ent eclipse; a fortnight after the eclipse 
of the sun on Saturday there will be a 
partial eclipse of the moon on June 23. 
And there will be an annular eclipse of 
the sun on Dec. 3 this year. 

The point of a total eclipse of the sun, 
in the astronomer’s view, is that, for a 
minute or two, the whole of the sun’s 
light is cut off; therefore it becomes pos- 
sible, for a few precious seconds, to see 
things near the sun (whether really or 
apparently) which are hidden at other 
times by his splendor. 

When eclipses of the sun began to be 
observed with the newly invented tele- 
scope, Galileo’s “‘ optic glass,” the rose- 
colored points of flame which flicker 
around the rim of the obscured sun for a 
few seconds were the absorbing interest. 
The spectroscope, invented later, showed 
that they were great tongues of incan- 
descent hydrogen, in some form unknown 
to us, and that the luminous globe of the 
sun (the photosphere) lies within a veil 
of this rose-colored hydrogen, (the 
chromosphere.) But a little less than 
fifty years ago Norman Lockyer found . 
that, by opening the slit of the spectro- 
scope, it was possible to see these rose- 
colored “ flames” or pillars and waves of 
incandescent hydrogen in full sunlight, 
practically on any clear day in the year; 
so they are observed now at other times, 
when the sun is not eclipsed. . 

The spectrum of the sun is a rainbow 
ribbon crossed by dark lines, caused by 
many elements in forms unknown to us. 
For a minute space of time during a 
total eclipse this spectrum is reversed; 
the ribbon is made of bright lines, from 
red to violet, on a dark ground. To ob- 
serve and record this reversed spectrum 
ribbon is one of the problems. of an 
eclipse. There is also the question of the 
infra-red and ultra-violet rays. 

me absorbing interest is the coro- 
na, which can be seen at no time except 
during a total eclipse of the sun, because 
its faint radiance is blotted out by the 
sun’s splendor. During the minute or two 
of totality, it is a splendid vision, whether 
marked by long, curved streamers of 
pearly light or a more evenly rounded 
globe of misty radiance, a huge sphere, 
in fact, of some kind of shimmering sub- 
stance, with the sun (for a few moments 
hidden) as its centre. It will be watched 
with the naked eye; it will be observed 
with telescopes, large and small; it will 
be photographed, ail along the path of the 
shadow circle; the quantity of its light 
will be measured with photometers; its 
quality will be tested by spectro- 
scopes. 

There are other problems: Does the 
shimmering sphere of the corona (not, of 
course, strictly spherical in form, but 
ceaselessly changing in unison with the 
throbbing changes of “the sunspots) 
rotate as the sun rotates, in from twenty- 
five to twenty-seven days? ‘How does 
its light affect the light of the stars 
which passes through it? And, a more 
general question, does the sun’s gravita- 
tion pull bend aside the star rays which 
pass to us close by the sun? This eclipse 
is not very favorable for a test of this 
last problem, since no star larger than 
the fifth magnitude will be very close to 
the sun. But there are many absorbing 
problems, and there is the superb spec- 
tacle, with its magnificent beauty.

How do we propose 
to get what we-want in hospitals? 

Out of the conference came a plan of 
action, a plan definitely formulated, but 
essentially the same as the one proposed 
by the charter members of the college at 
the first_meeting. The entire emphasis 
was placed upon results in the care of 
patients. It was standardization not of 
material things, not of bottles, or appa- 
ratus, or buildings, or reputation of doc- 
tors, but of principles. The patient, the 
patient, the patient! The beginning and 
the end of all medical service and of all 
hospital service are the welfare of the 
patient. As the prime factor in hospital 
standardization, therefore, the college 
asks: What was the matter with the 
patient? What did the doctor do for 
him? Was the patient relieved or cured? 
If not, why not? 

Then came the war. The leaders in 
surgery, filled with the purpose of carry- 
ing scientifically sound surgery to the 


_ furthest districts of the continent, volun- 


teered in the army, and the swift conse- 
quence was that the essential ideas of 
standardization, now studied for years, 
were put into practice in the army. But 
let us see, further, what that plan is. 

If doctors are to know the results of 
their-work they must have exact facts. 
They must know what has happened to 
each patient. In other words, they must 
keep what are known as case records. 
Case records tell the story of each case 
under such headings as these: Complaint 
of the patient, diagnosis on which treat- 
ment was based, laboratory analyses, 
physical findings, important points of 
operation or treatment, complications of 
convalescence, and post-operative or final 
diagnosis. a 

The keeping of complete case records, 
therefore, is the first requirement in hos- 
pital standardization. There is no debate 
as to whether that requirement is sound. 
But the second requirement is even more 
important. The keeping of the records 
is in itself not enough. The second step 
is to profit by these records. The college 
asks that all physicians and surgeons who 
practice in any given hospital meet at 
regular intervals, and that with the high- 
est seriousness in their hearts they re- 
view the results of their work. They 
are to ask themselves in a fearless, calm 
way: What did we do for our patients? 
Were they relieved or cured? If not, why 
not? They are to analyze their own work 
in order to answer such questions. , 

By way of illustration, let us see what 
may happen at one of these meetings: 
Suppose that the doctors meet to review 
the work done in a given hospital during 
the last three months. Suppose that an 
analysis of the surgical cases under re- 
view shows that 6 per cent. of the pa- 
tients developed infection during conva- 
lescence which reasonably were charge- 
able to. the hospital. The facts as to the 
per cent. of infections may easily be de- 
termined from properly kept records; and 
it goes without saying that these-infec- 


tions are a serious indictment of the. 


surgical service. Now let us assume that 


’ 
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Hospital Patient 


90 per cent. of the cases developing in- 
fection were patients of a particular sur- 
-‘geon. Under such cir¢umstances the 
position of the college is that an obliga- 
tion rests upon the doctors ta demand 
cause of his unsuccessful work and re- 
move that cause, or that he discontinue 
practice in the hospital. 

As a people we have come to look upon 
service from the medical profession as a 
right, very much as we conceive our right 
to hold property. If a man has his foot 


crushed, for example, in a street accident, | 


he gets medical care irrespective. of his 
ability. to pay for that care. In so far 
now as we accept the idea that we have a 
right to health, it follows that the hos- 
pital is a public service corporation, and 
is accountable to the public for the quali- 
ty of all of its work. The time has come 
when the hospital, as an institution, 
should in all fairness make to its com- 
munity a true accounting of its work. 
How, the college asks, can any hospital 
guarantee honest, competent service to 
its patients if it does net know the truth 
as to what happens to its patients? Not 
only should the hospital know exactly 
what happens to its patients, but it 
should make every reasonable effort to 
see that mistakes due to carelessness, 


earnest attention is given to these mat- 
ters is sometimes merely a boarding 
house for sick people, and not a benefit 
to its community. 

What does this plan of standardization 


have to do with the hospital laboratory? | 


That is an interesting phase of the prob- 
lem. As soon as 2 doctor who practices 
in a hospital realizes that his success or 
failure with each patient comes under 


the scrutiny of his fellow-practitioners, . 


he gathers a sharpened incentive for suc- 
cess. He takes no chances with mere 
guesswork in diagnoses. He, demands 
every laboratory facility which may help 
him find out what is the matter with his 
patient. It is-only human that he should 
throw mere intense earnestness into his 
‘work. And what has actually happened 
is that in many a hospital a first-class 
laboratory, under a competent laboratory 
worker, is today in operation where, un- 
til recent years, no need for such a lab- 
oratory was really

responded liberally when the doctors 
have asked for help. The fact is 
no community, however small, can af- 
ford to maintain a hospital only 50 per 
cent. efficient.

A Misprinted Banknote

RT in the present war is highly fa- 
A vored. The artist who becomes a 
soldier on the field of battle does 

no more and no less than his com- 


rades, he offers the supreme sacrifice. 


But the artist who for one reason or an- 
other is out of the fighting has a better 
chance than for many centuries to serve 
the common cause and make himself felt 
as a factor in the struggle for civiliza- 
tion. The more obvious activities in 
which he indulges are picturesque, and in 
consequence have been freely discussed. 
His posters are, in fact, so obvious as 
luckily to invite widespread and keen 
criticism, with already a promising re- 
sult. The recently issued posters, with 
several conspicuous exceptions, are 80 
much better than those of last year that 
the effect of the streets in which they 
abound is definitely changed, and it is 
possible now to visit an exhibition of 
posters from other countries without a 
sense of defeat and shame. - 

The camouflage artist helps more di-

A very important and far-reaching 


service has been rendered by certain art- 
ists in England in connection with the 


surgical and, medical problems of. the 
war. Dr. S. Squire Sprigge writes in 
the Burlington Magazine: “ The war has 


provided a tragic amount of material for . 


the surgeon to exercise his skill upon; 
and it is notable that in the most com- 
prehensive endeavor as yet taken in this 
country [England] by the medico-mili- 
tary authorities to deal sensibly and 
sympathetically with such material the 
artist has been summoned into direct 
consultation with the operator.” The 
most striking objects in the exhibition of 
army war specimens at the Royal College 
of Surgeons of Engiand last season were 
probably the models and drawings made 
by Professor Henry Tonks, who recorded 
the conditions of the facially deformed 
with incisive accuracy, and then collabo- 
rated with the plastic surgeon in remédy- 
ing these conditions: by supplying sketch 
models to which surgical endeavors could 
be directed with the best chance of re- 
gaining ‘the original facial forms. An-

Much less conspicuous, but extremely 
worth while, are the efforts of other art. 
ists connected with the medico-military 
department in making faithful and per- 
manent pictorial records of conditions in 
war wounds impossible to. record except 
by pen and brush. 

In addition to these technical and prac- 
tical services, the artist has, of course, 
the usual outlets for his special talent. 
The newer schools have given one or two 
men able brilliantly to express with vivid 
impressionism the movement of armies 
on the march and the action of airplanes. 
There are others, and many, whose care- 
ful records or crisp notes of incidents 


value as history. There are war por- 
traits to be painted and war medals to be 
made, insignia to be designed, memorial 
tablets to be given a dignity that requires 
the utmost power and tact on the part of 
the designer, decorations for parades to 
be planned, and innumerable minor ac- 
tivities for the suecess of which art is in- 


Nor is it too early,or, for that matter, 
more than just in time, for art to take up 
the problems of the post-war conditions. 
The architects and town planners have

Many of the paintings are symbolic in 


character. Mr. Block’s “The Teuton © 


Demon ” was shown at the Independents’ 
exhibition. Mr. Fuller’s ideal figure is 
graceful and the arms and hands in par- 
ticular are drawn with delicacy and skill; 
Mr. Ritschel’s group of: allied crusaders 
carrying their banners forward to the 
field of battle is heroically conceived and 
the American flag is well managed. 

One turns, however, with a certain 
sense of relief to the pictures that show 
the contemporary scene. Nothing in the 
way of a symbol is more stirring to the 
pulse of an onlooker in New York than 
John Sloan’s vigorous little study of re- 
cruiting in Union Square, with its jovial 
officer, its sturdy laborer holding his 
monkey wrench-rather mysteriously be- 
hind his back, its group of flaunting, 
laughing girls to whom the war is still a 
highly satisfactory “movie” show, its 
greening trees and pleasant sunlight 
dappling the smooth walks, its true sug;

‘ Maral Paintings. 

The mural paintings in Grace Church 
at, Nutley, N. J., to be dedicated today, 
the work of a young English artist, 
Clinton Balmer, now an American citizen, 
and merit cgmment. Mr. Balmer had pre- 
viously made decorations for the Munici- 
pal Library in Liverpool and for. other 
buildings in the west of England, and un- 
dertook the Grace Church decorations in 
1g2 in collaboration with Charles Haw- 
thorne and Fred Dana Marsh, who then 
lived in Nutley. Both Mr. Hawthorne 
and Mr, Marsh presently left Nutley, and 
the work devolved entirely upon Mr. 
Balmer. The whole scheme of decoration, 
therefore, and the individual panels ex- 
press one man’s idea and are united in 
design, tone, and color. The-wall space 
of the nave is divided into five parts with 
ten panel spaces in which are placed dec- 
orative paintings on the following Bib- 
lieal subjects: “ The Miraculous Draft of 
Fishes,” “ Moses Lifting Up the Serpent 
in the Wilderness,” “The Flight into 
Egypt,” “ Joseph’s Coat,” “Crossing the 
Red Sea,” “ The Descent from the Cross,” 
“The Three Marys at the Tomb,” “ The 
Return of the Spies from the Promised 
Land,” and “ The Wise and Foolish Vir- 
gins.” Below these are ten panels each 
containing an angel bearing a scroll, and 
the chancel decorations consist of two 
large panels alongside a stained glass 
window, one “The Angel of Life,” the 
other “The Angel of Death.” There is 
something of the Pre-Raphaelite influ- 
ence in the designs, a treatment of foli- 
age and detail that hints of Morris, a 
grace and length in the figures that hint 
at Burne-Jones, and an occasional opu- 
lence that says Rossetti; the general 
effect is that of personal feeling and a 
careful working out of specific problems 

without dependence upon forerunners. 





Early American Miniatures. 

The little group of early American 
miniatures at the Macbeth Galleries not 
only includes many delightful examples 
ef this charming form of art, but is rich 
in historic association. Most of the 
portraits belong to' the Revolutionary 
period. There are several by Charles 
Willson Peale, whose art belongs to both 
the Colonial and Revolutionary periods. 
Born at Annapolis, he had kecome a very 
successful portrait painter when he 
entered the army with Washington and 
camped at Valley Forge. As early as 
1772 we find Washington writing con- 
cerning him: “ Inclination haying yielded 
‘to importunity I am now contrary to all 
expectation under the hands of Mr. Peale, 
but in so yrave—:¢ sullen a mood—and 
now and then ung:r the influence of 
Morpheus, when some critical strokes are 
making, that I fancy the skill. of this 
gentleman’s pencil will be put to it, in 
describing to the world what manner of 
man I am.” 

The finest of the miniatures by Charles 
Willson Peale are the three of the Sum- 
mers family; Captain Summers is heavy- 
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browed and full-lipped, with an energetic 
expression; his wife has charming humor- 
ous eyes and wears flowers at her breast, 
the rich red of her lips is echoed in the 
red trimming of her gown, the child’s 
portrait has a look of Gainsborough, the 
general tone is a blue gray with bits of 
flower-like color supplied by the embroid- 
ery of a waistcoat. 

James Peale, the younger brother of 
Charles, who painted many Southern 
people of celebrity, had a more delicate 
and sensitive style than his brother, es- 
pecially in his portraits of women. He 
is represented in this collection only by 
his portraits of men, Major Harrison 
Gray Otis having the most distinguished 
aspect, and giving the artist an oppor- 
tunity to use his bland technique with 
Yxcellent effect, The modeling of ‘the 
mouth, unusually sweet and gentle in ex- 
pression, of the aristocratic face with its 
side whiskers and its full chin above the 
‘high neckcloth; the Warm color and 
smooth surface are characteristic of a 
painter whose virtues have been eclipsed 
by comparison with his stronger relative. 

A strikingly positive note is con- 
tributed to the collection by Edward 
Greene Malbone, the leader of the early 
American miniaturists, in his portrait of 
James W. Lowndes whose blonde head 
and supercilious features are seen 
against a background of sky, and painted 
with sharp luminous shadows and a 
technique as vigorous and broad as it is 
dainty and graceful. 

Two women artists are represented in 
the collection, Sarah Goodrich, a pupil of 
Gilbert Stuart, and much praised by 
him, and Mrs. A. C. Staughton, who was 
Anna Peale, and said to be one of the 
best miniature painters of her day, whose 
portrait of a member of the Cooper 
family hardly bears out this reputation. 
The other member of the illustrious Peale 
family, Rembrandt Peale, is represented 
by a portrait of John Paul Jones, one of 
Charles Wilkins, and a very blonde and 
elaborate portrait of Catherine Mellish, 
pink-cheeked and pert. 

The other artists are A. Duval, repre- 
sented by his portrait of Governor W. C. 
C. Claiborne, Laurence Sully, the brother 
of the more gifted Thomas Sully, with his 
vivacious portrait of Thomas West; Bon- 
netheau with a portrait of Manigault 
Hayward, and Alvin Clark. | 





Wood Block Prints. 

An exhibition of wood block prints at 
the Ehrich Galleries indicates the de- 
velopment in modern times of this enter; 
taining form of art. The range of the 
exhibition is from the technically expert 
and very conservative prints by Rudolph 
Ruciszka in which the charm of the city 
streets is expressed with quiet humor and 
delicate taste, to the brilliant, stylistic 
caricatures of Brer Nordfeldt and the 
full-colored versions of a fishing village 
by Maud Squire.. In the modern..work the 
color is handled in large simple masses, 


-with enough of the ground showing to 


give a sense of elasticity to the method 
and vibration to the color. The colors, 
as a rule, are fresh and gay with a pleas- 
ant, positive note, and the compositions 
are energetic and vivacious, contempor- 
ary subject matter adapted to the pleas- 
ure-giving functions of art and freed 
from the realism that holds these func- 
tions in serious check when the mind of 


the artist fails to perceive the neces- . 


sity of elevating as well as transferring 
the impressions he gains from nature. 





Fusion of Two Art Magazines. 
The Art World and Arts and Decora- 
tion have united in one publication. 
The leading editorial deplores the 
absence of ideas in the art of America 
and the tendency of the artists to please 
themselves in their work without regard 
to the public.

Professor Bach on Industrial Design. 

Professor Bach of Columbia Univer- 
sity spoke at the convention of the 
American Federation of Arts in De- 
troit last week upon the necessity of 
mobilizing the industrial: arts. His 
address as reported in the Detroit 
papers was a vigorous plea for co- 
operation between the manufacturers, 
distributers, designers, and public to es- 
tablish a high standard of design in ma- 
chine-made products. “We have,” he 
said, “ gone into the European war~ for 
democracy, while at home we have al- 
lowed our development in the industrial 
arts to become ruthlessly autocratic. 

“ We have construed democracy as the 
exterding of the greatest attainable bene- 
fits to all equally, but we all know that 
in the industrial arts, in the field of 
house furnishings, for example, the 
greatest benefits are held at the call of 
the greatest purse. 

“The proper co-ordination of machine 
precesses with effective design and 
craftsmanship revision of the finished 
product must be the first steps in mobil- 
izirg the industrial arts. If all prod- 
ucts were hand-made few of us could af- 
ford them. Therefore, it is left for us to 
give the machine its proper place and re- 
vise our standards of craftsmanship in 
such a way that the design will provide 
for the imagination, the machine for the 
mechanical execution, and the human 
hand for the craftsmanship of manual 
revision of machine-made products.”
